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FIRST  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 
FRIDAY,  SEPTEMBER  9th,  1966 

In  accordance  with  the  notice  mailed  on  June  15th,  1966, 
and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  having  so  designated,  the 
Active  and  Past  Active  Members  assembled  in  the  Rainbow  Salon 
in  the  Sheraton-Brock  Hotel  at  2:30  p.m.  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Ill. \Bro.\ George  C.  Derby,  33°,  called  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Session  to  order. 

After  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  had  paid  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Ill. \Bro.\ Charles  Joseph  Boyle,  33°,  Grand 
Standard  Bearer,  who  had  died  during  the  past  year,  the  members 
stood  for  a  moment’s  silence. 

Messages  and  letters  of  regret  were  received  from  Ill. ‘.Bros.*. 
Douglas  Fraser,  33°,  C.  H.  Cunningham,  33°,  William  L.  Wright, 
33°,  Clyde  S.  Clancy,  33°,  R.  A.  B.  Wootton,  33°,  and  Alex  G. 
Storie,  33°,  regretting  their  inability  to  attend  and,  on  motion, 
they  were  excused. 
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Two  Notices  of  Motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions  which  had  been  forwarded  to  all  the  Active  and  Past  Active 
Members  on  May  17th,  1966,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  requesting  a  report. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General  that  the 
Niagara  Falls  Valley  would  require  approximately  $2,500.00  in 
addition  to  the  contribution  of  one-half  the  Registration  charge 
for  the  current  Session.  In  accordance  with  the  motion  passed  at 
the  previous  Session,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  author¬ 
ized  to  complete  this  payment. 

It  was  also  reported  that  the  Winnipeg  Valley  would  not 
require  any  additional  financial  assistance  beyond  the  contribution 
of  one-half  the  Registration  charge. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  1967 
Session  be  held  in  Winnipeg,  opening  on  Tuesday,  September 
12th,  otherwise  following  the  same  times  and  procedures  as  in 
1966. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  Mileage  and 
Per  Diem  for  1967  be  the  same  as  that  approved  for  1966.  Some 
discussion  arose  respecting  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  for  1968  and 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  agreed  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  study  this  subject  for  the  year  1968,  and  report  back  to  Council 
next  year. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Howard  B.  Moore,  33°,  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Audit  and  Finance,  made  a  preliminary  presentation  of 
the  Budget  and  after  amendment  increasing  the  Budget  for  the 
Ritual  Committee  and  “Foundation”  expenses,  it  was  approved 
for  presentation  in  its  final  form. 

Various  Deputies  made  preliminary  presentations  of  nominees 
for  Active  and  Honorary  membership  of  Supreme  Council,  all  of 
which  were  approved  for  future  nominations  in  accordance  with 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  referred  to  his  pro¬ 
posal  as  set  forth  in  his  letter  to  all  Active  Members,  to  create 
Ill.'. Bro.*. William  Ennis  Kidd,  32°,  an  Honorary  Member.  This 
proposal  was  confirmed  and,  on  motion,  it  was  unanimously  re¬ 
solved  that  William  Ennis  Kidd,  32°,  be  hereby  created  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  At  Large,  to  receive  the  Degree 
at  the  present  Annual  Session  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  time  for 
Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Theodore  McKinley  Spencer,  32°,  to  receive  the  Degree

of  Honorary  Inspector-General  be  extended  until  the  end  of  the 
next  Annual  Session. 

It  was  noted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  the 
election  of  Ill.*. Bro.\ Ronald  Martland,  32°,  as  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  33°,  will  lapse  at  the  end  of  this  Session,  no 
further  extension  having  been  granted. 

Ill.'.Bro.’.W.  A.  Henry,  33°,  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Warrants,  which  was  accepted 
for  presentation  in  General  Session. 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Dispensation 
and  subsequent  Letters  of  Constitution  constituting  the  Central 
Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection  be  amended  by  changing  the  place  of 
meeting,  therein  mentioned,  namely — Red  Deer,  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta,  to  the  City  of  Lacombe,  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

On  further  motion  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  A.  Henry,  33°,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  Ill.\Bro.‘.T.  M.  Sieniewicz,  33°, 
Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfound¬ 
land,  it  was  resolved  that  the  request  of  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  U.D.,  at  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia,  for  an  extension  for  a 
further  year  be  granted. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Walter  H.  Gibson,  33°,  gave  a  short  summary  of 
his  Report  as  President  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 
of  Canada,  which  is  to  be  presented  to  the  membership  of  the 
Foundation  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  which  was  duly  received 
at  this  Meeting.  Council  extended  its  thanks,  as  voiced  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.'.R.  C.  Berkinshaw,  33°,  of  appreciation  to  Bro.*. Gibson  for 
his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation. 

The  Executive  Session  adjourned  at  4:30  p.m.,  to  be  resumed 
at  8:00  p.m. 


SECOND  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 
FRIDAY  EVENING,  SEPTEMBER  9th,  1966 

The  Executive  Session  was  again  called  to  order  at  8:00  p.m., 
following  dinner  attended  by  the  members,  their  wives  and  guests. 

A  preliminary  report  on  Foreign  Relations  was  presented  by 
Ill.*. Bro. ‘.James  McL.  Marshall,  33°,  and  after  discussion  it  was 
approved  for  presentation  in  General  Session. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  extended  the  thanks  of 
Council  to  Ill.'.Bro.'.R.  C.  Berkinshaw,  33°,  for  his  efforts  arising 
out  of  our  Foreign  relationship. 
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Ill/.Bro.’.W.  A.  Jones,  33°,  then  withdrew  his  Notice  of 
Motion,  to  amend  sub-section  (a)  of  Article  75,  by  adding  the 
following  paragraph: 

“Within  the  same  Province  or  Territory  where  the  half¬ 
way  point  by  highway,  of  the  residence  of  an  applicant,  is 
more  than  the  half-way  point  by  the  shortest  linear  distance, 
between  two  or  more  authorized  places  of  meeting,  the  ground 
between  these  aforementioned  points  shall  be  considered  con¬ 
current  territory.  But  where  the  residence  of  an  applicant 
lies  within  a  municipality  equidistant  from  two  or  more 
authorized  places  of  meeting,  the  municipalty  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  concurrent  territory.” 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  ruled  that  the  phrase  “Half-way 
in  every  direction”  where  it  appears  in  Article  75  (a)  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  shall  be  interpreted  as  meaning  half-way 
by  either  air  or  highway. 

This  Executive  Session  concluded  at  10:00  p.m.,  to  be  re¬ 
sumed  the  following  afternoon. 

THIRD  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 
SATURDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  10th,  1966 

The  third  Executive  Session  was  called  to  order  at  2:00  p.m., 
following  luncheon  in  the  Rainbow  Salon. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  G.  Welby,  33°, 
presented  his  Annual  Report,  which  was  approved  for  presentation 
in  General  Session. 

Following  a  discussion  regarding  the  possible  publication  of 
the  reports  of  the  Almoners  in  the  various  Valleys,  it  was  decided 
no  change  should  be  made  in  the  present  methods,  as  this  is  purely 
a  matter  for  the  individual  Valleys. 

Following  a  discussion  regarding  insurance  coverages,  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  appointed  a  Committee  consisting 
of  Ill. *. Bros. \R.  C.  Berkinshaw,  33°,  Donald  M.  Fleming,  33°, 
and  W.  G.  Welby,  33°,  to  study  this  matter  and  report  later. 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General,  lll.’.Bro.*. Donald  M.  Fleming, 
33°,  then  presented  his  annual  Financial  Report,  together  with 
the  Auditor’s  Statement.  After  an  explanation  of  the  Statement  by 
the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Report  was  approved  for  pre¬ 
sentation  in  General  Session. 
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Ill.'.Bro.'.T.  M.  Sieniewicz,  33°,  then  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  Report  regarding  Scottish  Rite  affairs  in  Newfoundland: 

REPORT  ON  NEWFOUNDLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for 

the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  following  is  a  joint  report  rendered  by  Ill.*.Bro..\R.  V.  Harris, 
33°,  and  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  Newfoundland. 

In  1960  Ill.\Bro.\  Harris  was  invested  with  extraordinary  powers  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  into  Newfoundland  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry. 

Considerable  work  was  done  since  then,  with  little  to  show  by  way 
of  increased  membership. 

In  October,  1961,  five  brethren  received  their  14°  in  Halifax,  with  a 
little  financial  help  from  the  Supreme  Council.  Then  there  was  a  lull. 

In  July,  1964,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  R.  Coulton  Berkinshaw, 
33°  paid  a  special  visit  to  St.  Johns,  Newfoundland,  to  meet  with  eight 
Scottish  Rite  brethren.  This  was  wholly  an  exploratory  visitation.  Without 
doubt,  this  left  an  impression  of  the  sincerity  of  the  Supreme  Council  in 
its  desire  to  introduce  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  Province  of 
Newfoundland. 

On  October  2nd,  1965,  four  brethren  came  over  from  the  West  Coast 
of  Newfoundland  to  a  special  Reunion  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  in 
Sydney,  Nova  Scotia. 

We  believe  the  torch  was  well  lit  on  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in 
the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  in  the  month  of  October,  1965.  At  that 
time  a  group  of  four  candidates  came  over  from  St.  Johns  to  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  Reunion  in  Halifax.  In  this  group  was  Bro.  The  Hon.  J.  R. 
Smallwood,  the  Premier  of  Newfoundland. 

From  this  moment  there  was  manifested  a  widespread  interest,  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  zeal  in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry. 

On  November  15th,  1965,  seven  members  came  to  Halifax  to  receive 
the  18°  in  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

In  April,  1966,  the  Scottish  Rite  Brethren  in  St.  Johns  held  Informal 
Easter  Services  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  afternoon,  with 
a  75%  attendance.  And  on  April  15th,  1966,  these  brethren  established 
the  Scottish  Rite  Club  of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 

On  April  22nd,  1966,  five  brethren  arrived  in  Halifax  for  the  32°, 
At  the  conclusion  of  this,  these  Sublime  Princes  arranged  an  informal 
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meeting  with  Ill. '.Bro.'.  The  Hon.  Donald  M.  Fleming,  33°,  who  was  the 
Speaker  at  this  Reunion,  and  the  Illustrious  Deputy.  This  was  for  the 
express  purpose  of  discussing  the  possibility  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Reunion  in  St.  Johns  in  the  month  of  October,  1966.  They  promised  a 
Class  of  no  less  than  forty  candidates. 

An  invitation  was  promptly  forwarded  to  the  Victoria  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  at  Halifax,  for  such  Reunion;  the  date  for  this  to  be  October 
28th  and  29th,  1966. 

The  cost  of  this  venture,  estimated  at  slightly  over  $4,000.00  im¬ 
mediately  caused  some  concern.  Consultation  took  place  between  Ill.'.  Bro.'. 
R.  V.  Harris,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.George  C. 
Derby,  33°  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'. Bro. \R.  Coulton 
Berkinshaw,  33°. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  Ill.'. Bro.'. H.  Darroch  Macgillivray,  33°, 
of  St.  Johns,  Nfld.,  felt  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  proposed  Reunion. 

We  are  confident  that  the  sum  total  of  all  efforts  contributed  during 
the  past  six  years,  is  about  to  fulfill  the  hopes  our  Supreme  Council  has 
held  for  many  years.

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  was  received  and  it 
was  unanimously  resolved  that  in  fulfillment  of  our  commitment, 
the  Supreme  Council  place  $4,000.00  at  the  disposal  of  the  Deputy 
for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland,  to  be 
used  for  this  projected  Reunion  in  St.  Johns  and  for  furthering  the 
establishment  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Newfoundland. 

The  following  Report  of  the  Committee  regarding  Honorary 
Members  who  had  attained  the  age  of  75  years,  was  presented  by 
Ill.*. Bro. ’.Howard  B.  Moore,  33°,  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  on  his  motion  was  adopted.  Adoption  of  this  report 
would  require  an  amendment  to  the  Statutes  and  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Moore 
received  unanimous  consent  from  the  Executive  Council  that  the 
matter  be  considered  at  this  time. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HONORARY  INSPECTORS- 

GENERAL  75  Years  and  over 

To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient 

and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  position  of  Districts  whose 
quotas  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  are  filled  and  who  need  opportunities 
for  younger  men,  reports  as  follows: 
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The  Committee  recognizes  the  problem  created  by  a  substantial  number 
of  Honoraries  of  advanced  years  and  the  need  for  the  active  service  that 
can  be  provided  by  men  in  the  full  vigor  of  life. 

The  Committee  took  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  a  substantial  number 
of  Brethren  are  not  Coroneted  until  they  have  attained  ages  approaching 
Seventy  years,  together  with  the  desire  that  no  move  should  be  made  that 
would  detract  from  the  honor  conferred  in  the  33rd  Degree. 

It  is  felt  that  the  interests  of  Supreme  Council  and  of  all  Honoraries 
could  be  served  if  the  following  proposal  were  to  be  adopted: 

Whereas  some  of  the  Provincial  or  Territory  quotas  of  Honorary 
Inspectors-General,  as  provided  in  Article  15  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations, 
are  full,  and  whereas,  because  of  the  foregoing  it  is  not  permissible  to 
coronet  desirable  Brethren,  be  it  resolved  on  motion  of  Ill.'.Bro.'.  D.  A.  R. 
McCannel,  33°,  seconded  by  Ill.'.Bro.*.  T.  M.  Sieniewicz,  33°,  that  Article 
15  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof,  the  words: 

“provided,  however,  that  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  eighty  years  and  who  has  been  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  for  not  less  than  five  years,  shall  not  be  reckoned 
in  computing  the  number  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  to  which 
any  Province  or  Territory  shall  be  entitled”.

Ill. \Bro.\ Moore  then  gave  notice  that  Article  15  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  words: — 

“provided,  however,  that  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  who 
has  attained  the  age  of  eighty  years  and  who  has  been  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  for  not  less  than  five  years,  shall 
not  be  reckoned  in  computing  the  number  of  Honorary 
Inspectors-General  to  which  any  Province  or  Territory  shall 
be  entitled”.

THE  ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

Peers  and  Brethren:

We  are  all  aware  of  the  part  this  City  and  the  Niagara 
Peninsula  has  played  in  the  history  and  development  of  this 
Canada  of  ours. 

May  I  be  permitted  a  personal  reference  to  the  fact  that  my 
forebears  played  a  very  prominent  role  in  the  history  of  this  part 
of  Canada.  As  a  boy,  I  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  Niagara  Falls 
and  my  first  attempt  at  soldiering  was  at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  so 
you  will  all  realize  how  pleased  I  am  to  preside  as  your  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  in  Niagara  Falls  at  this  our  92nd  Annual 
Session.

Bro. ‘.W.  B.  I.  Hofman,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  The  Netherlands  and 
myself  by  designating  us  to  place  a  wreath  at  the  pedestal  of  the 
bust  of  Albert  Pike.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  ceremony,  we, 
together  with  our  ladies,  attended  a  Reception  and  Tea  in  the 
Banquet  Hall  of  the  Temple  as  guests  of  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  Smith  and  the  ladies  of  the  members  of  Supreme  Council. 

Monday,  October  18th,  we  attended  the  Opening  Session  of 
the  Southern  Supreme  Council  at  10:00  a.m.,  and  in  the  afternoon 
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we  joined  in  the  pilgrimage  to  Mount  Vernon,  where  Ill. ’.Bro.’. 
Hofman  and  I  placed  a  wreath  on  the  tomb  of  Bro. ‘.George 
Washington,  after  which  we  visited  the  shrine  of  this  distinguished 
Mason,  who  was  the  first  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

On  Tuesday,  October  19th,  we  had  a  meeting  in  Grand 
Commander  Smith’s  office  at  which  there  were  present — S.’.G.'.

Hofman  of  The  Netherlands;  Ill.’.Bro.’.Lenhart,  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  France;  Past  S.’.G.’.C.’. 
Berkinshaw,  Canada,  and  myself  as  S.’.G.’.C. ’.of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada.  At  this  meeting,  we  discussed  many  matters 
of  interest  to  our  respective  Supreme  Councils. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  meeting,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  Luther  A.  Smith  informed  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Berkinshaw  and 
myself  that  we  had  been  elected  Emeritus  Members  of  the 
Southern  Supreme  Council  and  presented  each  of  us  with  the 
Jewel. 

This  was  followed  by  a  Luncheon  at  The  House  of  the 
Temple,  as  guests  of  Commander  Smith,  where  we  were  happy 
to  meet  many  members  and  visitors  of  the  Southern  Supreme 
Council. 

On  Wednesday,  I  attended  the  General  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  and  in  the  evening  a  Ceremonial  of  Investiture,  Rank  and 
Decoration  of  the  Knights  Commander  of  the  Court  of  Honor. 
This  was  the  first  time  I  had  been  privileged  to  witness  this 
Ceremonial. 

After  the  General  Session  of  Supreme  Council  on  Thursday, 
we  attended  the  Dedication  of  the  George  Washington  statue  at 
the  George  Washington  Cathedral  and  in  the  evening  we  attended 
the  Annual  Banquet  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  with  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.Marvin  E.  Fowler,  Provincial  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Friday,  October  22nd,  was  high-lighted  by  the  Grand 
Commander’s  Dinner,  at  which  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Herbert  J.  Hoover,  33°, 
was  presented  with  the  Medal  of  Honor  and  addressed  the 
gathering.  In  the  evening,  I  witnessed  the  conferral  of  the  33°  on 
a  very  large  Class,  after  which  Supreme  Council  was  closed. 

We  returned  home  by  Air  on  Saturday,  inspired  and  grateful 
for  the  fine  hospitality  of  the  South. 
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In  the  Spring  of  this  year,  I  endeavoured  to  visit  all  of  the 
Valleys  in  our  two  Western  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatche¬ 
wan.  We  started  in  Saskatoon  on  April  20th,  1966,  where  we 
were  met  by  Ill.’.Bro.’.D.  A.  R.  McCannel,  33°,  Deputy  for 
Saskatchewan,  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.R.  C.  Hodsman,  33°,  Active  Mem¬ 
ber  in  Saskatchewan,  and  Mrs.  Hodsman.  I  was  a  guest  of  the 
Saskatoon  Valley  that  evening,  after  which  I  paid  an  official 
visit  to  the  Lodge,  where  I  was  received  in  a  most  acceptable 
manner  and  addressed  the  brethren. 

On  Thursday,  we  journeyed  to  Moose  Jaw,  where  we  had 
lunch  with  the  members  and  their  ladies  and  then  drove  with 
Ill.’.Bro.’.R.  C.  Hodsman,  33°,  to  Regina,  where  we  had  dinner, 
at  which  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Douglas  Fraser,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  attended,  after  which  we  proceeded  to  the  Regina 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  where  I  had  the  opportunity  of  meeting  the 
Officers  and  members  of  the  various  Bodies. 

On  Friday,  April  22nd,  we  left  Regina  by  Air  and  flew  to 
Toronto,  where  we  were  met  by  111.’. Bro. ’.R.  H.  Rutherford,  33°, 
who  drove  us  to  Hamilton.  This  provided  me  with  an  opportunity 
of  visiting  our  office  in  Hamilton  and  discussing  certain  details  of 
our  Meeting  to  be  held  in  Niagara  Falls. 

On  Saturday,  I  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland  with  Sir  Knight  C.  H.  Cunningham,  33°,  Pro¬ 
vincial  Grand  Master,  in  charge.  There  were  also  present  Ill.'. 
Bros.'.Berkinshaw,  Kingsmill,  Welby  and  many  other  members 
of  Supreme  Council. 

From  April  25th  to  27th,  I  fulfilled  my  purpose  in  coming 
East  to  Toronto  by  attending  the  Annual  Sessions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  representing  this  Supreme  Council  at  their  Meetings. 
This  was  a  most  delightful  experience  for  me,  and  I  believe  further 
cemented  the  fraternal  relationship  between  our  two  Masonic 
Orders. 

On  Thursday,  April  28th,  I  was  happy  to  comply  with  the 
request  of  the  Brantford  Scottish  Rite  Association  by  attending 
their  Annual  Meeting  and  addressing  the  Brethren  of  that  City. 
This  meeting  honored  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  W.  E.  McFadden,  33°,  who 
was  retiring  after  serving  very  many  years  as  the  Secretary  of  that 
Association. 

The  next  day,  Friday,  April  29th,  we  proceeded  by  Air  to 
Winnipeg,  where  we  were  met  by  the  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  Ill.'. 
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Bro. ‘.George  A.  Wilson,  33°.  On  Saturday,  April  20th,  I  attended 
a  most  enjoyable  and  enlightening  meeting  with  the  members  of 
the  Winnipeg  Bodies,  at  which  were  also  present  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.George 
A.  Wilson,  33°,  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Walter  C.  McDonald,  33°,  Active 
Member  of  Supreme  Council.  At  my  request,  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  G. 
Welby,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General,  and  Ill.'. Bro. ‘.R.  H. 
Rutherford,  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  were  present. 
We  had  a  long  discussion  before  lunch  with  the  members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  Officers  of  the  Winnipeg  Bodies  regarding 
Scottish  Rite  conditions  in  Winnipeg.  After  luncheon  we  resumed 
our  meeting  with  more  members  present.  The  discussion  had  to  do 
with  —  (a)  Membership  proposals  for  the  Winnipeg  Valley,  and 
(b)  a  proposed  new  Masonic  Temple  in  which  it  is  expected  the 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies  will  participate.  As  the  matter  of  membership 
will  be  discussed  at  this  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  I  shall  refrain 
from  making  any  comments  in  my  Allocution.  Suffice  it  to  say, 
I  feel  that  the  Winnipeg  Brethren  have  awakened  a  real  interest 
in  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  and  can  be  assured  of  any  assistance 
they  may  require. 

On  Sunday,  May  1st,  we  flew  to  Calgary,  where  we  were  met 
by  Ill.’.Bro.'.W.  A.  Henry,  33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta,  and  Mrs. 
Henry.  In  the  afternoon  we  were  the  guests  of  Ill. Bro. ‘.R.  W. 
Austin,  33°,  and  Mrs.  Austin,  at  an  enjoyable  Reception  and 
Dinner.  Many  members  of  Supreme  Council  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Calgary  Bodies  were  present. 

Monday,  May  2nd,  I  attended  a  Dinner  given  by  the 
Calgary  Bodies  and  a  Regular  Meeting  of  Calgary  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  5th  Degree  in  a  most 
acceptable  manner.  I  then  addressed  the  Lodge  and  after  closing, 
we  proceeded  to  the  dining  room  where  I  had  an  opportunity  of 
meeting  all  the  Brethren  personally.  This  was  a  very  fine  meeting, 
attended  by  the  Presiding  Officers  and  members  of  all  the  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies  in  Calgary. 

Central  Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection,  of  Red  Deer,  were  our 
hosts  on  Tuesday,  May  3rd,  in  Lacombe.  We  stayed  at  the 
Juniper  Lodge  Motel,  where  the  ladies  had  a  Dinner  at  which 
Mrs.  Derby  was  the  guest  of  honor.  The  members  held  their 
Dinner  at  the  hotel  in  Lacombe,  after  which  we  attended  Lodge. 

The  next  day  we  proceeded  to  Lethbridge,  where  we  were 
the  guests  of  Lethbridge  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  witnessed  an 
impressive  conferral  of  the  7th  Degree,  followed  by  dinner. 

Medicine  Hat  Lodge  of  Perfection  were  our  hosts  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  May  5th,  at  a  dinner,  after  which  we  met  in  the  Lodge  Room, 
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and  I  addressed  the  Brethren.  I  was  delighted  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  meeting  many  of  them  personally  following  the  dinner. 

On  Friday,  May  6th,  I  visited  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  following  the  Dinner  at  which  I  spoke,  I  attended  their 
Regular  monthly  Meeting  and  had  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  meet¬ 
ing  many  of  their  members. 

The  following  day  I  had  lunch  with  the  Officers  of  the  Bodies, 
Active  and  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  then 
flew  back  to  Vancouver. 

One  year  ago  I  completed  visits  to  most  Valleys  in  Ontario 
during  a  crowded  two  week  schedule.  This  year,  as  already  re¬ 
ported  all  the  Valleys  in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  were  covered. 
In  this  connection,  1  wish  to  conclude  my  report  of  visitations  with 
the  observation  that  while  they  tend  to  be  physically  exhausting, 
the  results  of  these  visits  are,  at  least  to  me,  most  rewarding.  I 
also  wish  to  record  here  the  great  contribution  and  devotion  to 
our  beloved  Scottish  Rite  of  the  Active  and  Honorary  Members 
of  Supreme  Council  in  these  two  great  Western  Provinces.  Par¬ 
ticularly  would  I  say  thank  you  to  the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  Ill.*. 
Bro.’.Dr.  William  A.  Henry,  33°,  and  Mrs.  Henry,  and  to  the 
Deputy  for  Saskatchewan,  lll.’.Bro.’.D.  A.  Roy  McCannel,  33°, 
and  111. ‘.Bro.’. Reginald  C.  Hodsman,  33°,  and  Mrs.  Hodsman. 
They  made  our  visits  most  enjoyable  and  profitable. 

In  the  foregoing  I  have  made  brief  references  only  to  the 
hospitality  and  social  activities  of  the  members  and  ladies  in  the 
various  Valleys.  Were  I  to  attempt  to  express  the  gratitude  of 
myself  and  Mrs.  Derby  for  the  many  kindnesses  extended  to  us, 
I  should  fail  miserably,  but  I  do  want  to  say  a  very  simple  and 
sincere  “Thank  you”  to  all  those  who  were  so  attentive  and 
generous  in  foreseeing  and  providing  for  our  every  care. 

To  the  Officers  and  members  of  the  various  Valleys,  I  also 
extend  my  personal  appreciation  for  the  very  generous  reception 
you  extended  to  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  on  my  official 
visits. 

I  hope  to  visit  the  Valleys  in  New  Brunswick  during  the  Fall 
of  this  year,  which  will  complete  for  me  a  visit  to  almost  all  of 
the  Valleys  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

Honorary  Inspectors-General: 

During  all  my  visitations  throughout  our  vast  Jurisdiction,  I 
have  been  impressed  most  favourably  by  the  calibre  of  leadership

and  devotion  to  the  Rite  as  shown  by  our  Honorary  Members  of 
Supreme  Council.  It  is  at  the  local  Valley  level  that  these  members 
make  their  greatest  contribution  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  and  I 
urge  them  to  continue  and  to  expand  their  efforts. 

As  authorized  at  the  last  Meeting  of  our  Supreme  Council,  1 
appointed  a  Committee  to  bring  in  a  report  at  this  Session  on  the 
feasibility  of  nominating  younger  men  as  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General.  We  look  forward  with  interest  to  their  report. 

Dispensations  and  Warrants: 

As  a  result  of  action  taken  at  our  last  Session  of  Supreme 
Council,  I  issued  my  “Letters  of  Constitution”  to  those  Brethren 
who  had  petitioned  for  a  Dispensation  to  open  a  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  Constituting  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  A.&  A.S.R.,  to  be 
known  and  carried  on  by  the  name  of  “Cape  Breton  Lodge  of 
Perfection”  at  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia. 

The  official  Ceremonies  of  Constitution  were  carried  out,  at 
my  request,  under  the  direction  of  the  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland,  Ill.’.Bro.*.T.  M. 
Sieniewicz,  33°,  on  Saturday,  April  23rd,  1966,  in  Sydney,  Nova 
Scotia.  I  was  officially  represented  as  well  by  Ill. *.Bro.\ Donald 
M.  Fleming,  33°,  Grand  Treasurer-General,  H.'.E.*. 

I  am  assured  that  the  new  Valley  is  off  to  an  excellent  start, 
and  that  its  future  should  be  most  successful. 

Secretaries  Notices: 

I  have  continued  to  receive  Notices  of  Meetings  from  our 
Secretaries  and  Registrars,  and  I  express  my  appreciation  to  them 
for  their  effort  expended  in  their  preparation.  I  would  like  to  point 
out  that  the  cost  of  producing  these  Notices  is  a  major  item  of 
expense  in  most  Lodges  and  Chapters.  They  can  and  should  be  a 
most  effective  tool  in  creating  enthusiasm  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  particular  Body.  In  too  many  cases  Notices  are  nothing 
more  than  a  legal  statement  of  the  date  of  a  Meeting.  I  would 
urge  that  ways  and  means  be  studied  to  increase  the  effectiveness, 
where  necessary,  of  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Consistory  Notices.

I  appointed  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Walter  H.  Gibson,  33°,  to  the  Office 
of  Grand  Standard  Bearer  to  serve  until  the  present  Session. 

Honors: 

I  was  honored  in  receiving  the  Medal  of  an  Emeritus  Member 
of  Honor  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction, 
U.S.A. 

I  was  also  privileged  to  receive  the  Medal  of  Emeritus 
Member  of  Honor  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  This  was  particularly  pleasing  owing 
to  the  thoughtfulness  of  Illustrious  George  E.  Bushnell  in  present¬ 
ing  me  with  the  medal  worn  by  our  late  beloved  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Pitts. 

An  unexpected  and  pleasing  experience  was  to  receive  a 
letter  and  Resolution  naming  me  an  Emeritus  Member  of  the 
Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Republic  of  The  Philippines.

Bro.\ Demetre  Ioannidis,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Greece,  to  be  our  Grand  Representative 
near  their  Supreme  Council.  This  appointment  was  necessary  due 
to  the  death  of  IU.’.Bro.’.D.  Diacos,  33°. 

Special  Committee: 

I  again  re-appointed  the  Committee  on  Advancement  of  the 
Rite  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Howard  B.  Moore, 
33°.  The  recommendations  of  this  Committee  will,  we  hope,  pro¬ 
vide  the  guide  lines  for  our  advancement  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada: 

The  “Foundation”  has  now  completed  the  first  full  year  of 
operation  and  we  shall  hear  from  the  President,  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Walter 
H.  Gibson,  33°,  later  in  our  Session. 

I  do,  however,  on  behalf  of  all  our  Scottish  Rite  Members 
express  our  deep  appreciation  to  the  Directors  who  have  so 
successfully  guided  it  from  its  inception  to  present  official  status. 
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I  would  especially  appeal  to  all  the  Lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction 
to  support  the  “Foundation”  in  every  way  possible  and  by  en¬ 
couraging  contributions  by  the  membership. 

Proceedings: 

The  official  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council  have  been 
recorded  each  year  in  printed  form.  While  it  is  not  possible  to 
distribute  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Rite,  it  is  possible  for 
members  of  our  Council,  as  well  as  the  Officers  of  the  various 
Bodies,  to  make  appropriate  references  to  items  of  interest  from 
the  Proceedings  during  Meetings.  I  would  request  each  of  you  to 
make  use  of  this  suggestion  as  opportunity  permits. 

Conclusion: 

I  urge  the  various  Valleys  to  be  active  in  carrying  the  Scottish 
Rite  message  to  our  Masonic  Brethren.  While  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  shows  a  continued  increase  in  member¬ 
ship  this  year,  we  should  guard  against  any  complacency  as  to 
membership.  Those  who  have  not  yet  joined  our  ranks  are  entitled 
to  know  what  we  stand  for  and  their  opportunity  to  receive  further 
education  in  Freemasonry. 

To  all  Officers,  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  of  this 
Supreme  Council,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  support  you 
have  rendered  to  me  as  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  I  am 
sure  you  will  understand  when  I  make  special  reference  to  the 
continued  support,  counsel  and  encouragement  I  have  received 
from  our  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.'.Bro/.W.  G.  Welby,  33°, 
who  has  been  most  attentive  to  the  duties  of  his  Office. 

I  cannot  close  this  Allocution  without  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Ill.  *.Bro.*.  Ralph  H.  Rutherford,  33°,  for  the  loyal  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  the  responsible  duties 
of  his  Office.  This  Supreme  Council  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
one  so  efficient  and  understanding  in  this  position,  and  to  him  and 
to  Miss  Lees  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks. 

Peers  and  Brethren,  let  us  now  proceed  with  our  labours,  and 
may  our  Heavenly  Father  give  us  wisdom  and  strength  to  perform 
the  duties  for  which  we  have  been  assembled,  to  maintain  the  best 
interests  of  the  Rite  and  secure  the  advancement  of  the  great 
principles  of  the  Order.

Ill. '.Bro.'. Allan  addressed  the  Brethren  and  at  his  conclusion  was 
thanked  amidst  great  applause. 


Supreme  Council  re-opened  in  GENERAL  SESSION  at  2:15 

p.m. 


Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  G.  Welby,  33°,  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL,  H.\E.\ 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

After  another  year’s  experience,  I  feel  more  competent  to  submit  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  The  Report  appended 
hereto  indicates  an  increase  in  revenue,  in  part  from  the  Registration  Fee 
paid  by  members  attending  the  last  Annual  Session.  The  Annual  Member¬ 
ship  Report  (see  Appendix  “C”)  shows  an  increase  in  our  membership, 
despite  the  decline  in  some  other  Masonic  Bodies. 

The  office  continues  to  function  well,  in  my  opinion,  mainly  through 
the  devoted  and  unselfish  attention  of  the  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General  Jll.'.Bro.'.R.  H.  Rutherford,  33°,  and  the  office  assistant,  Miss 
Marion  Lees.  The  appreciation  of  Supreme  Council  should  continue  to  be 
directed  to  them.  As  mentioned  in  my  first  report,  the  books  and  records 
of  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  and  also  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation,  continue  to  be  maintained  at  the  office  in  Hamilton. 

“The  Supreme  Councillor”,  after  compilation  by  the  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary-General,  was  again  issued  during  the  past  year.  Another  issue  is 
contemplated  following  the  next  Annual  Session. 

The  volume  of  work  in  the  office  continues  in  an  undiminished  manner 
and  many  matters  are  referred  there  for  decisions.  Some  of  these  matters 
could  be  avoided  if  the  Officers  of  Constituent  Bodies  would  familiarize 
themselves  with  our  Statutes  and  Regulations.  In  three  Bodies,  applications 
for  membership  (and  indeed  subsequent  conferring  of  degrees)  disclosed 
the  applicants  were  without  membership  in,  or  affiliation  with,  a  Canadian 
Craft  Lodge.  This,  of  course,  is  quite  contrary  to  our  Statutes. 

Among  the  many  matters  worthy  of  discussion  are  those  referred  to 
hereinafter. 

Should  the  Almoner’s  Report  be  published,  and  if  so,  what  particulars 
should  it  contain?  A  few  Bodies  do  issue  a  report  from  the  Almoner,  but 
this  practice  is  not  widespread. 

The  office  should  be  directed  by  Council  in  the  matter  of  mileage 
allowance  to  Deputies  and  other  Officers  entitled  thereto,  for  use  of  their 
cars.  There  is  at  present  some  disparity  in  the  rates  submitted  to  the  office, 
and  the  rate  fixed  for  mileage  to  Annual  Sessions  does  not  appear  to  be 
appropriate  to  other  attendances. 
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Another  matter  of  concern  is  the  increasing  cost  of  producing  and 
distributing  the  Annual  Proceedings,  which  in  1965,  and  exclusive  of 
postage,  amounted  to  over  $4,000.00,  double  the  cost  incurred  in  1960. 
I  feel  that  the  content  can  be  reduced  greatly  if  Council  will  so  direct.  Is 
it  necessary  to  publish  in  such  detail  all  the  views  expressed  in  Executive 
Sessions?  Is  it  necessary  to  publish  such  complete  obituaries,  or  is  it  suffi¬ 
cient  to  disclose  only  appropriate  dates  and  rank?  Are  photographs 
necessary? 

The  past  year  in  office  has  been  a  happy  one  and  I  am  indebted  to 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  forbearance  in  many  matters. 
It  has  been  an  honor  to  serve  with  him  and  with  the  other  Officers  of 
Supreme  Council.  By  the  nature  of  our  Offices,  we  are  in  constant  com¬ 
munication  with  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  Ill.  *.Bro.\ Donald  M. 
Fleming,  33°,  and  to  him,  as  well  as  to  all  other  members  of  Council  and 
Officers  of  Constituent  Bodies,  I  express  my  appreciation  of  their  continuing 
co-operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL  H.\E.\ 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  of  the 

Thirty-third  and  last  Degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 

Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  Report  as  Grand  Treasurer- 
General.  I  am  mindful  of  those  who  have  served  in  this  office  in  the  past 
and  in  particular  the  three  last  incumbents,  all  of  whom  over  the  years 
have  been  very  dear  friends  of  mine.  This  Supreme  Council  will  ever  be 
grateful  for  the  monumental  services  rendered  to  the  Rite  by  Ill.’. Bro.’. R. 
Coulton  Berkinshaw,  33°,  the  late  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Thomas  K.  Wade,  33°,  and 
the  late  Ill.*. Bro.*. John  R.  Rumball,  33°.  I  esteem  it  a  high  privilege  to 
stand  in  such  a  succession. 

The  period  covered  by  this  Report  is  for  the  eleven  months  ended  June 
30,  1966.  The  change  made  by  Supreme  Council  last  year  in  the  terminal 
date  of  our  fiscal  year  results  in  this  shortened  period  for  this  one  year. 
In  any  of  the  comparisons  with  previous  fiscal  periods  it  is  necessary  to 
bear  this  in  mind  and  to  make  adjustment  accordingly. 

The  statements,  which  are  incorporated  in  the  Auditors’  Report,  in¬ 
clude  the  following: — 

(a)  Statement  of  the  financial  position  of  the  Supreme  Council  at 
June  30,  1966; 

(b)  Statement  of  Operating  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  the  eleven 
months  ended  June  30,  1966; 

(c)  Detailed  Schedule  of  Disbursements; 

(d)  Statement  of  Investment  Account; 

(e)  Schedule  of  Investments  at  June  30,  1966. 

These  financial  statements  and  the  Auditors’  Report  constitute  both  a 
general  and  detailed  account  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed  during 
the  said  period  of  eleven  months,  as  required  by  Article  36,  paragraph  (1) 
(e)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  The  form  follows  that  in  which  the 
accounts  were  presented  last  year  by  Ill.*. Bro. ‘.Berkinshaw.  The  statements 
have  been  drawn  up  by  our  Auditor,  A.  W.  Parish,  F.C.A.,  of  the  firm  of 
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McDonald,  Currie  &  Co.,  as  he  certifies,  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of 
the  preceding  year.  He  has  also  certified  that  the  statements  of  financial 
position  and  receipts  and  disbursements  present  fairly  the  financial  position 
of  the  Supreme  Council  as  at  June  30,  1966.  The  statements  are  appended 
to  this  Report. 

The  net  balance  of  all  assets  of  this  Supreme  Council  at  June  30,  1966, 
was  $444,451.26.  This  figure  includes  Cash  on  Hand,  Cash  in  the  Canadian 
Imperial  Bank  of  Commerce,  Cash  in  the  Canada  Permanent  Trust 
Company,  and  Investments  at  par  value.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of 
$15,837.13  over  the  comparable  figure  at  the  end  of  the  previous  fiscal 
year. 

The  total  Receipts  amounted  to  $66,038.06  compared  with  $64,691.01 
in  the  previous  fiscal  year.  These  Receipts  include  fees,  dues  from  the 
constituent  bodies,  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Histories,  and  investment  in¬ 
come,  of  $19,794.39.  The  sum  yielded  from  one-half  of  the  1965  registra¬ 
tion  fee  was  $2,480.  There  was  no  comparable  fee  charged  in  the  previous 
fiscal  period.  Receipts  by  way  of  fees  from  the  Consistories,  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix,  and  Lodges  of  Perfection  each  showed  a  very  slight  increase. 

The  figure  of  $66,038.06  includes  Investment  Income  and  Bank  Interest 
totalling  $19,905.33,  as  compared  with  $22,865.91  in  the  previous  twelve- 
month  period. 

Disbursements  from  the  Revenue  Account  during  the  eleven-month 
period  ended  June  30,  1966,  amounted  to  $50,200.93,  compared  with 
$54,938.09  in  the  previous  twelve-month  period.  This  year’s  Disbursements 
include  no  unusual  expenses  save  the  following: — 

(a)  Outlays  on  Printing  and  Stationery  increased  from  $1,708.56  to 
$3,270.73,  by  reason  of  the  purchase  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.00  of 
approximately  three  to  four  years’  supply  of  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions; 

(b)  A  donation  of  $700.00  to  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 
of  Canada; 

(c)  A  donation  of  $863.50  as  this  Supreme  Council’s  share  (4%)  to 
to  the  Supreme  Council  of  France,  paid  through  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  U.S.A.

During  the  previous  fiscal  year  Supreme  Council  transferred  bonds 
to  a  face  value  of  $100,000.00  to  the  newly  created  The  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada,  and  also  provided  at  a  cost  of  $2,089.73, 
for  the  legal  expenses,  printing  and  stationery  incurred  by  the  Foundation. 
During  the  fiscal  period  ended  June  30,  1966,  the  Supreme  Council  has 
borne  only  two  items  of  expense  incurred  by  the  Foundation,  viz.,

Under  General  Expenses  the  Schedule  of  Disbursements  contains  the 
following  item: — 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Presentation  $500.00.  The  Supreme 
Council  should  be  made  aware  of  the  fact  that  Ill.'.Bro.'.R.  C.  Berkinshaw, 
on  his  retirement  from  office,  insisted  upon  donating  this  sum  in  full  to 
The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada. 

The  Financial  Statements  include  a  Schedule  of  Investments  as  at  June 
30,  1966.  These  consist  entirely  of  bonds.  Their  total  par  value  is 
$404,952.17.  They  are  all  in  the  category  of  trustee  investments,  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  Article  37  (a)  of  our  Statutes  and  Regulations.  The  custodian  of 
these  securities,  The  Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company,  reports  that  at 
June  30,  1966  they  had  a  market  value  of  $375,412.50,  which  is  $29,539.67 
below  their  par  value.  However,  in  making  this  comparison  between  par 
and  market  values  in  a  weakened  bond  market  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that 
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(a)  our  normal  practice  has  been  and  still  is  to  hold  a  security  through 
to  maturity; 

(b)  one  or  two  of  the  investments  in  the  portfolio  were  acquired  over 
sixteen  years  ago  when  prevailing  interest  rates  were  low; 

(c)  many  holdings  were  bought  at  a  discount  from  their  par  value.  A 
review  of  the  record  shows  that  the  total  cost  of  all  securities 
listed  was  approximately  $2,700.00  less  than  the  total  par  value. 

During  the  said  eleven-month  fiscal  period  there  were  three  transactions 
in  securities.  A  holding  of  $10,000.00  of  City  of  Woodstock  bonds  yielding 
5Vi%,  matured  on  December  15,  1965,  and  were  paid  off  at  par.  In  August, 
1965,  $20,000.00  of  a  new  Province  of  Ontario  issue,  maturing  August  15, 
1985,  and  bearing  interest  at  5x/i%,  was  acquired  at  a  slight  discount.  In 
June,  1966,  bonds  having  a  par  value  of  $9,500.00  were  acquired  at  a 
considerable  discount  to  round  out  Supreme  Council’s  previous  holdings 
of  certain  issues  as  follows: — 

Government  of  Canada,  5Vz%,  due  August  1,  1980  . $2,000.00 

Government  of  Canada,  5Vi%,  due  October  1,  1975  .  2,000.00

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Although  the  percentages  do  not  differ  materially  from  those  of  a  year 
ago  it  must  be  recognized  that  our  holdings  are  heavily  weighted  in  medium 
and  long-term  maturities.  It  has  been  policy  in  the  past  to  acquire  securi¬ 
ties  in  these  maturities  in  order  to  enjoy  the  higher  yields  available  from 
them,  and  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  Supreme  Council  of  holding  its 
bonds  to  maturity. 

On  our  present  bond  holdings  the  interest  yield  for  a  full  twelve-month 
period  is  $20,939.04,  and  assures  an  overall  rate  of  5.17%  return  on  the 
par  value  of  our  holdings. 

I  record  my  profound  gratitude  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.’. 
Bro.’.W.  G.  Welby,  33°,  for  all  the  patient  and  most  helpful  co-operation 
which  he  has  constantly  extended  to  me. 


I  should  like  to  thank  the  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General  Ill.*. 
Bro.\ Ralph  H.  Rutherford,  33°,  for  his  ever  willing  and  most  efficient 
assistance  extended  to  me  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  venture  to  affirm  that  the  finances  of  the  Supreme 
Council  are  in  sound  condition.  Taking  our  investments  at  par  value  our 
assets  amount  to  $444,451.26,  after  endowing  the  Charitable  Foundation 
with  the  sum  of  $100,000.00.  Our  receipts  over  the  eleven-month  fiscal 
period  on  which  I  have  reported  exceed  our  disbursements  by  the  sum  of 
$15,837.13,  which  sum  I  recommend  be  transferred  to  capital.  I  believe 
this  Supreme  Council  can  face  the  future  with  confidence.

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A  comparative  study  of  the  above  summary  indicates  an  increase  in 
membership  during  the  year  in  all  three  Bodies  of  the  Rite.  That  increase 
compares  favourably  with  the  increase  during  the  preceding  year,  i.e., 
1.13%  as  compared  with  1.09%  a  year  ago  in  the  Lodges  of  Perfection. 
The  Statistics  show  that  our  membership,  as  compared  with  the  membership 
in  the  Grand  Lodges  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  Canada  stands  at  only  11%.  This 
raises  several  interesting  questions.  What  should  our  membership  be  in 
relation  to  the  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions  throughout 
Canada?  Have  we  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  total  membership  gains 
we  are  currently  making? 

Your  Committee  has  good  reasons  to  believe  that  with  proper  organ¬ 
ization  within  our  ranks  the  interest  in  our  beloved  Rite  could  be  greatly 
improved  and  as  a  result  the  beneficial  results  therefrom  and  the  greater 
activity  would  in  itself  tend  towards  greater  interest  from  those  who  are  not 
now  members  and  who  would  wish  to  become  members.  We  would  urge 
upon  all  members  of  Supreme  Council  and  especially  The  Deputies  in  the 
various  Valleys  to  seek  out  ways  and  means  whereby: 

1.  There  might  be  greater  involvement  by  members  in  the  activities. 

2.  No  member  should  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  membership  in  a 
Body  either  by  suspension  or  demit  without  a  personal  interview 
to  ascertain  why. 

3.  A  member  in  good  standing  who  is  transferred  from  one  Valley  or 

Province  to  another  should  immediately  be  contacted  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  he  has  moved  and  put  on  the 
mailing  list.  This  requires  a  continuous  and  constant  liason  between 
Secretaries  who  will  advise  when  one  of  their  members  has  moved. 

4.  Strong  and  active  Committees  should  be  appointed  to  seek  out  pro¬ 
spective  members. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  note  the  passing  of  one  of  our  beloved 
members  of  Supreme  Council  in  the  person  of  Illustrious  Bro.  Charles  J. 
Boyle,  33  degree  and  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  on  July  8th,  1966.

Marshall,  33°,  as  Chairman,  presented 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  and,  on  motion, 
the  report  which  follows  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  of  the 

33rd  and  Last  Degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Your  Supreme  Council  is  in  amity  with  thirty  Supreme  Councils  of 
the  world,  including  the  National  Grand  Lodges  of  Denmark,  Iceland  and 
Sweden,  which  are  usually  associated  with  the  Supreme  Councils  because 
their  advanced  degrees  are  closely  related  to  our  Scottish  Rite  —  their  4th 
degree  corresponding  to  our  14th;  their  10th  to  our  33rd  Inspector-General 
Honorary  and  their  11th  —  33rd  and  Active  Membership  to  our  Supreme 
Council. 

This  Committee  does  not  recommend  increasing  at  this  time  the  number 
of  Supreme  Councils  with  which  we  presently  enjoy  fraternal  relations 
through  our  respective  Grand  Representatives. 

The  report  which  this  Committee  submitted  a  year  ago  referred  to 
the  changing  international  scene,  conflicts  of  ideals,  ideologies  and,  indeed, 
differences  which  go  to  the  very  root  of  Masonic  jurisprudence. 
These  conditions  have  had  their  repercussions  on  the  Craft  and  the  Rite 
and  have  caused  problems  which  have  given  leaders  in  each  jurisdiction 
much  concern.  As  an  instance  of  these  conditions,  we  cite  a  survey  made 
for  the  XXth  Conference  of  European  Grand  Commanders  in  Lausanne, 
May  31  -  June  2,  1965,  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.P.  Collet,  33°,  Honorable  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Switzerland,  entitled  “The  Grand 
Constitutions  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite”.  He  records  the 
indisputable  conclusion  that  every  Supreme  Council,  in  order  to  be  recog¬ 
nized  as  regular,  must  adhere  to  the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786,  stating 
“it  is  a  bond  which  brings  together  all  the  members  of  the  Rite.  It  is  the 
flag  toward  which  all  hands  are  stretching  and  even  better,  it  is  the  pure 
light  which  must  prevent  us  from  going  astray;  it  is  our  sign  of  rally,  the 
criterion  of  regularity”.  Leading  up  to  this  conclusion,  he  makes  the  follow¬ 
ing  comments: 

“The  moral  bases  of  the  Grand  Constitution  has  been  written  by 
Brethren  of  great  experience,  knowing  the  value  of  the  general  principles 
of  the  Scottish  Rite,  able  to  see  the  dangers  of  deviation  and  disintegration 
that  threaten  every  human  work.  Conscious  of  these  risks,  they  wanted  to 
create  a  solid  edifice  on  sure  moral  foundations,  bringing  together  under 
the  same  roof  men  whose  diverse  tendencies  would  otherwise  divide  into 
sects.”

“All  the  contents  of  this  venerable  document  is  made  up  with  the  wish 
for  unity,  strength  and  everlastingness.  For  that  purpose,  it  was  necessary 
to  concentrate  the  power  into  safe  hands  and  to  foresee  the  intact  trans¬ 
mission  from  generation  to  generation.” 

Ill.*.  Bro.\  Collet  further  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  so-called 
“Constitutions”  which  emanated  from  the  Lausanne  —  Convent  of  1875, 
repudiating  God  and  all  the  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Order,  have  no 
value  whatever,  since  they  have  never  been  ratified,  even  by  the  nine  only 
Supreme  Councils  represented  at  that  Conference. 

A  commentary  on  this  thought-provoking  study  would  not  be  complete 
without  reference  to  the  author’s  suggestion  that  in  the  light  of  current 
conditions  under  which  some  Supreme  Councils  may  adhere  to  the  spurious 
Lausanne  Resolutions  of  1875,  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
needs  a  new  Constitution,  to  be  established  through  a  concordat  of  the 
Supreme  Councils  of  the  World! 

As  a  background  for  such  a  far-reaching  proposal,  he  avers  that 
the  time-honored  criteria  for  determining  regularity  and  according  recog¬ 
nition  between  Supreme  Councils,  33°  of  the  world  are  out-dated,  out¬ 
moded  and  “like  a  cracked  bell”  need  recasting;  that  the  Scottish  Rite 
needs  a  new  chart  “establishing  new  principles,  new  standards  of  regularity 
and  recognition  in  order  to  “forestall  conflicts,  confusions  and  schisms”. 
The  problems  of  the  French  jurisdiction  are  cited  in  support  of  this 
contention. 

In  any  event,  it  brings  out  in  the  open  the  rather  alarming  fact  that 
there  presently  exists  within  the  ranks  of  the  Scottish  Rite  throughout 
the  world  a  philosophy  of  conduct  and  practice  based  on  principles  which 
are  at  variance  with  or  by-pass  the  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Masonic 
Order.  The  question  is  —  what  should  be  done  to  counteract  this  sinister 
influence  and  prevent  the  further  spread  of  this  dangerous  philosophy  to 
avoid  a  serious  and,  perhaps,  irreparable  schism  in  our  beloved  Order? 

The  fundamental  principles  underlying  the  Grand  Constitutions  of 
1786  are  the  only  foundations  upon  which  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  can  legitimately  rest.  These  principles  are  basic  and  do 
not  change  “with  the  movement  of  events”.  They  are  “the  ground  rules”  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  which  must  guide  and  govern  the  Order  throughout  the 
world  and  on  these  there  can  be  no  compromise. 

A  research  report  prepared,  published  and  distributed  under  the 
authority  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction, 
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U.S.A.,  and  written  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.  Dr.  James  D.  Carter,  33°,  clearly  and 
logically  traces  the  origin  and  development  of  symbolic  Masonry,  the 
relationship  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  principles  of  regularity  and  worthiness 
and  the  conditions  which  must  prevail  in  the  extension  of  recognition,  as 
well  as  in  the  engagement  and  maintenance  of  fraternal  relations.  If  given 
wide  distribution,  this  timely  and  thoughtful  analysis  by  a  noted  Masonic 
historian  should  serve  to  clarify  the  thinking  of  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in 
all  jurisdictions  on  these  vitally  important  questions. 

On  the  subject  of  the  dissemination  of  accurate  information,  your 
Committee  calls  attention  to  the  official  Bulletin  of  the  International 
Conference  of  Supreme  Councils,  33°,  A.  &  A.S.R.,  published  four  times 
a  year  in  English,  French  and  Spanish  by  the  Bureau  of  Information,  in 
Washington,  under  the  direction  of  Grand  Commander  Smith,  in  his 
capacity  as  President  of  the  VUIth  International  Conference  of  Supreme 
Councils.  This  Bulletin  has  been  of  real  benefit  to  all  members  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  wheresover  located.  It  is  supported  financially  by  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  the  Conference,  including  our  own,  on  a  pro  rata  basis  of 
membership.  We  express  our  appreciation  of  the  care  and  loyal  devotion 
to  duty  which  Grand  Commander  Smith  so  generously  bestows  on  the 
whole  family  of  Freemasons  in  this  and  so  many  other  ways. 

Your  Committee  has  the  following  comments  and  observations  to 
make  on  the  subject  of  our  fraternal  relationships  with  Supreme  Councils 
in  foreign  jurisdictions: 


AUSTRALIA 

We  have  not  received  any  recent  news  of  conditions  in  Australia  in 
so  far  as  they  pertain  to  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  but  in 
view  of  our  interest,  we  look  forward  to  receiving  in  due  course  some 
details  of  Sir  Donald  Makgill’s  Masonic  tour  of  Australia,  New  Zealand 
and  the  Far  East. 

In  February  last,  we  received  a  message  from  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  of  the  Supreme  Council,  33°  for  Scotland  that  a  gentleman  of 
New  South  Wales,  Australia,  who  had  been  excluded  from  the  bodies 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland  because  of  his 
activities  in  an  irregular  body  set  up  under  the  title  of  “The  Supreme 
Council  for  Australia  of  the  Thirty-third  and  last  Degree  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite”  had  been  reported  as  due  to  undertake  a 
world  tour  and  might  attempt  to  visit  bodies  in  our  jurisdiction.  As  far  as 
we  know,  this  gentleman  has  not,  as  yet,  made  his  appearance  on  the 
Canadian  scene,  but  should  he  do  so  appropriate  action  will  be  taken  to 
see  that  he  may  not  be  granted  admission  to  any  of  our  meetings.

COSTA  RICA  AND  HONDURAS 

At  our  Sessions  in  1965,  we  extended  recognition  to  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  Costa  Rica  and  Honduras,  respectively,  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  were  appointed  both  near  their  Supreme  Councils  and  ours. 

We  record,  with  sorrow,  the  death  on  July  3,  1966,  of  Ill.\Bro.\ 
Theodore  Thompson  Anderson,  33°,  the  Grand  Representative  of  our 
Supreme  Council  near  the  Supreme  Council  of  Costa  Rica.  His  untimely 
death  was  the  result  of  an  accident  some  months  ago,  in  which  he  was 
severely  injured.  We  extend  to  the  members  of  his  family  and  of  his 
Supreme  Council  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their  bereavement. 

Unfortunately,  there  has  come  to  light  what  appears  to  be  an  internal 
dispute  within  the  ranks  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Costa  Rica,  which 
has  brought  about  the  resignation  of  the  Grand  Representatives  of  both 
the  Southern  and  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdictions.  We  have  been  reliably 
informed  that  Ill. *.Bro.‘. Anderson  would  also  have  resigned  if  his  health 
had  permitted  him  to  do  so.  We  do  not  have  sufficient  information  to 
determine  whether  a  serious  division  has  developed  in  this  jurisdiction  or 
whether  the  occurrence  is  merely  a  dispute  which,  in  time,  will  rectify 
itself.  Under  the  circumstances,  your  Committee  suggests  that  until  we 
obtain  some  clarification  of  the  situation,  the  confirmation  or  appointment  of 
a  successor  to  Ill. *.Bro.\ Anderson  be  deferred  and  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  authorized  to  fill  the  vacancy  if  and  when  he  considers  it 
advisable. 

CUBA 

Our  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  Cuba  remain  suspended 
inasmuch  as  it  is  not  our  practice  to  recognize  a  Supreme  Council  in  exile 
and  we  have  no  representative  of  that  Supreme  Council  near  our  own. 
Under  current  conditions,  we  do  not  recommend  filling  this  vacancy. 

FRANCE 

A  donation  of  $20,000  apportioned  between  the  three  Supreme 
Councils  of  North  America,  on  a  membership  basis,  was  forwarded  to 
Grand  Commander  Riandey,  33°  in  December  1965,  with  our  warm 
fraternal  greetings  and  sincere  good  wishes,  to  assist  in  building  up  the 
reorganized  Supreme  Council  for  France.  Of  this  amount,  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada  donated  $800  (U.S.  Funds),  as  authorized  at  our 
Annual  Sessions  in  1965. 

The  reorganized  Supreme  Council  for  France  is  making  excellent 
progress  under  the  strong  leadership  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Charles  Riandey,  33°.  Many  new  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Paris  and  in 
other  areas  in  France  have  been  established  and  it  is  reported  that  regular 
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and  traditional  Masonry  is  witnessing  a  great  revival  in  that  country. 
Grand  Commander  Riandey  was  unable  to  accept  our  invitation  to  be  with 
us  for  these  Annual  Sessions  because  at  this  time,  he  will  be  in  Teheran, 
Iran,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  and  dedicating,  under  the  aegis  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  France,  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  a  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  in  that  city.  This  marks  the  introduction  into  that  country, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Shah,  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite. 
These  two  new  Masonic  Bodies  will  be  composed  of  regular  Master  Masons 
belonging  to  Lodges  of  the  French  National  Grand  Lodge. 

GERMANY 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  on  the  request  for  recognition  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  this  country  because  we  have  received  no  indication 
that  it  has  regularized  its  position  by  the  adoption  of  the  Grand  Constitu¬ 
tions  of  1786  as  an  integral  part  of  its  own  Constitution  instead  of  the 
“principles  of  the  Lausanne  Constitution  of  1875”,  as  affirmed  by  Grand 
Commander  Eric  Schalscha,  33°  of  that  jurisdiction. 

We  concede,  however,  that  this  presents  a  problem  which  must  be 
faced  and  for  which  a  solution  must  be  found.  (We  ask  for  the  direction 
of  Supreme  Council  in  this  matter).  We  hope  to  receive  some  other  inform¬ 
ation  by  indirect  enquiries. 

GREECE 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Denys  G.  Diacos,  33°,  the 
Grand  Representative  of  our  Supreme  Council  near  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Greece  and  extend  our  sympathy  to  his  family  and  his  bereaved  brethren. 
The  present  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  that  Supreme  Council,  Ill.’. 
Bro. ‘.Demetre  Ioannides,  33°,  has  been  appointed  and  confirmed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Diacos. 

THE  NETHERLANDS 

Ill.’.Bro.'.J.  H.  Cuddie,  33°  has  given  us  an  interesting  report  on  his 
recent  visit  to  The  Netherlands,  during  which  he  had  the  pleasure  of 
fraternizing  with  many  of  the  brethren  in  that  jurisdiction  and  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  witnessing  their  work.  Strong  ties  of  friendship  and  fraternal 
affection  bind  us  very  closely  to  our  brethren  in  The  Netherlands. 

NICARAGUA 

There  are  two  other  Supreme  Councils  in  the  Central  America  area, 
namely,  those  of  Nicaragua  and  El  Salvador,  with  which  we  are  not  in 
amity.  Although  we  have  received  a  request  for  recognition  from  the 
first  of  these  jurisdictions,  we  recommend  that  it  be  withheld  until  such 
time  as  the  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  Canada  shall  accord  recogni¬ 
tion  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nicaragua. 
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PERU 

A  general  letter  issued  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Peru,  Ul.'.Bro.’.Sebastion  Lorente  de  Patron,  33°,  in¬ 
formed  us  of  the  expulsion  in  June  last  of  certain  brethren  for  irregular¬ 
ities  and  un-Masonic  conduct.  A  further  communication  received  from 
the  Grand  Secretary-General  of  that  Supreme  Council  has  advised  us  that 
one  of  these  brethren  has  been  definitely  expelled  and  another  suspended 
for  an  indefinite  period. 

There  has  also  been  brought  to  our  attention  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated 
April  12,  1966,  from  the  Grand  Chancellor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Peru, 
A.F.  &  A.M.,  addressed  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Grand  Lodges  recognized 
by  it,  notifying  them  that  it  considers  as  irregular  “The  Most  Serene  Grand 
Lodge”,  which  is  reported  to  have  been  formed  earlier  this  year  “to  con¬ 
trol  the  Lodges  which  work  in  the  Scottish  Rite”. 

These  circumstances  appear  to  be  interrelated  and  if  they  are  signifi¬ 
cant  of  an  internal  dispute  in  the  Masonic  Order  in  that  country,  we 
trust  that  their  differences  can  be  readily  reconciled.  Fortunately,  Ill.*. 
Bro.‘. Albert  Gildred,  33°,  a  Past  S.G.C.  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Ecuador  and  an  Active  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Republic 
of  Peru  is  our  guest  at  these  Annual  Sessions  and,  undoubtedly,  will  be 
able  to  give  us  some  up-to-date  accurate  information  on  this  situation. 

TURKEY 

Although  the  Supreme  Council  of  Turkey  is  not  one  with  which  we 
are  in  amity  (and  we  do  not  recommend  any  change  in  that  respect  at  this 
time),  we  report  that  we  have  received  a  lengthy  treatise  covering  the  details 
of  a  rupture  in  the  relationship  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Turkey 
F.  &  A.M.,  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  that  country.  The  cause  of  the 
dispute  appears  to  centre  on  the  question  of  undue  influence  and  interfer¬ 
ence  in  each  other’s  affairs.  We  express  the  hope  that  these  internal  differ¬ 
ences  can  be  resolved  in  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  good  will. 

XXIst  CONFERENCE  OF  GRAND  COMMANDERS  OF  EUROPE 

The  XXIst  Conference  of  Grand  Commanders  of  Europe  is  due  to 
take  place  in  Milan,  Italy,  on  October  10,  11  and  12,  1966.  An  invitation 
has  been  extended  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  participate  as 
an  observer  at  this  Conference,  or,  in  the  event  that  he  is  unable  to  do 
so,  to  send  a  representative.  To  date,  no  information  has  been  received  as 
to  the  items  which  will  be  on  the  agenda  or  the  general  program  of  the 
Conference.  Undoubtedly,  this  will  be  an  important  event  at  which  matters 
will  be  discussed  and  decisions  reached  that  may  have  broad  implications 
and  effect  on  the  Scottish  Rite,  not  only  in  Europe,  but  throughout  the 
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world.  Nevertheless,  under  current  conditions,  we  do  not  recommend  any 
participation,  either  in  person,  or  by  proxy.  Arrangements  are  on  foot  to 
obtain  a  record  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Conference. 

ISRAEL 

A  report  of  the  remarkable  growth  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Israel  since 
its  establishment  two  years  ago  was  published  in  the  March  1966  issue  of 
“The  Bulletin”.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  now  received  a 
letter  from  the  Secretary-General,  Ill. *.Bro.\ Abraham  Fellman,  33°,  indi¬ 
cating  continued  progress  and  notifying  us  of  definite  plans  to  constitute 
and  consecrate  a  Supreme  Council  to  control  and  govern  the  activities  of 
the  Rite  in  that  country — the  ceremonies  to  take  place  on  a  date  im¬ 
mediately  following  the  Milan  Conference.  The  Illustrious  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  The  Netherlands  and  of  Germany  are  taking  an  active 
part  in  this  important  enterprise.  We  can  thus  be  assured  that  its  founda¬ 
tions  will  be  well  and  truly  laid  according  to  the  Ancient  Landmarks,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786. 

Our  Grand  Commander  has  extended  our  most  sincere  congratulations 
and  best  wishes  for  the  continued  progress  of  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in 
Israel  and  advised  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Fellman  that  he  would  give  serious  considera¬ 
tion  to  his  invitation  to  be  present  at  the  consecration  of  the  new  Supreme 
Council. 

IXth  CONFERENCE  OF  INTERNATIONAL 
SUPREME  COUNCIL,  33° 

This  Conference,  which  was  to  have  been  held  in  Paris,  France,  in 
October  1966,  has  been  deferred  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Supreme 
Councils  concerned  (19  to  8)  and  is  expected  to  take  place  in  October 
1967  at  some  location  in  Europe  to  be  selected.  The  President  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  Ill. '.Bro.'. Luther  A.  Smith,  33°,  has  requested  suggestions  on  this 
score. 

This  Committee  expresses  the  view  that  as,  if  and  when  the  IXth 
International  Conference  of  Supreme  Councils  of  the  33°  is  held,  it  must 
not  attempt  under  any  circumstance  to  legislate  in  any  area  of  Scottish 
Rite  activity;  that  it  confine  its  program  to  a  friendly  discussion  and  ex¬ 
change  of  views  on  such  subjects  as  may  be  included  on  the  agenda  in  a 
spirit  of  understanding,  of  Masonic  harmony  and  universal  brotherhood. 

We  emphasize  the  important  role  played  by  our  Grand  Representatives 
in  the  international  scene.  By  actively  promoting  a  strong  personal  friend¬ 
ship  between  themselves  and  their  counterparts,  they  do  much  to  develop 
a  spirit  of  good  will  and  mutual  understanding,  strengthening  the  bonds  of 
fellowship  within  our  beloved  Order. 
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Your  Committee  recommends  that  all  communications  and  all  the 
actions  taken  by  our  Grand  Commander  and  other  Officers  of  this  Council 
in  respect  to  our  relationships  with  other  Supreme  Councils  and  Grand 
Masonic  Bodies  throughout  the  world  be  ratified  and  approved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS  AND 
RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Sixth  Degree 

Council  will  remember  that  in  the  1965  report,  it  was  referred  back  to 
the  committee  for  further  study.  It  is  now  recommended  that  there  be  no 
change  whatever  in  the  6°  lecture. 

Tenth  Degree 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  present  authorized  10°  lecture 
(see  1965  report  of  Council)  be  amended  at  the  end  of  the  revised  lecture 
now  authorized  by  inserting  the  following  words  which  were  taken  from 
the  original  revision  and  should  now  be  replaced.  “It  is  for  God  and  for 
omnipotency  to  do  mighty  things  in  a  moment  but  by  degrees  to  grow  to 
greatness  is  the  course  He  has  left  for  man.” 

There  has  been  submitted  for  study  by  a  Brother,  a  completely  revised 
version  of  the  10°.  It  was  impossible  to  get  this  proposed  new  10°  checked 
over,  and  consequently  this  draft  report  will  contain  no  comment  or  re¬ 
commendation  about  this.  It  will  have  to  go  over  for  study  until  next  year. 

Thirteenth  Degree 

Present  revision  of  the  13°  has  been  on  trial  now  for  a  year  and  has 
so  far  been  found  satisfactory.  Your  committee  now  recommends  this 
complete  revision  be  authorized  for  trial  for  another  year. 

Fourteenth  Degree  Ring  Ceremony 

Your  committee  recommends  that  following  the  words  —  “a  friend 
of  all  others,  you  love  the  most”  —  there  be  added  thereto  the  following 
words  —  “but  not  to  be  worn  by  any  of  them”. 

In  Lodges  where  the  ring  is  provided  for  the  candidates,  it  is  suggested 
that  members  individually  place  the  rings  on  the  fingers  of  the  candidates. 

The  Ritual  at  the  top  of  page  30  is  satisfactory  whether  the  Lodge 
provides  the  ring  or  not. 

Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Degree 

The  present  revisions  are  on  trial.  They  have  been  favourably  received. 
However,  the  Committee  recommends  that  there  now  be  restored  to  the 
present  revision  of  Zerubbabel’s  speech  in  the  Sixteenth  Degree  on  page  19 
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the  second  sentence — “Thou  knowest  how  the  adversaries  caused  the  work 
of  the  House  to  cease  in  the  days  of  Cambyses,  King  of  Persia.” 

The  second  apartment  revisions,  also  in  the  Sixteenth  Degree,  now  on 
trial,  page  31,  line  21,  insert  the  words  —  “on  the  other  hand”  to  lead  into 
the  sentence  —  “great  is  the  earth,  etc.” 

In  the  16°  in  some  valleys,  it  may  be  difficult  to  arrange  the  banquet 
scene.  We  suggest  inserting  in  the  Rubric  —  “a  court  scene  be  substituted.” 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  revisions  of  the  15°  and  16° 
which  were  put  on  trial  last  year  and  with  the  amendments  herein  be  now 
adopted  for  use. 

Twenty-Fifth  Degree 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  revisions  of  the  15°  and  16° 
which  were  put  on  trial  last  year  and  with  the  amendments  herein  be  now 
adopted  for  use. 

There  has  been  no  opportunity  to  study  the  suggested  revisions  and 
consequently  this  report  will  not  deal  with  them;  they  will  have  to  go  over 
to  next  year. 

Thirtieth  Degree 

There  has  been  submitted  a  new  prologue  for  the  30°  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  will  deal  with  it  in  the  next  report. 

Thirty-Third  Degree 

The  Committee  recommends  that  only  the  representative  candidate  be 
required  to  kneel  wherever  the  present  Rubric  requires  it. 

Manual  for  Officers 

The  committee  is  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  manual  for  Officers  on 
which  Ill. '.Bro.'. Frederick  E.  Belsham  has  done  the  initial  work. 

New  Rituals,  Fifteenth  Degree 

As  there  are  no  15°  Rituals  left  for  distribution  the  Committee  requests 
authorization  to  reprint  Rituals  as  revised. 

Glossary 

The  glossary  is  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  has  been  revised 
several  times,  but  it  is  not  yet  ready  for  submission  to  Council. 
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“The  Glory  that  was  Glastonbury” 

This  play  is  under  discussion  between  the  Author,  Bro. '.Reginald  V. 
Harris  and  the  Committee  and  in  due  course  the  Committee  will  finally 
deal  with  it. 

Seminars 

In  a  previous  report  of  this  Committee  a  program  of  Seminars  was 
made  available  to  be  initiated  by  and  through  Deputies.  To  date  no  such 
Seminars  have  been  requested.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  these 
would  be  valuable.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  JURISPRUDENCE 

AND  LEGISLATION 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  reports  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  has  before  it  the  Notice  of  Motion  of  Ill.\Bro.\R. 
M.  Stanton  that  the  heading  “Intervals  between  Degrees”  in  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations  be  deleted,  and  Articles  91  and  92  of  the  said  Statutes  and 
Regulations  be  rescinded  and  deleted.  Provided  Articles  33  4(b)  is  also 
deleted,  we  find  no  constitutional  objection  to  this  Motion.  (This  motion, 
however,  was  defeated  in  Executive  Session). 

Pursuant  to  Article  107-4(b)  it  was  moved  and  seconded  and  unani¬ 
mously  approved  that  a  Motion  to  amend  Article  15  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  be  made  and  discussed  by  adding  thereto 
the  following: 

Provided,  however,  that  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  eighty  years,  and  who  has  been  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  for  no  less  than  five  years,  shall  not  be  reckoned 
in  computing  the  number  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  to  which  any 
province  or  territory  shall  be  entitled. 

Your  Committee  finds  no  constitutional  objection  to  this  amendment  and 
it  is  proper  and  within  the  competence  of  this  Supreme  Council  to  approve. 

As  appeared  on  page  44  of  the  1965  Proceedings  in  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General,  the  question  of  a  proper  method  of  procedure  to 
remove  from  the  membership  rosters  those  members  considered  as  “lost” 
was  referred  to  this  Committee  to  study  and  report. 

We  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  held  over  until  the  next  session  of 
Supreme  Council  for  further  consideration. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  not  found  it  necessary  during 
the  past  year  to  issue  any  rulings  or  make  any  decision  which  demanded 
the  consideration  of  this  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GENERAL 
STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Having  studied  the  reports  of  the  Deputies  of  this  Supreme  Council 
your  Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite  is  pleased  to  report  as 
follows: 

From  these  reports  it  is  evident  that  the  work  in  the  Valleys  is  of 
the  highest  order  and  the  presentation  of  degrees  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  a  most  impressive  manner. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  find  that  there  is  general  satisfaction 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction  and  that  the  officers  are  considered  to  be  com¬ 
petent  and  interested  in  the  welfare  and  work  of  the  Order.  The  reports 
indicate  also,  that  all  bodies  appear  to  be  in  fair  to  good  financial  condition. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  under  dispensa¬ 
tion  at  Sydney,  Nova  Scotia,  is  operating  with  satisfaction.  We  are  pleased 
to  observe  the  further  progress  being  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  new 
Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Sarnia,  Ontario,  and  also  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
at  Prince  George,  B.C.  and  Woodstock,  Ontario. 

While  our  membership  continues  to  show  an  increase,  Craft  member¬ 
ship  shows  a  decrease  in  every  Grand  Jurisdiction.  We  should  be  concerned 
with  the  membership  of  our  Craft  Lodges  and  seek  some  means  of  formu¬ 
lating  a  plan  or  study  whereby  a  greater  interest  may  be  aroused  in  satis¬ 
factory  candidates  seeking  admission  to  the  Craft,  upon  which  we  are  de¬ 
pendent  for  our  membership.  In  the  long  run,  the  Scottish  Rite  can  be  no 
stronger  or  healthier  than  Symbolic  Masonry.  This  is  something  that  many 
of  us  lose  sight  of.  We  would  recommend  that  the  officers  and  leaders  in 
our  Valleys  provide  for  a  major  emphasis  in  the  support  of  the  Craft 
Lodges  within  their  jurisdictions  when  planning  their  programs  for  the 
coming  year.  We  would  also  like  to  mention  at  this  point  that  possibly 
a  good  look  should  be  taken  at  the  meaning  of  “Improper  Solicitation”  and 
attempt  to  attract  more  good  men  into  the  Order. 

The  net  increases  in  our  membership  during  the  past  year  show:

The  losses  by  death  take  a  heavy  toll  each  year  and  we  all  should  be 
extremely  conscious  of  attracting  new  members  if  our  Order  is  to  remain 
in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 
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The  matter  of  attendance  is  becoming  a  perennial  subject  and  we  find 
that  many  methods  to  improve  are  being  used. 

This  subject  was  dealt  with  at  some  length  in  your  Committee’s  report 
for  1965  and  while  we  do  not  have  any  specific  recommendation  to  make 
that  would  provide  a  solution,  it  is  felt  that  the  formation  of  an  Active 
Attendance  Committee  could  be  the  means  of  producing  an  improvement. 
We  commend  the  action  of  our  Vancouver  Brethren  in  organizing  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  telephone  the  members  in  their  local  areas  relative  to  the  Maundy 
Thursday  celebration  which  resulted  in  a  marked  increase  in  the  attendance 
at  this  meeting.  This  is  one  method  that  could  be  used  to  advantage  by  an 
Active  Attendance  Committee  for  many  of  the  meetings  of  the  Subordinate 
Bodies.  Through  an  increase  in  the  general  attendance,  it  should  have  an 
influence  by  way  of  the  added  interest  in  increasing  our  membership. 

The  repeated  reference  to  the  relationships  existing  between  the 
different  Valleys  has  been  noted,  and  your  Committee  is  in  complete 
accord  that  the  interchange  of  visits  continue  to  be  promoted,  and  so  bring 
the  various  Bodies,  with  their  members,  to  realize  the  benefits  therefrom, 
thus  strengthening  our  Order  greatly.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note,  that  those 
bodies  near  the  international  border  see  fit  to  make  visits  and  that  these  in¬ 
ternational  exchanges  exert  a  great  force  for  good — both  fraternal  and 
educational. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  influence  that  the  Scottish  Rite  Clubs  have  for 
the  well-being  of  those  members  in  particular  who  reside  outside  the  larger 
centres  and  we  recommend  the  extension  of  these  clubs  where  practical. 

Attendance  at  Reunion  Meetings  has  shown  a  decided  uptrend  where 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  selected  interesting  speakers  at  luncheons 
and  dinners.  Regina  reports  much  success  where  social  functions  for  the 
ladies  have  been  provided  during  reunions  and  to  which  the  widows  of 
deceased  members  have  been  invited  as  guests. 

We  find  that  in  many  areas  our  members  are  interested  in  DeMolay 
activity  and  giving  assistance  to  the  youth  of  today  who  will  be  the  men  of 
tomorrow.  This  is  a  national  responsibility  and  should  warrant  our  support 
where  it  can  be  given. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  histories  of  most  Valleys  are  well 
under  way  and  that  all  should  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  experiment  by  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  after 
a  visit  by  a  group  of  their  officers  to  three  Valleys  in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
U.S.A.,  seeking  information  in  an  endeavor  to  streamline  their  operations. 
The  details  of  this  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Deputy  for  Manitoba. 
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We  wish  them  well  in  this  forward  step  and  shall  watch  with  much  interest 
the  results  of  their  endeavor. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  each  Valley  be  given  a  verbal  report 
by  the  Almoner  yearly  of  the  total  amount  dispensed  by  him  during  the 
year.  This  information,  we  believe,  would  be  of  much  interest  to  the 
members. 

We  also  recommend  that  proper  identification  of  the  Almoner’s  Fund 
be  maintained  with  appropriate  provision  for  its  continuance.  This,  of 
course,  is  the  prerogative  of  the  respective  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Consistory. 

Your  Committee  has  commented  on  Membership  growth  and  while 
this  is  of  some  concern  there  is  a  further  major  responsibility  of  the 
Officers  and  members  in  our  Valleys.  Greater  effort  should  be  devoted  to 
the  advancement  of  the  principles  inculcated  in  our  Masonic  Philosophy  and 
in  the  teachings  of  our  Masonic  Degrees. 

We  suggest  the  need  of  giving  more  attention  to  the  quality  of 
leadership  in  all  the  subordinate  Bodies  of  the  Rite  .Too  often  appoint- 
ments  at  the  foot  of  our  lines  are  based  on  personal  friendships  or  social 
connections,  with  little  or  no  thought  given  to  the  ability  of  the  individual 
to  provide  leadership  when  he  reaches  the  presiding  officer’s  chair.  Poor 
performance  on  the  part  of  a  presiding  officer  is  certain  to  be  harmful,  if 
not  tragic.  Members  lose  interest.  Officers  coming  up  through  the  line  have 
nothing  to  stimulate  or  inspire  them;  they  become  careless  and  indifferent 
in  their  work,  and  a  general  deterioration  sets  in. 

We  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  vital  role  leadership  plays  in  the 
success  of  every  organization.  Masonry  is  no  exception  to  that  need  for 
an  inspiring  leadership  to  assure  success. 

Your  Committee  continues  to  support  the  publication  of  the  Councillor 
as  being  worth  while,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  one  issue  per  year  is  not 
sufficient.  Two,  or  even  three  issues  per  year  might  be  published  detailing 
events  of  interest  gathered  throughout  the  whole  Jurisdiction. 

We  would  urge  the  secretaries  and  registrars  to  make  greater  use  of 
the  form  advising  the  movement  of  a  brother  to  another  Valley  and  that 
he  then  should  be  visited  and  welcomed. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  satisfaction  that  all  Brethren  who  have 
completed  50  years  of  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  have  been  presented 
by  Supreme  Council  with  the  “50  Year  Jewell”.  We  congratulate  and 
offer  best  wishes  to  each  of  them. 
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NECROLOGY 

We  record  with  great  sorrow  the  sudden  passing  of  our  esteemed 
Active  Member  and  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  Ill. \Bro.\ Charles  Joseph 
Boyle,  33°,  of  Fort  William,  Ontario,  as  the  result  of  a  most  unfortunate 
accident.  His  presence  in  our  Supreme  Council  will  be  greatly  missed  as 
well  as  in  the  Valley  of  Fort  William,  where  he  was  a  tower  of  strength. 

We  also  lament  the  passing  of  one  of  the  great  leaders  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry,  in  the  person  of  Ill. '.Bro. '.George  Edward  Bushnell,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the 
U.S.A.  Ill. '.Bro. '.Bushnell  was  a  staunch  friend  and  Honorary  Member  of 
our  Supreme  Council  and  his  presence  at  our  meetings  will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  Deputies  in  their  reports  have  paid  fitting  tribute  to  the  passing 
of  so  many  worthy  members  throughout  the  various  Valleys  after  a  life  of 
zeal  and  devotion  to  the  Rite.  We  mourn  their  loss  and  extend  our  sympathy 
to  their  sorrowing  families  and  relatives. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  many  contributions  made  to  the  Charitable 
Foundation  by  various  Valleys  and  it  is  hoped  that  contributions  to  this 
worthy  fund  may  be  received  from  other  sources  as  its  objectives  become 
better  known. 

The  continued  excellent  Fraternal  Relations  of  this  Supreme  Council 
with  the  other  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we  are  in  amity  is  a  source 
of  great  satisfaction  and  joy. 

During  the  year  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Derby,  has  made  visits  to  a  number  of  the  Valleys  in  our  Jurisdiction. 
Expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  very  excellent  leadership  of  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  by  the  Deputies  and  members  in  those  Valleys  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  visit  are  contained  in  the  various  Deputies’ 
reports.

The  work  of  our  Grand  Secretary-General’s  Office  continues  to  be  a 
matter  of  sincere  and  appreciative  comment  by  all  Deputies.  We  join  in 
expression  of  thanks  to  our  Grand  Secretary-General  Ill.'.Bro.’.Welby,  33°, 
our  Assistant  Secretary-General,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Rutherford,  33°,  and  their  staff 
for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  their  office  are  carried  on, 
requiring  intimate  knowledge  of  the  Rite  from  coast  to  coast.

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THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

PRESIDENT  S  REPORT 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  the  report  of  the  Foundation’s  operations 
for  its  first  full  year,  ending  April  30,  1966.  A  year  ago,  the  audited  state¬ 
ment  showed  an  amount  of  $183.50,  as  having  been  received  by  the 
Foundation  up  to  April  30,  1965. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  has  received  from  Supreme 
Council  $100,000.00  in  Bonds  for  our  Capital  Account,  donations  from 
individuals  totalling  $3,169.77,  and  from  various  Scottish  Rite  Bodies — a 
total  of  $23,250.15,  which  brought  the  Capital  Fund  up  to  $126,419.92  at 
the  close  of  our  financial  year.  In  our  Income  Account,  donations  and 
investment  income  amounted  to  $5,392.20  for  the  year,  out  of  which  we 
contributed  to  the  Canadian  Association  for  Retarded  Children  $5,000.00 
for  their  Research  Program.  We  finished  our  year  with  a  balance  of  $461.49 
in  our  Income  Account,  giving  us  a  total  balance  in  our  two  accounts — 
Capital  and  Income — of  $126,881.41.  You  will  be  interested  to  know  that 
on  August  31st,  1966,  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Capital  Account  was 
$132,847.25,  and  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Income  Account  was 
$2,903.99. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  growth  in  the  Capital  Account;  it  is  pro¬ 
ducing  a  gradually  increasing  revenue.  This  progress  has  been  accomplished 
through  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  our  Officers  and  Directors,  and  I 
express  my  personal  thanks  for  the  splendid  assistance  and  support  I  have 
received. 

The  Board  is  deeply  grateful  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for 
all  that  he  has  done,  and  to  the  Deputies  and  those  members  appointed  by 
them,  who  have  assisted  us  in  the  publicizing  and  advancement  of  the 
work  of  the  Foundation. 

Before  preparing  this  report,  information  was  obtained  from  the 
Deputies  and  their  associates  regarding  the  progress  being  made  in  each 
area  across  Canada.  From  the  one  hundred  per  cent  response  received,  it 
is  evident  the  Foundation  is  receiving  fine  support  from  the  Secretaries  of 
the  various  Bodies.  This  is  sincerely  appreciated.  Their  support  is  most 
important,  as  they  are  the  only  direct  point  of  contact  with  the  general 
membership  of  the  Rite.  In  each  Province,  there  is,  or  soon  will  be,  a 
representative  of  the  Foundation  named  by  the  Deputy;  in  most  areas  these 
Associates  have  already  been  appointed  and  are  active  in  the  work  of  the 
Foundation. 

The  circular  letter  which  was  sent  to  all  of  the  Secretaries  earlier  this 
year,  has  been  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Rite,  and  the  response 
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has  been  gratifying.  A  number  of  excellent  suggestions  have  been  received 
from  both  Deputies  and  their  associates,  and  the  Board  is  grateful  for 
them.  These  suggestions  are  being  carefully  considered. 

Ill.’.Bro.’.W.  H.  Reid,  32°,  a  specialist  in  Public  Relations,  is  assisting 
your  Board  in  its  plans  to  make  the  work  of  the  Foundation  more  widely 
known,  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  Capital  Fund. 

Again  this  year,  your  Directors  have  authorized  a  contribution  of 
$5,000.00  to  the  Canadian  Association  for  Retarded  Children,  for  their 
Research  Program,  and  I  have  been  asked  by  them  to  extend  their  thanks 
and  express  their  gratitude  for  this  further  support  of  their  work. 

This  year’s  contribution,  together  with  a  balance  which  was  not  used 
in  financing  the  very  successful  Seminar  last  year,  enabled  the  Association 
to  offer  three  Scholarships  of  $2,500.00  each  which  were  awarded  to 
graduate  students  doing  advanced  research  in  the  field  of  mental  retarda¬ 
tion.  These  three  students  were  chosen  by  an  impartial  national  committee 
of  adjudicators  set  up  by  the  National  Council  of  the  Canadian  Association 
for  Retarded  Children. 

The  students  receiving  these  grants  are: 

1.  Miss  Lorraine  Boyer  —  of  Montreal,  who  will  be  working  toward 
her  Doctorate  in  Research  Psychology  in  an  Education  and  Research 
Centre  for  the  Mentally  Retarded.  She  is  attending  the  University 
of  Montreal. 

2.  James  C.  MacDougall  —  formerly  from  Ottawa,  will  work  toward 
his  Doctorate  in  Research  in  Mental  Retardation  at  McGill  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  has  been  working  under  Dr.  M.  Sam  Rabinovitch, 
Associate  Professor,  Department  of  Psychology,  McGill  University, 
and  Director  of  the  Learning  Clinic. 

3.  Raymond  C.  Caverzan  —  of  New  Waterford,  Nova  Scotia,  has 
just  completed  his  Master’s  at  Teachers’  College,  and  will  work 
toward  his  Doctorate  in  applied  Psychology  in  the  Ontario  Institute 
for  Studies  and  Education.  At  Columbia  he  was  Research  Assistant 
at  the  Mental  Retardation  Centre  and  he  plans  to  make  this  field 
his  career. 

While  the  Adjudicators  selected  the  candidates  purely  on  a  merit  basis, 
it  is  a  happy  coincidence  that  the  winning  candidates  are  representative  of 
a  number  of  Universities,  French  and  English.  At  the  same  time,  all  areas 
in  Canada  have  benefited  from  the  initial  Scottish  Rite  project  —  the 
Research  Seminar  last  year. 
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Our  Letters  Patent  afford  wide  scope  for  Charitable  activities  and 
your  Directors  will  choose  each  year  the  charity  or  charities  best  suited  to 
the  funds  we  can  spend. 

Thus  far  it  has  been  expedient  to  operate  with  the  minimum  number 
of  Directors.  Your  Board  has  now  decided  in  accordance  with  the  present 
By-laws  that  the  number  should  be  enlarged  to  the  maximum  number  of 
eleven  in  the  interest  of  wider  geographical  representation. 

The  progress  made  during  the  past  year  has  involved  a  very  greatly 
increased  work  load  on  our  Secretary,  our  Assistant  Secretary,  and  Miss 
Lees.  I  extend  to  them,  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation,  our  sincere  thanks  for 
the  great  contribution  which  they  have  made  to  the  success  of  our  year’s 
operations.  Progress  made  during  the  past  year  is  most  gratifying.  However, 
I  am  confident  that  with  a  broader  representation  on  the  Board,  a  more 
orderly  program  of  public  relations,  and  the  enthusiastic  support  of  every 
member  of  Supreme  Council,  the  Foundation  may  look  forward  to  even 
greater  progress  this  year.

My  dear  Brethren: 

Since  I  was  appointed,  greatly  to  my  surprise  and  somewhat  to  my 
chagrin,  to  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Advancement 
of  the  Rite,  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  “touched  pen  to  paper”  on  the 
subject. 

However,  I  have  given  much,  and  very  serious  thought  to  it,  and  any 
ideas  that  occur  to  me  resolve  themselves  into  questions,  with  which  I  shall 
deal  later. 

In  approaching  the  subject  there  is  one  aspect  of  Council’s  work  I 
believe  we  should  face  with  some  understanding  and  some  courage.  The 
“age  bracket”  in  which  most  of  us  find  ourselves,  and  in  which  we  shall 
continue  to  find  ourselves  if  past  and  present  appointment  practices  are  to 
be  followed  in  the  future,  is  not  particularly  conducive  to  promotional 
activities.  Most  men  of  our  ages  are,  in  my  opinion,  prone  to  adopt  (or  to 
maintain)  an  attitude  of  “laissez  faire.” 

We  all  lead  busy  lives  whether  still  engaged  in  business,  or  profession, 
or  retired.  Few  retired  men  are  permitted  to  drop  into  inactivity,  and  we 
are  apt  to  experience  some  difficulty  in  embarking  upon  new  schemes  that 
will  add  to  our  present  responsibilities. 

I  am  one  of  these.  You  are  all  in  the  busy  category. 

And  you  are  the  men  I  must  ask  to  help  me  find  a  constructive  starting 
point  for  a  program  that  will  actually  and  practicably  contribute  to  the 
“Advancement  of  the  Rite.” 

Rather  than  “toss  the  ball  to  you”  I  shall  try  to  suggest  some  areas  of 
thought;  then  ask  you  to  comment  on  them,  and  to  propose  any  others 
that  may  appeal  to  you. 

Just  what  do  we  mean  by  “Advancement  of  the  Rite?” 

(a)  More  members? 

(b)  More  active  cultivation  of  present  membership? 
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(c)  Higher  quality  of  degree  work? 

(d)  Greater  emphasis  on  “other  than  degree”  work? 

(e)  Or  what? 

The  shrinkage  in  membership  of  Craft  Masonry  is  a  matter  of  serious 
concern.  Why  is  it  shrinking?  In  seeking  an  answer  to  this  question  we 
might  find  augury  as  to  the  future  of  the  Rite. 

Why  do  we  not  attract  more  than,  say  1 1  %  of  Craft  Masons?  Should 
we?  Do  we  want  more*  than  that? 

Is  Craft  Masonry  “enough”  for  most  men  who  join  the  Craft? 

If  not,  do  other  branches  of  Masonry  have  greater  appeal  because  of: 

(a)  lower  cost, 

(b)  more  aggressive  promotion, 

(c)  a  shorter  route  to  the  Shrine, 

(d)  or  what? 

If  11%  (or  15%)  is  not  an  appropriate  goal,  what  is? 

In  considering  the  “percentage”  aspect,  cost  must  be  a  factor.  The 
initiation  fee,  including  Commutation  of  dues,  is  $165  for  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  in  Toronto.  Certainly  if  “numbers”  were  to  be  an  important 
consideration  we  could  not  expect  to  get  them  at  that  figure.  However,  no 
suggestion  of  change  from  that  basis  is  ever  heard  in  the  Torono  bodies. 

Our  program.  Does  it  lean  almost  entirely  to  degree  work,  to  the  ex¬ 
clusion  of  fraternizing  and  means  of  broadening  acquaintance? 

Instead  of  scheduling  degrees  at  every  meeting  would  it  be  wise  to 
devote  say  two  meetings  a  year  to  a  form  of  meeting  that  would  give 
members  opportunity  to  get  acquainted,  or  perhaps  to  deal  with  the  struc¬ 
ture  and  philosophy  of  the  Rite?  Do  members  want  that  sort  of  thing,  or 
do  they  just  want  to  finish  the  series  of  degrees  and  “get  on  to  the  Shrine?” 

On  the  question  of  fellowship;  there  is  no  doubt  a  great  difference 
between  smaller  (particularly  new)  bodies  and  those  with  large  membership. 

One  large  Lodge  has  been  trying  to  find  answer  to  the  question,  “Should 
we  divide  our  Lodge  into  two?”  The  thought  behind  this  suggestion  is  to 
provide  opportunity: 

(a)  for  those  whose  Craft  Lodges  meet  on  presently  regular  Lodge 
of  Perfection  nights.  A  division  would  meet  on  different  nights. 

(b)  for  double  the  number  of  Officers. 

(c)  for  double  the  number  able  to  participate  in  degrees. 
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Surveys.  The  Winnipeg  bodies,  in  an  effort  to  answer  many  “whys” 
undertook  an  intensive  survey  of  their  membership — do  they  attend? — if 
not,  why? — does  the  current  program  not  satisfy  them? — if  not,  what  would 
they  like?  etc. 

At  least  one  Craft  Lodge  in  Toronto  has  done  much  the  same  thing. 

Is  this  something  we  should  endeavour  to  have  done  more  widely?  Do 
we  want  to  “go  out  and  get”  more  members,  or  do  we  want  to  let  them 
come  to  us?  In  one  province  membership  is  on  an  invitation  basis,  and  a 
waiting  list  is  maintained. 

The  Toronto  bodies  have  an  aggressive  (but  not  over-aggressive) 
Membership  Committee,  with  at  least  one — or  two — members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  each  Craft  Lodge  in  their  jurisdiction.  The  booklet  “33  Questions” 
is  given  reasonably  wide  distribution  and  no  apology  is  made  for  seeking 
members,  but  the  Scottish  Rite  does  not  invade  the  precincts  of  Craft 
Lodges,  as  I  am  informed  other  bodies  do. 

Seminars.  This  subject  is  covered  in  reports  I  shall  ask  you  to  read. 
It  is  my  conviction  that  we  have  become  so  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  “husbanding  our  resources”  that  we  are  reluctant  to  spend  a  dollar  here 
or  there  to  bring  about  improvement  (or  perhaps  we  believe  we  do  not 
need  improvement).  As  a  result  we  do  not  spend  money  on  anything  except 
time-worn  practices  whereas  the  competition  for  men’s  minds  and  time 
should  keep  us  on  the  qui  vive  for  the  needs  and  the  opportunities  of  the 
hour. 

Should  we  (or  Grand  Lodge)  investigate  the  merits  of  the  DeMolay 
organization? 

In  this  entire  question,  where  should  we  start?  Should  we  ask  each 
Valley  to  take  careful  “inventory”  of  itself?  With  the  results  of  such  effort 
I  suggest  we  might  be  in  a  position  to  take  another  step. 

I  need  your  thought  and  your  counsel,  frank,  interested,  courageous. 

Before  you  reply  will  you  please  read  111. '.Bro.'. Marshall’s  Report  to 
the  1964  Session  and  the  Report  made  by  this  Committee  in  1965.

ILL.  BRO.  . CHARLES  JOSEPH  BOYLE,  33 
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ILL.LBRO.*. CHARLES  JOSEPH  BOYLE,  33° 

On  July  8th  our  Illustrious  and  greatly  esteemed  Brother  succumbed 
to  a  sudden  and  most  unfortunate  accident.  His  most  recent  and  favorite 
hobby  was  photography,  for  which  he  showed  an  unmistakeable  flair  and 
a  real  skill.  He  was  photographing  lightning  flashes  near  his  Silver  Islet 
cottage,  a  few  miles  from  Fort  William,  on  the  late  evening  of  Wednesday, 
July  6th,  when  he  was  knocked  down  in  the  dark  by  a  young  man  on  a 
bicycle.  The  resultant  headlong  fall  onto  boulders  below  the  roadway 
caused  a  severe  concussion,  which  expert  surgery  was  unable  to  repair. 

Born  in  Orillia,  Ontario,  May  19th,  1893,  son  of  the  late  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Boyle,  he  received  his  education  in  that  city’s  schools,  follow¬ 
ing  which  he  joined  an  Insurance  firm  in  Toronto. 

Blessed  with  a  better  than  average  musical  ability,  he  teamed  up  with 
several  others  to  form  an  orchestra  in  Toronto,  playing  the  violin. 

Leaving  there  in  1919  he  joined  Chappies  Ltd.  in  Fort  William,  Ontario, 
from  which  firm  he  retired  in  April,  1963,  as  second-in-command  of  the 
stores. 

Our  Brother  was  a  man  of  many  facets  and  an  outstanding  personality. 
Whatever  he  did  was  done  eagerly,  whole-heartedly  and  efficiently.  As  a 
business  man,  his  ability  took  him  to  the  top,  but  he  found  time  for  many 
hobbies,  and  in  Community  Service.  As  churchman,  photographer,  stamp 
collector,  bird  watcher,  dog  raiser,  musician,  sports  enthusiast  and  member 
of  fraternal,  service  and  social  clubs,  he  never  did  anything  by  halves  and 
invariably  worked  zealously  in  anything  he  undertook. 

His  sports  enthusiasm  in  his  youth  gave  him  recognition  as  an  out¬ 
standing  sprinter  in  track  and  field.  He  specialized  in  the  100  yard  dash. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  a  Canadian  Championship  Lacrosse  Team.  His 
interest  in  music  continued  during  his  lifetime.  During  his  earlier  years  he 
was  busy  in  theatre  and  radio  activities  with  his  violin. 

Typical  of  Bro. ‘.Boyle’s  whole  life  was  his  most  recent  interest  — 
photography.  Interest  in  bird  watching  more  or  less  led  him  into  it.  He 
claimed  to  be  strictly  an  amateur  but  with  his  usual  care  for  detail  he 
developed  a  knowledge  and  aptitude  for  this  hobby,  which  made  him  an 
expert  in  Wild  Life  picture  taking.  As  a  traveller,  his  camera  was  his  in¬ 
separable  companion  and  on  his  return  from  his  journeys  he  delighted  in 
displaying  his  “color  shots”  for  various  church  and  social  groups.  As  a 
member  of  St.  Paul’s  Anglican  Church,  Bro. ‘.Boyle  was  active  in  the 
Church’s  affairs. 
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He  joined  Shamrock  Lodge  No.  533  January  27th,  1917,  while  living 
in  Toronto.  In  the  following  year  he  was  one  of  the  Charter  Members  of 
Tuscan  Lodge  No.  541,  Toronto.  On  moving  to  Fort  William,  his  interest 
in  the  Fraternity  continued  and  he  became  a  Charter  Member  and  first 
Junior  Deacon  of  Kaministiquia  Lodge  No.  584  in  1921  and  was  its 
Worshipful  Master  in  1932. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite,  he  joined  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  in 
1919;  Nanna-Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  18°,  Fort  William,  in  1922  and 
received  the  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  in 
1947.  He  served  as  T.’.P.’.G.'.M.’.  of  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Fort 
William,  in  1947  and  was  First  Lieut. ’.Commander  of  North  Star  Con¬ 
sistory  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General 
33°  in  September  of  1953,  he  was  Crowned  an  Active  Member  of  our 
Supreme  Council  ten  years  later,  and  in  1965  was  Elected  Grand  Standard 
Bearer.  Brother  Boyle  was  also  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland 
and  Khartoum  Temple  of  the  Shrine. 

He  was  a  Past  President  and  for  over  40  years  a  member  of  the 
Port  Arthur-Fort  William  Kiwanis  Club.  For  his  services  to  hockey  in 
Canada  as  a  member  and  Past  President  of  Thunder  Bay  Amateur  Hockey 
Association,  he  was  named  a  life  member  of  that  organization.  He  was  also 
the  formation  President  of  Lakehead  Kennel  Club,  and  a  keen  stamp  col¬ 
lector  and  member  of  Lakehead  Stamp  Club.

He  re-married  on  June  10th,  1961,  to  Gertude 
Rose  Brabrooke,  of  Port  Arthur,  by  whom  he  is  survived,  as  well  as  a 
step-son,  Gerald  Brabrooke,  a  step-daughter,  Kathleen  (Mrs.  Theodore 
McDonald),  Port  Arthur;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Chappie,  Fort  William, 
and  Mrs.  Charles  LeFevre,  Burnaby,  B.C. 

On  Sunday  evening,  July  10th,  a  very  well  attended  Masonic  Service 
was  held  at  the  Blake  Funeral  Home  and  on  Monday  morning,  the  funeral 
services  were  conducted  in  St.  Paul’s  Anglican  Church.  The  high  esteem  in 
which  our  Brother  was  held  was  evidenced  by  the  great  number  of  people 
who  attended  this  Service. 

The  Supreme  Council  was  represented  by  all  the  Honorary  Members 
at  the  Head-of-the-Lakes,  as  well  as  Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  H.  Cunningham,  33°, 
P.'. Lieut. ’.Grand  Commander,  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.R.  H.  Rutherford,  33°, 
Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Thus  passed  from  our  Order  one  whose  friendly  character  had  en¬ 
deared  him  to  all.

The  citizens  of  Fort  William  and  district  were  sadly  shocked  to  learn 
of  the  tragic  death  of  Clarence  Herbert  (Sandy)  Moors.  He  was  returning 
home  from  a  business  trip  in  the  country  and  just  as  he  approacheed  the 
Fort  William  city  limits,  his  car  went  into  a  skid  on  the  treacherous  snow 
covered  road  and  collided  with  a  large  truck  causing  the  fatal  accident. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Clarence  Herbert  Moors,  33°,  was  born  on  November  4th, 
1886,  at  Hancock,  Wisconsin,  U.S.A.,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Edward  Moors,  and  came  to  Fort  William  in  1908,  when  he  joined  the  staff 
of  the  old  Pigeon  River  Lumber  Co.  Ltd.  where  he  remained  until  1919, 
leaving  them  to  organize  his  own  business,  the  Mount  McKay  Feed  Co. 
Ltd.,  which  firm,  through  his  untiring  efforts  and  determination,  he  built 
into  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  district  and  added  several  branches 
throughout  this  area,  over  the  years. 

The  wide  scope  of  the  late  C.  H.  Moors’  activities  throughout  the  past 
fifty-seven  years’  residence  in  Fort  William,  besides  his  business,  ranged 
from  an  active  participation  in  his  church,  Rotary,  as  an  alderman,  school 
trustee  and  Hydro  Commissioner,  extending  over  more  than  forty  years.  The 
following  excerpt  appeared  in  the  November  16th  issue  of  the  local  news¬ 
paper,  the  Daily  Times-Journal  on  the  editorial  page: 

SOLID  CITIZEN  PASSES 

“Clarence  H.  Moors,  known  to  a  very  large  circle  of  friends  as  Sandy, 
was  the  epitome  of  solid  citizenship  in  Fort  William.  His  sudden  passing 
yesterday  ends  a  long  period  of  dedicated  service  to  his  home  city,  unsur¬ 
passed  in  the  records  of  the  municipality.  In  Fort  William  everybody  knew 
where  Mr.  Moors  stood  at  all  times.  He  was  a  Conservative  in  politics,  and 
never  did  he  swerve  from  rigid  support  of  the  principles  of  the  party  as  he 
saw  them.  No  matter  what  the  civic  project,  he  made  up  his  mind  on  its 
merits  and  refused  to  deviate  from  the  course  he  believed  to  be  right. 

It  was  a  general  recognition  of  such  forthrightness  that  caused  citizens 
to  keep  him  in  the  Hydro  Commission  for  so  many  years,  to  re-elect  him 
to  his  seat  in  the  city  council  for  six  years. 

His  integrity  in  business  dealings  made  his  long  established  business 
enterprise  in  West  Fort  William,  a  sound  success  for  many,  many  years. 
Hundreds  of  people  thought  of  Mount  McKay  in  terms  of  Sandy  Moors. 

He  belonged  to  the  ranks  of  Fort  William  pioneers  whose  ability  and 
business  attitude  have  made  this  city  good.” 
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In  Civic  affairs,  C.  H.  Moors  served  as  a  city  alderman  from  1919  to 
1925  inclusive,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  from  1929  to  1932 
inclusive,  and  as  Hydro  Commissioner  from  1937  to  1951  as  well  as  three 
years  as  Chairman  of  the  Town  Planning  Board. 

In  Masonic  circles  he  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  1912  in  Fort 
William  Lodge  No.  415,  G.R.C.  Received  the  14°  on  February  21st,  1919, 
in  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Received  the  18°  on  April  12th,  1919  in 
Nanna  Bijou  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Fort  William.  Received  the  32°  on 
January  29th,  1943,  in  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ontario.  On  August 
9th,  1951  was  one  of  the  Charter  Members  of  North  Star  Consistory,  Fort 
William.  Coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  October  3rd,  1950 
in  Ottawa,  Ontario.  The  Masonic  offices  held  were  as  follows: — T.'.P.’. 
G.’.M.’.of  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  1933-1934.  M.’.W.’.S. ’.Nanna 

Bijou  Chapter  Rose  Croix,  1943-1944.  Commander-in-Chief  of  North  Star 
Consistory,  1960-1961,  all  in  Fort  William,  Ontario. 

Ill. ’.Bro.’. Moors  was  a  most  faithful  member  of  St.  Thomas  Anglican 
Church  and  contributed  to  its  support  and  welfare  in  ways,  many  of  which 
his  most  intimate  friends  had  no  knowledge.  His  life  was  simple,  without 
ostentation,  and  he  will  be  long  remembered  for  his  loyalty  to  convictions 
and  his  unusual  genius  for  making  friends.  He  touched  life  at  many  points 
and  has  left  all  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  him,  richer  for  having 
enjoyed  his  acquaintance.  One  of  his  mottos  must  have  been,  “not  what  I 
gain,  but  what  I  give,  measures  the  worth  of  this  life  I  live”. 

On  Thursday  evening,  prior  to  the  funeral,  a  well  attended  Masonic 
Service  was  held  in  the  funeral  parlors,  where  many  of  the  Masonic 
Brethren  had  an  opportunity  to  pay  their  last  respects  to  Bro.  C.  H.  Moors. 

On  Friday  at  11:00  a.m.,  November  19th,  1965,  funeral  services  were 
conducted  in  St.  Thomas  Anglican  Church  by  his  minister,  Brother  Rev. 
Canon  E.  Roy  Haddon,  assisted  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.the  Rev.  Dr.  Agnew  H.  John¬ 
ston,  33°,  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church,  both  of  whom  paid  very 
glowing  tributes  to  the  late  Ill.’. Bro. ‘.C.  H.  Moors,  33°.  This  service  was 
attended  by  many  of  his  church  members  and  a  host  of  other  sorrowing 
friends,  which  included  Supreme  Council  and  other  lodge  members,  also 
representatives  from  the  city,  Hydro  Commission  and  Rotary.  Many  were 
unable  to  get  into  the  church.  Burial  was  in  Mountainview  Cemetery. 

Ill.’. Bro. ’.C.  H.  Moors  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Margaret  and  one  son, 
George,  also  a  number  of  other  relatives  in  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
to  whom  we  extend  our  most  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy.

ILL. \BRO.\  WILLI  AM  EARLE  MEGAW,  33° 

Death  came  swiftly  and  gently  to  Ill.’.Bro.’.W.  Earle  Megaw,  33°  on 
Sunday,  November  21,  1965.  At  an  age  when  most  men  are  content  to 
relax  by  their  firesides  and  reminisce  of  exploits  in  the  field,  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Megaw  was  following  a  deer  trail  in  the  mountains  of  the  East  Kootenay 
in  Interior  British  Columbia  when  the  end  came. 

An  ardent  outdoorsman  and  devoted  Freemason,  Ill.’.Bro. ’.Megaw  did 
not  permit  retirement  or  the  advancing  years  to  deprive  him  of  the  inspira¬ 
tion  he  found  in  the  hills  or  on  the  lakes  of  the  mountainous  country  that 
was  his  birthplace  and  which  he  knew  and  understood  as  well  as  any  man 
can.  His  sudden  and  unexpected  death  was  the  cause  of  great  sorrow  to  his 
family  and  friends  but  they  found  consolation,  too,  in  the  knowledge  that 
at  the  end  he  was  actively  engaged  in  a  sport  that  had  always  been  one  of 
his  great  delights. 

Ill.’.Bro. ’.Megaw  was  born  in  Kamloops,  B.C.  on  November  19,  1888. 
He  was  the  only  son  of  one  of  British  Columbia’s  pioneer  merchants  and  for 
many  years  he  was  associated  with  his  father  in  business.  When  their  firm 
expanded  into  the  automotive  field,  one  of  the  first  in  the  province  to  do 
so,  he  became  manager  of  the  automobile  department.  Later,  on  his  own 
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account,  he  established  Okanagan  Motors  which,  with  partners,  he  operated 
for  a  number  of  years.  For  the  past  thirty  years  he  was  connected  with 
the  lumber  industry  and  retired  only  three  years  before  his  death  as 
accountant  of  Armstrong  Sawmills,  an  enterprise  owned  and  developed  by 
another  pioneer  Okanagan  family. 

In  1911  Ill.'.Bro.'.Megaw  was  married  to  Jean  Beattie  Forester  whose 
family  came  west  from  Ontario  in  the  early  years  of  the  century.  She  sur¬ 
vives  him  as  well  as  two  sons  and  a  daughter:  W.  Bertram  Megaw  of  North 
Vancouver,  Robert  Megaw  and  Miss  Madeline  Megaw,  R.N.,  both  of 
Vernon;  and  one  sister,  Miss  Irene  Megaw,  of  Vancouver. 

Throughout  his  long  and  active  career,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Megaw  was  con- 
tinously  associated  with  Freemasonry.  He  was  raised  to  the  Master  Mason’s 
degree  in  Miriam  Lodge  No.  20  on  June  24,  1909  and  six  years  later  be¬ 
came  Worshipful  Master.  Just  a  week  or  so  before  his  death  he  presided 
over  the  Lodge  at  a  special  meeting  commemorating  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  his  term  as  Master. 

He  received  the  14th  Degree  in  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
February,  1931,  and  subsequently  filled  the  office  of  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.  in 
1937.  He  was  a  member  of  Moray  Chapter,  Rose  Croix;  the  B.C.  Con¬ 
sistory  and  was  also  a  Royal  Arch  Freemason. 

For  many  years,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Megaw  was  secretary  of  Okanagan  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  during  those  years  his  knowledge,  experience  and  wisdom 
was  a  source  of  strength  to  a  succession  of  officers.  It  became  a  habit  with 
members  of  all  lodges  with  which  he  was  associated  to  turn  to  him  for 
counsel  when  problems  arose  and  decisions,  sometimes  difficult,  had  to  be 
taken.  His  common  sense,  his  regard  for  the  good  of  the  Order  and  his 
innate  sense  of  justice  were  invaluable  strengths  always  at  the  service  of 
Freemasonry. 

It  was  in  recognition  of  his  devoted  service  to  Freemasonry  that  he 
was  Coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°  on  September  9th, 
1947,  in  Calgary,  Alta. 

Funeral  service  for  Ill.'.Bro.'.Megaw  was  conducted  in  Trinity  United 
Church,  Vernon,  on  Thursday,  November  25.  Active  and  Honorary  pall¬ 
bearers  were  drawn  from  various  Masonic  Bodies  in  the  Okanagan  and 
each  had  worked  with  Bro.'. Megaw  in  his  Masonic  activities.  Cremation 
followed  in  Vancouver  and  his  ashes  were  committed  to  the  family  plot 
in  the  Vernon  Cemetery.

On  Thursday,  November  25th,  1965,  at  Chedoke  General  Hospital, 
Ill. \Bro.\ Daniel  Regan  was  called  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above. 

Born  at  Portsea,  Portsmouth,  England,  August  23rd,  1884,  he  came 
to  Canada  in  April,  1919,  and  started  to  work  at  the  Mercantile  Trust 
Company,  and  on  April  1st,  1920,  changed  his  employment  to  the  Hamilton 
Thistle  Club.  Here  he  became  widely  known  and  respected  by  the  members. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Regan,  on  November  27th,  1912,  married  Kathleen  Wynne, 
who  passed  away  January  2nd,  1942.  There  are  two  sons,  Timothy  George 
and  Daniel  Wynne,  and  five  grandchildren. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Regan  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Gertrude  Brownell, 
whom  he  married  on  June  23rd,  1947. 

His  military  career  began  when  he  enlisted,  on  July  17th,  1899,  in  the 
Lancashire  Fusiliers.  He  was  discharged  July  16th,  1911  after  serving  in 
Malta,  “Gib”,  Crete,  Egypt  and  India.  He  re-enlisted — 1914-1918. 

His  great  interest  was  Freemasonry.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised 
in  1924,  in  the  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance  No.  27,  Hamilton. 

In  Scottish  Rite  he  received  the  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
March  27th,  1929,  the  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
June  30th,  1931  and  the  32°  November  25th,  1932,  in  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory. 

He  was  Coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  September 
9th,  1958,  at  Windsor,  Ontario. 

The  work  of  our  Brother  in  the  various  degrees  in  which  he  took  part, 
was  exceptional.  He  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  many  parts  in  the 
Consistory  in  particular.  He  will  be  remembered  because  he  loved  his 
fellowmen. 

Illustrious  Brother  Regan,  an  Anglican,  attended  Christ  Church 
Cathedral. 

A  great  many  were  present  at  the  service  held  at  the  Blachford  and 
Wray  Chapel,  and  in  his  passing  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  true  Mason,  a 
loyal  Brother,  a  fine  Christian  gentleman.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


ILL.  BRO  .  ALEXANDER  HAMILTON  McKEE,  33° 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Ill.'.Bro.'. 
Alexander  Hamilton  McKee,  33°,  who  passed  away  quietly  at  the  Ottawa 
Civic  Hospital  on  December  9th,  1965,  after  an  illness  of  a  few  weeks. 

Ill.'.Bro. '.McKee  was  born  at  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick,  on  May 
7th,  1879,  son  of  Samuel  Hanford  McKee  III,  and  fifth  in  a  family  of  seven. 
One  younger  brother  was  a  casualty  of  World  War  I  and  his  older  brother 
of  World  War  H. 

Brother  McKee  received  his  education  in  the  Model  and  High  Schools 
at  Fredericton,  and  graduated  from  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  in 
1900  with  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  started  to  read  Law  in 
Fredericton.  He  accepted  an  appointment  to  the  staff  of  the  Department 
of  Railways  and  Canals  at  Ottawa  in  1901,  remaining  in  this  Department 
until  his  retirement  in  1945. 

On  January  19th,  1910,  Brother  McKee  married  Ellen  Armstrong 
Whitehead  at  Fredericton,  locating  then  in  Ottawa.  Together  with  his  widow 
in  Ottawa,  Brother  McKee  is  survived  by  one  son,  Gordon,  resident  in 
Montreal. 

Our  Brother  enjoyed  an  extensive  Masonic  career.  He  was  initiated 
into  Masonry  in  The  Builder’s  Lodge,  No.  177,  G.R.C.  in  Ontario  on 
November  14th,  1902,  and  became  the  Worshipful  Master  in  1911.  He  was 
appointed  to  the  office  of  Grand  Steward  in  1921-22  and  was  elected  as 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Ottawa  Masonic  District  1922-23. 
He  received  the  50  year  Jubilee  Medal  from  Grand  Lodge  in  1952  and  the 
60  year  pin  in  1962.  Grand  Lodge  also  awarded  him  the  Long  Service 
Medal  in  recognition  of  his  services  as  Master  and  Ruler  in  the  Craft  for 
50  years  in  1962. 

In  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  he  was  exalted  in  Carleton  Chapter,  No.  16, 
G.R.C.  in  1909  and  became  the  First  Principal  in  1919.  He  was  appointed 
to  the  office  of  Grand  Junior  Sojourner  of  Grand  Chapter  in  1902.  He  was 
a  Charter  Member  of  Ottawa  Chapter,  No.  222,  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
G.R.C.  taking  an  active  part  in  its  institution  in  the  year  1920  and  was  the 
first  Scribe  E,  an  office  which  he  held  for  15  years  and  later  was  Treasurer 
for  many  years. 

His  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  commenced  with  his  receiving 
the  14th  Degree  in  The  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  March  9th,  1904, 
serving  as  T.'.P.'.G.’.M.’.in  1919.  He  received  the  18th  Degree  on  March 
9th,  1905  in  Murray  Chapter  Rose  Croix  and  served  as  M.'.W.'.S.'.  in 
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1920.  He  received  the  32nd  Degree  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamil¬ 
ton,  on  January  29th,  1920,  and  Supreme  Council  recognized  his  worth 
and  work  when  he  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  on 
October  1st,  1924. 

He  was  awarded  the  50  year  Membership  Decoration  of  the  A.&A.S.R. 
in  1954  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  oldest  living  Honorary  Mem¬ 
ber  of  Supreme  Council. 

Our  Brother  enjoyed  a  record  of  service  to  Masonry  in  the  Ottawa 
District  seldom,  if  ever,  equalled. 

Brother  McKee  was  a  member  of  the  Anglican  Church  of  Canada, 
St.  Matthew’s,  Ottawa,  where  the  funeral  service  was  held,  conducted  by 
the  Rector,  The  Venerable  R.  E.  Osborne,  B.A.,  on  Saturday,  December 
11th,  1965,  largely  attended  by  his  many  friends  and  Brethren.  Interment 
followed  in  the  old  Rural  Cemetery  in  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick. 

To  Mrs.  McKee  and  son  Gordon  we  extend  our  very  deep  and  sincere 
sympathy.

It  is  with  the  regret  that  we  must  record  the  death  on  December  23rd, 
1965,  of  Ill. \Bro.\ Samuel  Harris,  33°,  Hon.,  at  the  High  Prairie  Hospital, 
where  he  had  been  ill  for  many  months. 

Sam,  as  he  was  generally  known  and  called,  was  born  in  England  and 
came  to  what  is  now  known  as  Saskatchewan,  as  a  youth,  taking  up  resi¬ 
dence  in  Regina. 

When  Alberta  was  opening  up  very  rapidly,  he  emigrated  to  that 
province.  One  of  his  first  jobs  was  on  the  high  level  bridge  at  Edmonton, 
where  he  drove  a  team  of  horses,  filling  in  the  approaches  to  the  new 
bridge.  His  next  job  was  “freighting”  from  Edmonton  into  the  north 
country.  It  was  at  this  time  he  took  a  homestead  near  High  Prairie,  where 
he  lived  for  a  number  of  years  before  taking  up  residence  in  the  town  of 
High  Prairie,  and  here  he  continued  to  live  until  his  death.  He  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  business  of  insurance  and  real  estate  selling  for  many  years. 

He  was  initiated  a  Freemason  in  Wascana  Lodge,  No.  23,  Regina, 
while  it  was  still  on  the  register  of  Manitoba.  In  1915  he  affiliated  with 
Wahpum  Lodge  No.  88,  High  Prairie.  He  loved  Freemasonry  and  worked 
at  it  diligently,  which  work  gave  him  much  pleasure  and  brought  him 
many  rewards. 

He  progressed  through  all  the  offices  in  his  lodge  and  district  until 
he  became  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  in  1940,  and 
during  that  year,  raised  a  considerable  sum  of  money  from  the  Masons  for 
the  relief  of  those  bombed  in  Great  Britain.  He  was  the  first  Editor 
of  our  Grand  Lodge  Bulletin,  which  he  made  a  very  noteworthy  Masonic 
publication.  He  continued  in  that  position  until  resigning  in  1957. 

Being  of  an  inquiring  mind  and  greatly  interested  in  the  affairs  of 
Masonry,  he  naturally  sought  inspiration  and  information  in  the  other 
branches  of  Masonry,  and  the  so-called  higher  degrees.  He  was  a  member 
and  past  officer  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  province  of  Alberta.  Cryptic 
Masonry  and  Knights  Templar  also  came  in  for  his  attention.  He  was  a 
member  and  officer  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  of  which  Order  he 
was  Past  Grand  Sovereign.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  and  later  in  Alberta.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  A1  Azhard  Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  and  never  missed  attend¬ 
ing  the  reunion  of  the  various  bodies  held  in  Edmonton.  He  was  coroneted 
as  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  in  September  1954.  He  attended  many 
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meetings  in  the  United  States  and  held  office  in  some  Masonic  organiza¬ 
tions  of  that  country. 

For  a  man  who  lived  over  250  miles  north  of  Edmonton,  with  poor 
facilities  for  travel,  it  is  amazing  how  many  places  and  meetings  he  would 
visit.

ILL.  * .  BRO .  * . FREDERICK  CRAWFORD  CURRY,  33° 

Born  at  Minden,  Ontario,  on  April  the  29th,  1891,  Ted  Curry  started 
on  a  life-time  of  service  to  his  community  and  his  country.  He  died  at 
Brockville,  not  long  before  midnight,  Saturday,  the  25th  of  December,  1965, 
having  completed  almost  seventy-five  years  of  a  good  life  full  of  devotion 
to  the  good  of  his  fellow-man. 

He  was  brought  up  in  Brockville,  Ontario,  and  was  educated  there, 
and  at  the  University  of  Toronto  from  which  he  graduated  in  pharmacy  in 
1913. 

In  1920  he  took  over  the  Curry  Drug  Store  which  his  father  F.  R. 
Curry,  had  established  in  1895.  He  was  a  prosperous,  highly  respected  and 
humane  business  man,  a  kind  man.  He  retired  in  1962. 

He  was  a  past  president  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy. 

After  serving  in  the  ranks  of  the  Brockville  Rifles  he  was  commissioned 
lieutenant  in  1910.  He  went  overseas  with  the  2nd  Battalion  Canadian  Ex¬ 
peditionary  Force  in  1914,  serving  in  England,  France  and  Belgium.  He 
was  promoted  to  captain  in  the  field.  In  1916  he  was  wounded,  but  returned 
to  active  service.  On  the  re-organization  of  the  Brockville  Rifles  in  1920 
he  was  promoted  to  major  and  later  commanded  the  Rifles  as  lieutenant- 
colonel. 

For  many  long  years  he  served  Brockville  well  and  competently  in 
several  capacities;  a  member  of  the  county  health  unit,  an  alderman,  and 
public  utilities  commissioner.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Brockville  Kiwanis 
Club. 

He  was  well  known  for  his  historical  writings  about  Brockville  and 
the  vicinity  and  was  president  of  the  Leeds  Historical  Society.  He  was  active 
in  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion  and  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  local 
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branch  and  later  a  zone  commander.  Also  he  was  a  member  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  of  the  local  branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

He  was  a  member  and  at  one  time  warden  of  St.  Peter’s  Anglican 
Church,  in  which  beautiful  place  the  impressive  funeral  service  for  Colonel 
Curry  was  held  on  the  28th  of  December.  He  had  attended  the  Christmas 
morning  service  in  the  same  place  the  day  of  his  sudden  death. 

Our  old  friend  was  a  life  member  of  Sussex  Lodge  No.  5,  A.F.  and 
A.M.  and  since  the  22nd  of  November,  1928,  was  a  member  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  belonging  to  the  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  Rose  of 
Sharon  Chapter  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 

At  St.  Andrews-by-the-Sea  in  New  Brunswick,  because  of  his  sterling 
qualities  and  his  service  to  Masonry,  and  of  his  outstanding  contribution  for 
the  good  of  his  country  in  peace  and  war,  Colonel  Curry  was  accorded  the 
rank  and  dignity  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  and  was  coroneted 
on  the  5th  of  September,  1961. 

His  wife,  the  former  Helen  S.  Connolly,  mourns  the  passing  of  a 
kindly,  devoted  husband. 

He  has  left  us  all  with  a  great  sense  of  loss.  So  sadly  we  take  our 
leave  of  one  of  whom  truly  it  can  be  said,  he  was  a  soldier,  a  scholar  and 
a  gentleman.

ILL.  *  .BRO.  *  .LEROY  HOLMES,  33° 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  Ill. *.Bro. ‘.Leroy 
Holmes,  33°,  which  occurred  on  January  7th,  1966,  at  the  City  Hospital  in 
Saskatoon  following  an  illness  of  some  weeks. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Holmes  was  born  at  Glen  Stewart,  in  the  County  of  Dundas, 
Ontario,  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1888.  He  received  his  public  school 
and  collegiate  training  at  Iroquois,  Ontario,  and  after  graduating  from 
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collegiate  joined  the  staff  of  Molson’s  Bank  in  1906,  serving  with  this  bank 
until  the  year  1912  when  he  came  to  Saskatoon  to  accept  the  position  of 
Assistant  Assessor  for  the  City  of  Saskatoon.  In  1918  he  left  the  service 
of  the  City  to  assume  the  position  of  Manager  of  a  private  banking  firm 
which  office  he  held  until  1930  when  he  established  his  own  bonding  and 
insurance  business  which  he  carried  on,  with  integrity  and  success,  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Bro.’. Holmes  was  a  member  of  the  Assessment  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Saskatoon  for  a  number  of  years.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Saskatoon  Committee  of  Western  Canada  Underwriters’  Association,  being 
President  for  the  years  1935  to  1938. 

Bro.’. Holmes  was  an  ardent  gardener  and  horticulturist  and  much  of 
his  leisure  time  in  the  summer  months  was  spent  in  the  cultivation  and  care 
of  the  flowers  and  shrubs  and  the  lawns  which  made  his  home  surroundings 
a  thing  of  beauty.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Saskatoon  Gladiolus  Society 
and  was  frequently  called  upon  to  act  as  a  judge  in  flower  and  horticulture 
shows  or  exhibits.  His  love  for  flowers  was  particularly  evident  in  the 
beautiful  floral  arrangements  he  generously  provided  for  the  Easter  cere¬ 
monies  of  the  Rose  Croix. 

Masonically,  Bro. '.Holmes  enjoyed  a  distinguished  career  in  service 
and  attainment.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  1925  in  Saskatchewan 
Lodge,  No.  16,  Saskatoon.  In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he 
received  the  14th  degree  in  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  March  11th, 
1927;  the  18th  degree  in  the  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  April 
5th,  1928  and  the  32nd  degree  in  the  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  Regina,  on 
January  31st,  1930. 

He  was  elected  Registrar  of  the  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in 
1929,  which  office  he  filled  with  efficiency  and  distinction  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  He  was  elected  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.’.of  the  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  for  the  year  1941-42.  For  many  years  he  was  Grand  Almoner  of 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection;  a  member  of  the  Commutation  of  Dues  Fund  and 
a  director  of  the  Saskatoon  Masonic  Temple  Company.  He  was  an  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  ritualist  and  set  a  high  standard  of  perfection,  his  zeal  for  per¬ 
fection  adding  greatly  to  the  interpretation  and  dignity  of  those  degrees 
which  he  directed  or  in  which  he  took  an  active  part. 

As  Registrar  of  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Bro. ‘.Holmes,  at  the 
request  of  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  invariably  assumed  responsibility  for 
the  preparation  of  the  program  for  the  Easter  ceremonies  and  on  many 
occasions  the  Chapter  received  messages  of  commendation  as  to  the  form 
and  content  of  the  program  from  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  and 
other  distinguished  brethren  of  the  Rite. 
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Bro.\ Holmes  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  at 
Calgary  on  September  9th,  1947.  He  was  received  in  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland  as  a  charter  member  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  for  Saskat¬ 
chewan  and  Manitoba  in  1956. 

In  1918  he  married  lean  Isabel  Fraser,  who  with  two  sons,  lohn  and 
Wayne,  both  of  Vancouver,  and  a  daughter,  Janet  Edwards,  of  Henrietta, 
New  York,  survive  to  cherish  his  memory. 

The  funeral  service  for  Bro.'. Holmes  was  held  from  Westminster 
United  Church,  Saskatoon,  and  was  conducted  by  the  minister,  Rev. 
Murray  A.  MacDonald,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  company  of  brethren 
and  friends.

ILL.  .BRO.  .JAMES  ROBERT  REID,  33° 

James  Robert  Reid,  former  principal  of  Brandon  Collegiate  Institute, 
died  in  Assiniboine  Hospital  at  Brandon,  Manitoba  after  a  prolonged 
illness.  He  was  in  his  84th  year,  and  predeceased  by  his  wife  on  28th 
October,  1965. 

Brother  Reid  was  born  at  Teeswater,  Ontario,  26th  January,  1882  and 
received  his  early  education  at  Parkhill,  Ontario.  He  attended  Normal 
School  in  London  and  was  a  graduate  of  Queen’s  University,  where  he 
majored  in  English  and  Political  Economy. 

After  teaching  six  years  in  Ontario,  he  moved  to  Saskatchewan  where 
he  taught  at  Strassburg,  Kerrobert  and  Macoun  before  moving  to  Swan 
River,  Manitoba  in  1918,  where  he  continued  to  teach.  He  also  took  an 
active  interest  in  Civic  Affairs  having  served  two  terms  on  Council  and 
one  term  as  Mayor  of  the  Town.  In  1924  he  moved  to  Brandon  where  he 
joined  the  Staff  of  Brandon  Collegiate.  From  1927  until  his  retirement 
in  1949  he  served  as  Principal  of  the  Collegiate. 

During  his  years  at  Brandon  Collegiate  he  taught  thousands  of  students, 
many  of  whom  are  now  prominent  in  educational,  political,  professional 
and  business  fields  in  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

His  students  were  his  vocation  and  his  hobby;  and  he  followed  their 
careers  with  interest.  Seldom  was  he  unable  to  call  a  former  student  by 
name  even  years  after  they  had  left  school. 
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Brother  Reid  was  a  member  of  the  Session  of  St.  Paul’s  United  Church 
for  Twenty-five  years  and  also  served  on  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  Brandon 
College  Inc.  and  the  Y.M.C.A. 

Brother  Reid’s  Masonic  Career  commenced  at  Strassburg,  Saskatche¬ 
wan  when  he  was  initiated  into  Strassburg  Lodge  No.  46,  on  3rd  February, 
1913,  and  was  raised  19th  May,  1913.  He  kept  active  in  Masonry  when¬ 
ever  his  vocation  took  him.  He  served  as  Master  of  Prince  Arthur  Lodge 
No.  105  at  Swan  River,  Manitoba  in  1924.  He  affiliated  with  Brandon 
Lodge  No.  19  in  1927  and  served  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  in 
1932. 

Brother  Reid  received  his  4th  degree  in  Brandon  Lodge  of  Perfection 
9th  December,  1933,  and  his  14th  degree  19th  May,  1934.  From  that  time 
on  he  took  a  keen  interest  in  Scottish  Rite  work  being  active  in  the  degrees 
and  advancing  to  the  32nd  degree  in  the  Manitoba  Consistory  by  1st  March, 
1947. 

Brother  Reid  served  as  T.‘.P.\G.'.M.‘.of  Brandon  Lodge  of  Perfection 
1940-41  and  M/.W.'.S.’.of  Brandon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  1948-50. 

He  was  Coroneted  33°  Honorary  Inspector-General,  11th  September, 
1951. 

Brother  Reid  continued  to  be  active  in  Scottish  Rite  work  until  ill 
health  forced  him  to  retire.  He  died  8th  January,  1966.  He  is  survived  by 
one  son  and  two  daughters  and  our  sympathy  goes  out  to  them  in  their 
bereavement. 

We  have  lost  a  friend  and  brother,  for  Brother  Reid  is  sorely  missed 
in  Brandon  Scottish  Rite.

It  is  with  considerable  sadness  that  we  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  passing  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above  on 
Wednesday,  January  12th,  1966  of  Illustrious  Brother  Arthur  Richard 
Haviland,  Thirty-Three  Degrees. 

Our  Illustrious  Brother  was  born  in  Toronto,  Ontario,  on  December 
31st,  1893. 

He  was  Initiated  in  Georgina  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.,  No.  343,  G.R.C., 
on  the  9th  of  February,  1918,  was  Invested  as  Chaplain  on  June  5th,  1920 
and  in  the  years  which  followed,  filled  efficiently  every  Chair  in  the 
Lodge. 

He  was  Installed  in  the  Chair  of  King  Solomon  on  June  2nd,  1928 
and  the  Lodge  prospered  under  his  skillful  direction.

He  became  a  Thirty-Second  Degree  Mason  in  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  on  May  11th,  1945  and  Coroneted  Thirty- 
Three  Degrees,  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  Sep¬ 
tember  11th,  1956  by  Illustrious  Brother  Thomas  K.  Wade,  Thirty-Three 
Degrees. 

His  business  life  for  many  years  was  with  Samuel  Gumpert  Co.,  Ltd., 
Manufacturers  of  basic  food  products  and  for  several  years  before  his 
passing,  was  in  charge  of  Sales.

ILL.  BRO.  KARL  BIDWELL  CONGER,  33° 

The  City  of  Ottawa  lost  a  prominent  citizen  and  an  outstanding  Mason 
in  the  passing  of  Ill.’.Bro.’.  Karl  Bidwell  Conger,  M.B.E.,  on  the  14th  of 
January,  1966. 

Bro.'. Conger  was  born  in  the  city  of  Belleville,  Ontario,  on  September 
30th,  1885,  the  son  of  James  A.  Conger  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  S.  Dempsey, 
both  of  United  Empire  Loyalist  families  who  had  settled  in  Prince  Edward 
County.  He  attended  public  and  high  schools  in  Belleville  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  with  first  class  teachers  certificate.  He  then  attended  Ontario  Business 
College,  Belleville,  and  on  graduation  obtained  his  first  position  in  the 
office  of  R.  J.  Graham.  In  1908  he  moved  to  Ottawa  when  the  Dominion 
Fruit  Exchange  was  formed,  of  which  he  was  first  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
later,  in  1921,  General  Manager.  He  sold  the  business  in  1930,  and  after  a 
short  term  as  Secretary  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Ottawa,  entered  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division.  He  was  always 
active  in  the  trade  association  and  in  1931  was  President  of  the  Canadian 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Jobbers’  Association.  Shortly  after  the  second  World 
War  broke  out  he  was  appointed  Manager,  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Section 
Special  Products  Board.  For  his  services  in  this  connection  he  was  made 
a  Member  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire  on  July  1st,  1946. 

Bro. ‘.Conger  was  always  a  keen  follower  of  sport.  In  his  earlier  days 
he  played  both  tennis  and  badminton,  and  later  graduated  to  golf  and 
curling. 
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He  was  also  active  in  affairs  of  the  City  of  Ottawa.  He  was  President 
of  the  Ottawa  Board  of  Trade  in  1934,  and  was  President  of  the  Perley 
Hospital  for  four  years,  retiring  in  1961.  He  was  an  original  member  of 
of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Ottawa  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  sole 
remaining  charter  member  of  the  Club  which  celebrates  its  fiftieth  anniver¬ 
sary  this  year.  He  was  President  of  the  Club  1923-24. 

He  was  active  in  the  work  of  his  church,  Dominion  Methodist  (later 
Dominion  United).  He  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  for  three 
years,  president  of  the  Epworth  League,  and  for  many  years  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Board  of  Stewards. 

His  Masonic  career  began  when  he  was  initiated  in  Civil  Service 
Lodge,  No.  148,  in  1909.  He  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1918,  and  in 
1932-33  was  D.D.G.M.  of  the  Ottawa  District.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1911  and  was  T.'.P.’.G.’.M.'.in  1925.  He 
joined  Murray  Chapter  Rose  Croix  in  1914  and  was  M.\W.‘.S.‘.in  1924. 
He  joined  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1922  and  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  on  October  2nd,  1934,  at  Montreal, 
Quebec.  He  had  both  the  Veterans  Jubilee  Medal  and  the  Scottish  Rite 
50  year  pin. 

He  was  a  devoted  family  man.  He  married  Mabel  Anna  Long,  of 
Ottawa,  in  October,  1920,  and  they  had  four  children,  two  sons  Stuart  and 
Gerald,  both  of  Ottawa,  and  two  daughters,  both  now  married,  Jean  of 
Montreal  and  Nancy,  of  Toronto.  His  widow  and  the  four  children  all 
survive.  To  them  we  extend  our  sincere  sympathy. 

Bro. ‘.Conger  was  buried  in  Beech  wood  Cemetery,  Ottawa,  on  January 
17th,  1966,  the  service  being  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Frank  MacLean, 
assisted  by  Rev.  D.  C.  Lapp,  of  Dominion-Chalmers  United  Church, 
Ottawa.  A  large  number  of  33°  and  Craft  Masons  attended. 

We,  who  knew  him,  are  all  better  for  having  been  his  friends.

Church,  Saskatoon.  An  Elder  of  the  Session  for  many  years.  A  member  of 
the  Senate  of  St.  Andrew’s  College,  a  member  of  the  Home  Mission,  Oliver 
Lodge  and  Hospital  boards  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada. 

During  his  many  years  in  Saskatoon,  he  took  an  active  interest  in  the 
community  life  of  the  city  and  surrounding  district.  He  was  associated 
with  many  worthwhile  organizations,  including  Kiwanis  International, 
Children’s  Aid  Society,  Y.M.C.A.,  Canadian  Club,  Public  School  Board, 
Salvation  Army  and  the  C.N.I.B. 

Bro.’. Irving  was  a  clever  entertainer,  a  master  of  Drummond’s  Habi¬ 
tant  poems  and  gave  generously  of  his  time  and  talent  for  the  enjoyment 
of  others. 
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Next  to  his  church  life,  Bro. ’.Irving’s  great  interest  was  Freemasonry, 
to  which  over  many  years  he  devoted  much  time  and  ability. 

In  1910  he  was  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  North  Star  Lodge,  No. 
4,  Lethbridge,  Alberta. 

In  Scottish  Rite  he  received  the  14°  on  March  14th,  1930,  in  Saskatoon

work  of  the  degrees  was  at  all  times  outstanding. 

He  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  on  October  3rd, 
1944,  at  Windsor,  Ontario,  and  was  a  valued  member  of  Supreme  Council. 

The  Funeral  Service  for  our  Illustrious  Brother  was  held  Wednesday, 
January  19th,  from  The  William  Wray  Chapel,  University  Street,  Montreal, 
Quebec. 

A  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  Knox  United  Church,  Saskatoon,  on 
Friday  afternoon,  January  21st,  conducted  by  the  Minister,  Rev.  A. 
Edworthy. 

The  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  family  plot  in  Woodlawn 
Cemetery,  Saskatoon.

ILL.  BRO  .JOHN  WILLIAM  SANGER,  33° 

As  we  approach  the  Anniversary  of  the  Birth  of  Confederation  in 
Canada,  we  find  ourselves  turning  the  pages  of  our  brief  but  romantic 
history,  and  reviewing  the  achievements  which  have  rendered  a  wonderful 
contribution  to  our  growth  and  expansion  as  a  Nation.  In  this  review

we  recall  the  citizens  who  have  dedicated  their  energy  and  genius  to  what 
has  proved  to  be  a  great  adventure  in  nation  building.  Among  these  is  the 
name  of  a  distinguished  brother  of  our  Scottish  Rite  Fraternity — John 
William  Sanger. 

Our  Illusrious  brother  came  to  Canada  from  Bristol,  England.  In  his 
position  as  a  member  of  the  Professional  Engineers  of  Manitoba  and  of 
the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada,  he  occupied  an  important  role  in 
the  Economic  life  of  Winnipeg  and  Manitoba.  He  was  general  manager  of 
the  City  of  Winnipeg  Hydro  Electric  System,  and  a  member  of  the  Mani¬ 
toba  Hydro  Electric  Board.  In  the  important  field  of  Farm  Rural  Electri¬ 
fication  he  played  a  dominant  part,  and  his  work  as  a  member  of  the  Farm 
Electrification  Enquiry  Commission  of  Manitoba  was  outstanding.  The 
University  of  Manitoba  honoured  him  by  bestowing  upon  him  the  Honor¬ 
ary  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  George’s  Anglican 
Church,  Winnipeg. 

In  the  sphere  of  humanitarianism  he  made  a  notable  contribution.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Children’s  Hospital  of  Winnipeg  and 
acted  for  several  years  as  the  Chairman  of  the  building  committee.  In  view 
of  the  phenonmenal  expansion  of  the  Children’s  Hospital  his  work  in  this 
particular  field  is  worthy  of  more  than  general  comment.  During  the  war 
years  he  served  as  National  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Sea  Cadets. 

His  fraternal  relationships  and  activities  were  many  and  varied.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  three  Bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Valley  of 
Winnipeg,  and  served  as  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.".  of  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion.  He  was  a  member  of  Khartoum  Temple  of  the  Shrine.  His  passing 
caused  a  great  gap  in  Masonic  circles  in  Manitoba.  He  was  unwearying  in 
his  zeal  for  the  Craft  and  his  wise  counsel  was  eagerly  sought. 

Following  the  death  of  his  wife  Lauretta  Alice  Williams,  he  married 
Gwenda  May  Marshall  who  survives  him. 

His  philosophy  of  life  could  be  summed  up  in  a  paraphrase  of  the 
Poet’s  words  —  “Something  worthwhile  attempted,  something  worthwhile 
done.”  His  personal  character  and  work  constituted  a  splendid  challenge  to 
all  who  knew  him  to  take  up  the  torch  of  loyalty  to  high  ideals,  and  to 
give  and  give  again  what  God  has  given  them  for  others’  greater  good. 

To  the  sorrowing  widow  we  extend  tenderest  sympathy,  and  prayers 
for  the  tomorrows,  until  Heaven’s  morning  dawns  and  earth’s  shadows 
flee  away.

Early  Sunday  morning,  January  30th,  1966,  there  died  in  Guelph  Dr. 
Matthew  John  Rudell,  whose  death  will  be  widely  mourned  by  a  host  of 
friends,  for  he  had  given  the  best  he  had  to  his  Church,  his  Community 
and  his  Lodge. 

Born  July  21st,  1887,  in  Hespeler,  Ontario,  he  came  to  Guelph  upon 
graduating  from  the  Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  of  Ontario  in  1911 
and  conducted  a  very  large  and  successful  practice  until  his  death.  He  was 
ordained  an  Elder  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church  in  1926  and  served 
faithfully  and  well  the  Congregation  he  loved  most  sincerely. 

He  was  a  Past  President  of  the  Guelph  Rotary  Club,  the  Guelph 
Country  Club  and  the  Guelph  Curling  Club.  He  was  at  one  time  a  member 
of  Guelph  City  Council  and  served  some  eight  years  as  a  member  of  the 
City  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  Rudell  was  initiated  in  Waverley  Lodge  No.  361  on  February  10th, 
1913,  served  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1941  and  received  at  their  hands 
the  “Fifty  Year”  jewel  of  Grand  Lodge  in  1963.  On  June  5th,  1916,  he 
received  the  14th  degree  in  the  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  served 
as  their  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  in  1951.  On  November  2nd,  1916, 
he  received  the  18th  degree  in  Guelph  Chapter  Rose  Croix  and  in  1946 
was  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  the  Chapter.  For  several  years  Bro.’. 
Rudell  directed  the  Degrees  in  both  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the 
Chapter.  In  May,  1942,  he  was  received  into  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
in  Hamilton  and  at  Saint  John,  N.B.,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°  of  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  During 
all  these  years,  Bro.‘.  Rudell  was  very  active  in  Masonry,  giving  liberally  of 
his  time  and  talent. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev. 
Bro.'. Forbes  Thompson,  conducting  the  service,  the  Session  of  the  Church 
attending  in  a  body.  All  the  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  in 
the  Valley  of  Guelph,  representatives  of  the  City  of  Guelph  and  a  host  of 
friends  also  attended  to  pay  their  last  respects.  Burial  was  at  Hespeler, 
Ontario. 

To  Mrs.  Rudell  and  family,  we  extend  our  most  sincere  sympathy.

ILL.  BRO.*. HENRY  CLARE  SOOTHERAN,  33° 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Henry  Clare  Sootheran,  a  very  outstanding  banker  and  a 
highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Peterborough,  died  in  Civic  Hospital,  May  3rd, 
1966.  He  had  not  enjoyed  good  health  for  about  eighteen  months. 

Clare  as  he  was  intimately  known,  was  born  in  Lindsay,  July  8th,  1884; 
received  his  elementary  and  secondary  education  in  that  fine  town  and 
spent  one  year  in  University  of  Toronto  studying  commerce  and  finance.  In 
October,  1924,  he  married  Miss  Jean  Flavelle;  his  only  daughter,  Nancy 
(now  Mrs.  E.  W.  P.  Luxford  of  Calgary)  is  the  mother  of  two  daughters 
and  two  sons — Clare’s  grandchildren. 

Clare,  on  leaving  the  University,  entered  the  Bank  of  Montreal  as  an 
apprentice  and  advanced  to  a  manager’s  status  before  leaving  the  Bank  to 
serve  in  the  war  in  June,  1915.  On  his  return  after  the  war,  he  became 
manager  of  The  Royal  Bank  of  Canada  from  1919  to  1946.  He  retired  in 
1946.  He  was  the  owner  of  a  very  fine  home  on  Hunter  Street,  Peter¬ 
borough. 

Clare  enlisted  in  the  71st  Battalion  in  June,  1915,  became  attached  to 
the  Royal  Flying  Corps  in  1916  and  rose  to  Flight  Commander  in  France 
in  1917-1918.  He  retired  from  military  service  in  1919. 

He  was  a  very  devoted  Anglican  churchman  and  he  occupied  many 
very  important  positions  in  St.  John’s  Anglican  Church  in  Peterborough 
and  outside  our  city.  A  few  are  as  follows: 


Warden — St.  John’s  Church  for  three  years;  Member  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  Diocese  of  Toronto  five  years;  Member  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Anglican  Church  of  Canada  in  1955  for  several  years;  President, 
Peterborough  Boy  Scouts  Association  for  three  years  of  Dominion  and 
Ontario  Councils;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Anson  House,  Peterborough  (Old 
Folks  Home)  for  12  years. 


In  Masonry  the  following  facts  are  relevant — Initiated,  passed  and 
raised  in  1920  in  Faithful  Brethren  Lodge,  Lindsay,  Ontario.  Received 
the  14°  November  26th,  1945  in  Peterborough.  Received  the  18°  April 
18th,  1946,  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

Received  the  32°  in  1955  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton. 
Received  his  33° — Honorary  Inspector-General,  September  8th,  1959,  at 
Saskatoon. 
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He  has  been  Grand  Secretary  of  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection 
for  several  years  and  also  Registrar  of  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  St.  John’s  Anglican  Church  on  May  6th, 
1966.  Rev.  J.  C.  Clough  conducted  this  sacred  service.  Interment  took 
place  in  Lindsay.

ILL. -.BRO  *. JAMES  DUNCAN  McKINLAY,  33° 

On  May  4th  last,  James  Duncan  McKinlay  passed  from  this  mortal 
scene.  He  was  a  familiar  figure  in  the  community  in  which  he  had  lived 
for  over  60  years.  In  business  and  Fraternal  circles  our  illustrious  brother 
had  filled  an  active  and  impressive  role.  His  chief  occupation  in  business 
was  with  the  Canadian  National  Railways.  His  understanding  and  efficiency 
in  this  sphere  were  widely  recognized  and  appreciated  by  all  who  were 
associated  with  him.  His  Masonic  honors  were  many.  He  had  served  as 
Master  of  Prince  Rupert’s  Lodge,  and  was  a  Past  Grand  Pursuivant  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba.

He  was  a  member  of  Khartum  Temple  of  the  Order  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine. 

One  of  the  chief  items  of  active  interest  was  in  furthering  the  work  of 
the  Order  of  DeMolay,  and  for  15  years  he  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Order. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  his  departure  from  our  ranks  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  many  circles  of  Fellowship  which  had  benefited  so  much  by  his 
wise  counsel  and  active  service.  His  wife,  Marion,  pre-deceased  him  in  1963. 
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Brother  McKinlay  was  a  member  of  St.  Andrew’s-River  Heights  United 
Church,  Winnipeg,  for  many  years  and  his  funeral  service  was  conducted 
by  the  minister,  Rev.  C.  Earle  Gordon. 

He  belonged  to  that  illustrious  company  of  faithful  citizens  whose  un¬ 
wearying  endeavours  result  in  a  better,  richer  community.  “Jim”  McKinlay 
has  answered  the  call  to  another  sphere  of  labour  where  the  Master  of 
all  good  workmen  has  set  him  to  work  anew.

ILL.  BRO.  DAVID  FREDERICK  ROSCOE  DOWNEY,  33° 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Downey  passed  away  in  his  sleep  during  the  early  hours  of 
Monday,  June  13th,  1966  at  the  age  of  91  years. 

Few  men  have  enjoyed  more  success  or  made  more  friends  than  the 
Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Downey  in  his  profession,  in  Masonry,  in  his  Church  and  in  his 
chosen  sports. 

Born  in  Peel  County  near  Bolton,  Ontario,  he  received  his  early  educa¬ 
tion  in  a  little  red  School  House  in  his  native  County.  His  secondary  schools 
were  Weston  High  School  and  Humberside  Collegiate  Institute,  Toronto. 
In  1907  he  graduated  from  Queen’s  University  and  in  1908  earned  his 
Bachelor  of  Paedagogy  from  the  same  Institution.  He  received  his  profes¬ 
sional  training  in  West  Toronto  Model  School  and  Hamilton  Normal 
College  where  his  unusual  natural  abilities  were  early  recognized  and  during 
his  entire  teaching  career  he  never  served  in  any  other  capacity  than  that  of 
Principal. 

“R.F.”  as  he  was  affectionately  named  by  his  friends  came  to  Peter¬ 
borough  in  1908  and  served  for  fifteen  years  as  Principal  of  Central  Public 
School.  One  of  his  pupils  during  this  period  was  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lester  B. 
Pearson  whose  father  was  then  minister  of  George  Street  Methodist  Church. 
Mr.  Pearson  has  been  a  life  long  admirer  of  his  former  teacher  of  whom  he 
said  during  a  T.V.  appearance  in  1963  “Mr.  Downey  made  school  interest¬ 
ing  and  challenging.  I  owe  more  to  him  than  I  can  acknowledge.” 

In  1923  the  Department  of  Education  appointed  Mr.  Downey  Public 
School  Inspector  for  West  Peterborough  and  East  Victoria  Counties,  a 
position  that  broadened  his  field  of  influence  for  the  betterment  of  teach¬ 
ing  in  this  section  of  Ontario.  He  retired  in  1945.  “R.F.”  was  twice  honoured 
by  his  fellow  teachers.  Once  when  he  was  elected  to  serve  for  a  three 
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year  term  on  the  Ontario  Advisory  Council  of  Education  and  again  when 
he  was  elected  president  of  the  Inspector’s  Section  of  the  Ontario  Educa¬ 
tional  Association. 

Recently  a  Peterborough  Public  School  was  named  in  his  honour  and 
further  honours  were  being  planned  for  him.  In  Masonry  he  served  in  many 
capacities  and  made  innumerable  friends.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and 
raised  in  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  101.  in  1911,  made  Royal  Arch  Mason  in 
1919,  joined  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in  Toronto  in  1920 
and  one  year  later  the  Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  32°  in  1924  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  and  was  coroneted 
33°  Honorary  Inspector-General  on  October  1st,  1945,  by  the  Supreme 
Council  at  Hamilton.  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Downey  was  worshipful  Master  of  his 
mother  Lodge  in  1921  and  served  as  Secretary  from  1922  until  his  death. 
He  was  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Peterborough  District  in  1939. 
Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
1939  and  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Peterborough  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  in  1936. 

Ill.'. Bro. ’.Downey  was  blessed  with  an  excellent  memory  and  retained 
his  unusual  mental  faculties  unimpaired  until  the  end.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  the  degree  work  and  in  the  passing  of  such  a  fine  ritualist  he  will 
be  sadly  missed.  This  worthy  Mason  was  looked  upon  as  the  Dean  of 
Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the  Peterborough  Valley.  He  was  so  kindly, 
thoughtful,  generous,  and  friendly  that  his  successor  will  find  him  a  very 
difficult  man  to  follow. 

“R.F.”  was  an  active  supporter  of  Trinity  United  Church  and  was 
Clerk  of  the  Session.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Lawn 
Bowling  Club  and  the  Curling  Club. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Downey  was  predeceased  by  his  wife  the  former  Annie  M. 
Smith  of  Whitby.  Their  union  was  not  blessed  with  children  but  during  their 
lifetime  together  they  took  a  vital  interest  in  the  young  people  of  the  City. 
Many  individuals  are  better  men  and  women  to-day  because  of  their  kindly 
interest  and  advice. 

A  largely  attended  Masonic  Service  for  our  Illustrious  Brother  was  held 
on  Tuesday  evening,  June  14th.  On  Wednesday  the  funeral  service  was 
held  in  Trinity  United  Church  followed  by  interment  in  Little  Lake 
Cemetery,  Peterborough. 

“We  have  lost  one  of  the  princes  of  Masonry,  but  our  lives  will  be 
richer  for  the  memories  he  has  left  with  us.”

ILL/.BRO.  GEORGE  ALEXANDER  MACDONALD,  33° 

The  City  of  Peterborough  lost  one  of  its  most  public-spirited  citizens  in 
the  death  on  July  6th,  1966,  of  Ill. \Bro.‘. George  Alexander  Macdonald 
at  the  age  of  83  years,  after  a  long  illness. 

Bro.'.  Macdonald  was  connected  with  the  municipal  life  in  Peter¬ 
borough  for  more  than  30  years.  He  was  first  elected  to  the  City  Council 
in  1926  where  he  served  with  distinction  for  10  years.  In  1936  he  was 
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elected  Mayor  with  a  large  majority  and  re-elected  by  acclamation  in  1937. 
In  1940  he  was  elected  to  the  Utilities  Commission  and  served  in  this 
capacity  for  18  years  when  impaired  health  led  to  his  retirement. 

Besides  his  numerous  civic  duties,  Bro. ’.Macdonald  also  found  time  to 
serve  as  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  1942-1945,  Chairman 
of  the  Advisory  Vocational  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  1938-1942 
and  member  of  the  Kirk  Session,  St.  Paul’s  Presbyterian  Church  from  1928. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Macdonald  was  also  prominent  in  Masonry.  He  was  initiated, 
passed  and  raised  in  Peterborough  Lodge,  No.  155.  He  joined  the  Peter¬ 
borough  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1923,  the  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  in  1936,  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  in  1941. 
Member  of  the  Royal  Order,  1944  and  was  coroneted  33°  Honorary 
Inspector-General  by  Supreme  Council  at  Quebec  City  on  October  1st, 
1946.  He  was  Master  of  Peterborough  Lodge  in  1917.  Thrice  Puissant 
Grand  Master  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Peterborough  Valley  in  1940. 
He  served  as  Grand  Almoner  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  until  his  death. 
He  also  was  a  director  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Limited  for  20  years  and 
was  a  past  president  of  the  Company.  He  served  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign 
in  Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  1951-1952.  He  also  was  an 
Oddfellow  for  more  than  50  years. 

Bro. ‘.George  Macdonald  was  born  in  1883  at  West  Zorra,  Oxford 
County.  He  attended  public  school  at  Embro  and  high  school  at 
Woodstock. 

He  came  to  Peterborough  at  the  age  of  16  and  entered  the  employ  of 
the  William  Hamilton  Company  to  learn  the  trade  of  toolmaker.  One  year 
later  he  enlisted  with  the  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles  for  service  in  the 
Boer  War.  On  his  return  from  South  Africa  he  completed  his  training  as 
toolmaker  and  took  employment  with  the  Canadain  General  Electric  Com¬ 
pany  and  later  with  the  Peterborough  Lock  Company.  When  the  DeLaval 
Company  came  to  Peterborough  in  1912  he  joined  that  firm  and  quickly 
rose  to  be  foreman  and  for  35  years  was  Plant  Superintendent. 

As  a  youth  George  was  an  outstanding  athlete.  He  played  baseball, 
soccer  and  rugby.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Peterborough  Intermediate 
O.R.F.U.  team  when  it  won  the  Dominion  championship  in  1905  and  the 
Peterborough  Senior  O.R.F.U.  team  that  won  the  Ontario  championship 
in  1907. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Macdonald  was  predeceased  by  his  wife,  the  former  Eleanor 
Dugan  who  passed  away  earlier  this  year.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Macdonald  were 
married  almost  58  years.  They  are  survived  by  a  daughter  Margaret,  Mrs. 
Leslie  Dyer  and  a  son  W.  Howard  who  is  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
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Peterborough  Scottish  Rite  Bodies.  There  are  also  three  grandchildren. 
To  all  members  of  the  family  we  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathy. 

The  funeral  service  in  St.  Paul’s  Presbyterian  Church  where  Bro.\ 
Macdonald  served  so  long  and  faithfully  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Calder, 
who  said  of  Bro.'. Macdonald:  “He  had  character  and  integrity  and  his  life 
was  a  contribution  to  others.”  When  he  retired  from  active  civic  life  he 
expressed  his  thanks  to  city  residents  for  their  confidence  in  him  in  elect¬ 
ing  him  Alderman,  Mayor  and  Commissioner.  He  considered  their  trust  a 
great  tribute  and  hoped  that  he  had  made  a  contribution  to  the  progress  of 
the  City.  This  was  the  statement  of  a  humble  man. 

“We  cannot  think  of  them  as  dead  who  walk  with  us  no  more 
Along  the  path  of  life  we  tread 
They  have  but  gone  before.”

ILL. ‘.BRO.  .CECIL  LESLIE  STRACHAN,  33° 

“London  Dentist  served  in  war,  led  Association”  was  the  simple  head¬ 
ing  in  the  press  account  announcing  the  sudden  death  of  Cecil  Leslie 
Strachan  on  July  6th,  1966,  in  his  sixty-eight  year. 

Born  in  Hamiota,  Manitoba,  he  left  after  his  early  education  to  enter 
Brandon  College,  before  leaving  in  1920  to  study  dentistry  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto,  leading  to  his  graduation  in  1924.  He  returned  to  the 
West  to  practice  in  Virden,  Manitoba,  from  1924  to  1939,  when  he  en¬ 
listed  for  Overseas  service  in  December,  1939.  Upon  discharge  in  1945,  he 
opened  a  private  practice  in  London,  Ontario,  which  he  continued  until 
1963,  when  he  was  appointed  by  the  London  Board  of  Education  to  super¬ 
vise  the  Public  and  Secondary  School  dental  services,  which  position  he 
held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

While  in  private  practice  he  was  — 

President  of  the  London  Dental  Association  in  1948; 

Member  of  Board  of  Governors  of  Ontario  Dental  Association 
for  seven  years,  being  President  in  1958-59; 

Member  of  Board  of  Governors  of  Canadian  Dental  Association, 
1953-58  and  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  from 
1956-58,  resigning  for  personal  reasons; 

Travelled  from  Coast  to  Coast  across  Canada  while  preparing  a 
brief  as  a  member  of  the  Royal  Commission  of  Health  Ser¬ 
vices. 
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Bro.’.Strachan’s  Military  awards  included:

Voluntary  Service  Medal,  1939-1945  and  Maple  Leaf

In  Masonry,  Illustrious  Brother  Strachan  was  Master  of  Lebanon 
Lodge  No.  43,  G.R.M.,  1934;  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Brandon 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  1934;  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  London  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  1956-57;  Chaplain  of  The  Tuscan  Lodge  No.  195, 
G.R.C.  1950;  Coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  of  Supreme 
Council  in  1959;  and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

Dr.  Strachan  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Mary  Emeline  Fallis 
and  a  daughter  Ruth  (Mrs.  Ronald  L.  Buchanan)  of  Fayetteville,  N.Y.,  and 
one  granddaughter. 

Interment  was  in  the  Cemetery  at  Jarvis,  Ontario.

ILL.  BRO  . HARRY  J  ALLEN,  33° 

Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Harry  J  Allen,  33°,  was  born  at  Gawcott,  Buckingham, 
England,  on  April  24th,  1882.

In  addition  to  being  a  distinguished  musician,  Brother  Allen  was  a 
champion  lawn  bowler,  playing  at  the  Victoria  Club.  In  1930  he  skipped  his 
rink  to  the  British  Empire  Games  Championship. 

A  member  of  the  East  Kiwanis  Club  of  Hamilton,  he  received  a 
plaque  last  year  from  Kiwanis  International  in  recognition  of  35  years  of 
continuous  membership.

Death,  after  a  lengthy  illness,  came  to  Ill.'. Bro.\ Norman  C.  Urquhart, 
33°,  on  September  3rd,  1966,  at  Toronto  General  Hospital.

Maple  Leaf  Gardens,  Limited;  Simpson-Sears  Limited;  Hudson  Bay  Mining 
and  Smelting  Co.,  Limited;  Photo  Engravers  and  Electrotypers,  Limited; 
Aunor  Mines,  Limited. 

Public  Service:  Bro. '.Norman  Urquhart  was  prominent  in  Red  Cross 
affairs,  and  in  recognition  of  his  war  time  services  he  was  made  a  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  British  Empire,  a  Commander  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem,  and  an  Officer  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honor. 

In  1945  he  headed  the  building  fund  campaign  for  the  Hospital  for 
Sick  Children. 

Chairman  of  the  Board,  Toronto  General  Hospital.  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  University  of  Toronto.

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Urquhart  bore  the  responsibilities  of  all  of  the  foregoing  in 
a  quiet,  retiring,  dignified  manner.  His  dedication  to  the  interests  of  many 
institutions  that  serve  mankind  was  typical  of  the  man  himself.  There  was 
no  blare  of  trumpets,  no  publicity — he  simply  and  quietly  “went  about 
doing  good”. 

The  City  in  which  he  lived  and  the  Country  he  loved  provided  the 
inspiration  for  a  life  of  service.

Record  of  Events: 

VISITS  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 
September  20th,  1965: 

Visited  Ottawa  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  to  receive  Ill. ’.Bro. '.George  C.  Derby,  33°,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  There  he  was  suitably  and  graciously  received,  accompanied 
by  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.George  Wilson,  33°,  Deputy  for  Manitoba.  After  the  reception 
in  the  Lodge  Room  and  a  dinner  a  reception  for  members  and  their  ladies 
was  held  at  the  Chateau  Laurier. 

September  22nd,  1965: 

This  day  Ill. '.Bro.'. George  C.  Derby  and  Mrs.  Derby  visited  in 
Kingston,  having  arrived  the  evening  before.

STATISTICS: 

The  appendices  to  the  Grand  Secretary  General’s  report  will  show  the 
annual  Returns  of  Membership  and  the  attendance  at  Maundy  Thursday 
and  Easter  Ceremonies. 
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Toronto  has  shown  the  greatest  percentage  of  growth  this  last  year 
and  Kingston  with  a  loss  of  13  is  away  at  the  bottom  of  the  list.  Barrie 
shows  a  loss  of  7  but  this  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  shrinkages  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  area  of  the  jurisdiction  over  the  past  years  which 
are  now  bound  to  show  up  as  the  membership  ages.  Ottawa  shows  no 
losses  and  no  gains.  The  rest  of  the  Valleys  show  moderate  gains  with 
Peterborough  leading  with  an  increase  of  18  members. 

Similarly  as  last  year,  the  attendance  at  the  Maundy  Thursday  Cere¬ 
monies  is  best  for  the  smaller  Chapters.  This  was  a  little  less  than  last  year 
but  the  smallest  Chapter  at  Niagara  Falls  had  an  attendance  of  41V2  per 
cent  and  the  next  smallest  Chapter  at  Kingston  had  30  per  cent.  Curiously 
the  attendance  for  Easter  is  on  the  whole  better  for  the  larger  Valleys 
although  this  does  not  hold  true  for  Ottawa. 

WAITING  PERIOD  BETWEEN  3°  AND  4°: 

There  is  still  a  considerable  degree  of  dissatisfaction  in  all  Valleys 
over  the  twelve  month  waiting  period  between  the  3rd  and  4th  degrees. 

BOUNDARIES  OF  JURISDICTIONS: 

Disputes  relative  to  the  boundaries  of  jurisdictions  occur  from  time 
to  time  and  there  appears  to  be  a  need  to  re-define  these  boundaries  in 
order  to  regularize  past  decisions  of  deputies  and  to  guide  deputies  in 
making  practical  and  regular  decisions. 

APPLICATION  FORMS: 

Your  deputy  has  discovered  a  curious  thing.  In  1949  a  revised  edition 
of  Statutes  and  Regulations  was  published  which  contained  a  new  form  for 
application  for  admittance  to  Lodges  of  Perfection  and  Chapters  Rose  Croix. 
This  was  a  change  from  the  previous  form  for  these  applications. 

To  this  date,  seventeen  years  later,  in  my  territory,  three  Lodges  of 
Perfection  have  conformed  to  this  change  as  have  also  two  Rose  Croix 
Chapters,  but  four  Lodges  of  Perfection  and  five  Rose  Croix  Chapters 
still  use  the  old  form.  This  suggests  that  the  presiding  officers  and  secretaries 
should  study  the  current  Statutes  and  Regulations  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  will  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

STATE  OF  THE  RITE: 

In  these  Valleys  the  state  of  the  Rite  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but  one 
would  like  to  see  an  increase  in  membership  in  keeping  with  the  general 
increase  in  the  population  of  the  country.  In  this  of  course  we  are  in  a 
very  great  measure  deeply  concerned  with  membership  in  Craft  Masonry.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  a  privilege  to  submit  this,  my  third,  annual  report  as  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec. 

I  regret  to  report  that,  during  the  year,  death  has  removed  twenty-three 
of  our  Illustrious  Brethren;  several  of  these  Brethren  had  been  very  active 
participants  in  the  work  of  our  Order  and  their  loss  is  felt  keenly. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  five  Bodies  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  staffed 
by  competent  and  interested  officers  whose  leadership  has  maintained  the 
forward  impetus  enjoyed  by  the  Rite  here  over  the  past  many  years,  this 
notwithstanding  another  decline  in  the  membership  of  the  Craft  Lodges 
in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  period  under  review. 

Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  nine  meetings  and  conferred 
seven  degrees;  these  included  the  sixth  and  ninth  degrees. 

Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  seven  meetings, 
conferring  three  degrees,  one  of  which  was  the  seventeenth. 

Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  held  five  meetings  including  the  Spring 
Reunion.  In  addition  to  the  obligatory  degrees,  the  twenty-first  was  con¬ 
ferred.  The  portrayal  of  the  Constans  Allegory  was  resumed  this  year  after 
an  absence  of  two  years. 

Of  the  twenty-one  meetings  of  the  Montreal  Bodies,  four  were  in  the 
form  of  Dinner  Meetings  and,  in  this  large  urban  area,  such  meetings  have 
proved  extremely  popular  especially  with  those  many  members  who  com¬ 
mute  daily  in  congested  traffic  from  distant  homes  to  downtown  places 
of  business.  The  convenience,  informality  and  leisureliness  of  these  meet¬ 
ings  results  in  a  much  more  friendly  atmosphere  than  is  generally  found 
in  the  later  and  more  formal  meetings;  this  proves  a  real  stimulus  to 
attendance. 

The  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  three  meetings  in  addition  to 
the  Fall  Reunion. 

The  Quebec  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  six  meetings  including  the 
Spring  Reunion. 

Your  Deputy  attended,  with  few  exceptions,  all  meetings  of  the 
Montreal  Bodies  and  of  the  Montreal  Executive  Committee.  He  also 
was  in  attendance  at  each  of  the  Reunions  of  the  Quebec  Bodies. 

Your  Deputy  was  guest  speaker  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Vermont 
Council  of  Deliberation  held  in  Burlington,  Vermont,  on  June  13th,  The 
subject  was  “Whither  Are  We  Directing  Our  Course.”  Arrangements  were 
made  at  this  meeting  for  an  interchange  of  visits  between  the  Vermont  and 
Montreal  Consistories. 
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The  highlight  of  the  year  in  this  Jurisdiction  was  the  holding  in 
Montreal,  of  the  91st  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  The  Brethren  of 
the  Montreal  Bodies,  ably  guided  by  our  Headquarters  Staff,  worked  hard 
prior  to  and  during  the  Session  and,  as  a  result,  a  most  satisfactory  Session 
ensued. 

The  writing  of  “The  History  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  in  the  Province  of  Quebec”  by  Illustrious  Brothers  A.  J.  B.  Milborne, 
33°,  and  G.  W.  Blackburn,  32°,  has  been  completed  and  the  work  will  be 
published  shortly. 

In  keeping  with  suggestions  received,  the  Secretaries  of  our  two 
Valleys  have  been  asked  to  publicize,  at  appropriate  times: 

(a)  purchase  of  the  1868-1960  Histories  of  Supreme  Council,  and 

(b)  excerpts  from  the  Annual  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  of  interest  to  local  members. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  two  Valleys  continues  satisfactory  with 
each  transferring  reserves  to  Capital  Account  at  the  year-end,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  the  Montreal  Valley  assumed  an  expense  of  $4,664.00  in 
connection  with  the  1965  meeting  of  Supreme  Council;  provision  for  this 
expenditure  had  been  made  over  several  previous  years.  During  the  year, 
the  Montreal  Valley  turned  over  $1,000.00  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  Capital  funds  of  the  Montreal  and  Quebec  Valleys  stand, 
respectively  at  $74,000.00  and  $8,000.00  plus  a  valued  interest,  in  the  case 
of  Quebec,  in  their  Temple  holding  company. 

While  the  Craft  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  showed  a  decrease  in 
membership  during  the  year  from  17,423  to  17,087,  all  Bodies  of  the  Rite 
showed  small  increases  as  the  following  table  reflects:

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council,  33°,  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Comander,  Peers  and  Brethren: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  yearly  report  on  the  activities 
of  the  Valleys  of  Saint  John  and  Moncton  for  the  year  1965-66. 

This  has  been  a  season  of  increased  interest  in  this  jurisdiction  and  1 
had  the  pleasure  of  attending  all  meetings  of  the  Scottish  Rite  held  in 
Saint  John  and  also  attended  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  several 
occasions. 

The  highlight  of  the  season  was  the  formation  of  a  14°  Club  in 
Fredericton  which  will  be  referred  to  elsewhere  in  my  report. 

Dr.  H.  W.  MacDonald,  32°,  headed  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  in  a  very  efficient  manner  until  February  18,  1966,  when  he  was 
replaced  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.A.  G.  Staples,  32°,  who  will  hold  office  for  the  next 
two  years. 

In  the  Harington  Chapter  Rose  Croix  we  also  had  an  election  and 
installation  when  Ill.'. Bro.*. Wm.  Chahley,  32°  and  his  slate  of  officers 
took  over  the  reigns  of  office  on  April  14th,  1966,  for  a  two  year  term. 

The  New  Brunswick  Consistory  also  have  a  new  slate  of  officers  in 
that  Ill. '.Bro.*. Douglas  Foster,  32°  and  officers  were  elected  and  installed 
to  office  in  the  Consistory  for  the  next  two  years. 

In  Moncton  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  lost  their  Thrice  Puissant  Grand 
Master  when  Sov.‘. Prince  Eldon  D.  Taylor,  18°,  was  transferred  to 
Montreal  during  the  season  and  his  place  ably  taken  by  Ill. '.Bro. ’.Dr.  H. 
E.  Britton,  33°  who  carried  out  his  duties  in  his  usual  efficient  manner. 

Nine  meetings  of  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  were  held  during 
the  season  with  twenty-two  candidates  receiving  their  initiation  along  with 
one  affiliation  giving  us  an  increase  in  membership  of  six  due  to  three 
withdrawals,  three  suspensions  and  eleven  deaths.  Membership  is  now  five 
hundred  and  eighty-six. 

The  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  ten  meetings  and  conferred 
the  14°  on  twenty-eight  candidates  and  had  one  affiliation.  Their  net  gain 
for  the  year  was  twenty-one,  having  five  deaths,  one  withdrawal  and  two 
suspensions. 

Due  to  weather  conditions  it  was  necessary  for  several  of  us  to 
return  to  Saint  John  on  Installation  Night  at  Moncton  without  completing 
our  trip  and  arrangements  were  made  for  Ill. '.Bro.*. Dr.  H.  E.  Britton,  33° 
to  instal  Ill.'.Bro.'.A.  A.  Cummings,  32°,  as  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master 
and  also  to  instal  his  slate  of  officers  for  a  one  year  term. 
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The  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  four  meetings 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  twenty  new  members  and  two  affilia¬ 
tions.  However,  death  called  eleven  from  our  midst  and  four  were  suspended 
and  four  withdrew  membership  making  a  gain  of  three  or  a  new  total  of 
five  hundred  and  twenty-one  members. 

Preparations  are  being  made  to  hold  a  re-union  this  fall  due  to  the 
success  of  the  Chapter  in  receiving  new  applications  and  we  are  pleased  to 
announce  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  consented  to  be  our 
guest  on  that  occasion.  Tentative  date  is  October  8th. 

The  New  Brunswick  Consistory  held  five  meetings  during  the  term 
and  initiated  seventeen  candidates  and  had  one  affiliation.  Nine  members 
were  called  by  death,  one  was  suspended  and  two  withdrew  membership 
giving  a  total  membership  of  three  hundred  and  forty  or  a  gain  of  six. 

We  are  therefore  pleased  to  announce  a  slight  gain  in  all  bodies  of 
the  Rite. 

The  14°  Club  in  Bathurst  is  still  in  operation  and  this  season  held  an 
election  of  officers  and  Wm.  Spence,  32°  was  elected  as  President.  It  is 
hoped  that  new  interest  will  be  created  when  the  club  renews  its  meetings 
this  fall. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  journey  to  Fredericton  on  several  occasions 
with  several  of  the  Honoraries  from  Saint  John  to  endeavour  to  create 
increased  interest  in  the  Rite  in  Fredericton  and  surrounding  territory. 

On  March  30th  of  this  year  a  banquet  and  general  meeting  was  held 
in  Fredericton  when  the  brethren  honored  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Luke  S.  Morrison, 
33°  on  his  having  been  a  member  of  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection 
for  fifty  years.  Members  from  Saint  John  and  Moncton  attended  with  the 
Fredericton  Brethren  and  the  occasion  was  an  outstanding  success. 

Ill.'. Bro.*. R.  F.  Wright,  33°  Past  Active  and  Past  Deputy  presented 
Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Morrison  with  a  Fifty  Year  Jewel  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council. 

After  the  Banquet  a  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  new  activity  in  the 
territory  and  I  was  called  upon  to  speak  on  the  advantages  of  a  14°  Club. 
A  Committee  was  appointed  to  head  up  formation  and  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  organization  took  place  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. Leslie  J.  Brewer,  32°,  elected 
as  first  President. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Warren  Maxwell,  33°,  for  his  interest 
and  organizing  ability  in  arranging  for  the  banquet  and  meetings. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the  Atlantic  Provinces  DeMolay  Conclave 
in  Saint  John  on  August  16th,  1965,  when  I  was  presented  as  the  Deputy 
for  the  Scottish  Rite.  It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  this  or¬ 
ganization  in  allowing  them  free  use  of  our  quarters  for  their  meetings. 
Many  of  the  leaders  in  New  Brunswick  are  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 
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I  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick 
where  I  was  introduced  as  Deputy  of  the  Scottish  Rite  for  New  Brunswick. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  “History  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  New 
Brunswick”  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printers  and  will  be  distributed  free 
of  charge  to  the  brethren  this  Fall. 

This  history  was  started  by  the  late  III.’.  Bro. '.C.  McN.  Steeves,  33° 
while  he  was  our  Deputy  and  on  his  death  Ill.'. Bro. ’.R.  V.  Harris,  33°  of 
Halifax  very  kindly  took  over  and  after  much  time  and  effort  completed 
the  work  started  by  Ill. \Bro.\ Steeves.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.Harris  for  his  splendid  co-operation  in  this  connection. 

The  Scottish  Rite  received  a  severe  blow  this  year  when  Ill. ".Bro. '.Roy 
E.  Crawford,  32°,  who  had  been  our  Grand  Treasurer  for  nearly  forty 
years  was  called  to  his  sublime  home  above  on  December  9th,  1965.  He 
will  be  greatly  missed  in  this  jurisdiction.  Ill. '.Bro.'. A.  C.  Lemmon,  33° 
Grand  Secretary  and  I  were  honored  in  being  invited  to  act  as  pallbearers. 

During  the  season  it  was  my  pleasure  to  make  the  following 
presentations: — 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Dr.  H.  W.  MacDonald,  32°,  Past  Thrice  Puissant  Grand 
Master  Jewel. 

Ill.'. Bro.'. R.  V.  Purdy,  32°,  Past  Most  Wise  Sovereign  Jewel. 

Ill.'. Bro.'. P.  L.  D.  Drader,  32°,  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Jewel. 

A  very  successful  Ladies’  Night  was  held  by  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of 
Perfection  in  the  Admiral  Beatty  Hotel  in  Saint  John  on  November  15, 
1965,  and  was  largely  attended.  The  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Ill. '.Bro.'. 
Perley  Roy,  32°,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 
I  spoke  briefly  on  the  Charitable  Foundation  announcing  that  we  had 
forwarded  a  cheque  for  $1,000  as  our  initial  contribution  towards  this  very 
outstanding  cause  and  we  extend  our  congratulations  to  those  who  are 
making  such  a  splendid  contribution  in  offering  their  services  in  organizing 
and  controlling  this  new  venture  of  the  Rite. 

At  Supreme  Council  Sessions  in  Montreal  last  September  Ill. '.Bro.'. 
R.  F.  Wright,  33°  Active,  applied  for  transfer  to  Past  Active  Rank  and 
transfer  was  accepted.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  recommend  as  his  successor 
Ill. '.Bro. '.George  B.  Ingraham  and  nomination  was  accordingly  accepted 
and  Bro. '.Ingraham  crowned  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  on 
September  15th.  He  should  be  a  valued  member  of  Supreme  Council  as 
he  is  a  splendid  ritualist,  organizer  and  one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  in  New  Brunswick. 

Ill. '.Bro. ’.Wright  has  made  a  great  contribution  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
in  this  jurisdiction  having  occupied  the  East  in  two  bodies  of  the  Rite  and 
holding  the  office  of  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick  on  two  occasions.  He 
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gave  great  assistance  and  advice  to  me  and  was  a  great  help  in  making 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Deputy  lighter.  We  are  grateful  to  know 
that  his  interest  in  the  Scottish  Rite  is  still  evident. 

Church  Services  were  held  by  the  brethren  in  both  Saint  John  and 
Moncton.  In  Saint  John  they  attended  Divine  Service  in  Trinity  Anglican 
Church  on  March  27,  1966,  where  the  Lesson  wai  read  by  the  Thrice 
Puissant  Grand  Master,  A.  G.  Staples,  32°  and  the  sermon  delivered  by 
the  Ven.  A.  R.  Caulfield,  B.A.,  L.S.T.  and  in  Moncton  the  service  was 
held  in  St.  John’s  United  Church  on  October  3rd,  1965.  A  large  number 
of  the  brethren  attended  these  services. 

Our  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday  Services  were  very  suc¬ 
cessful  this  year  and  were  largely  attended.  On  Maundy  Thursday  the  15° 
and  18°  were  exemplified  on  a  representative  group  of  candidates  from 
around  the  Province  and  the  work  carried  out  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the 
highest  praise. 

At  our  Feast  of  the  Pascal  Lamb  a  very  appropriate  address  was 
delivered  by  one  of  our  own  members,  Sov.*. Prince  J.  A.  H.  Rector,  18° 
and  he  was  highly  congratulated  by  the  brethren  both  for  the  content  of 
the  address  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was  delivered.  The  Extinguishing  of 
the  Lights  was  then  carried  out  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Apartments  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  officers  of  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

The  Relighting  dedication  on  Sunday  afternoon  was  held  in  Saint 
John  with  Subordinate  Lodges  being  organized  in  Fredericton,  Moncton, 
Newcastle  and  Bathurst  with  approximately  the  same  attendance  as  in 
1965. 

During  the  year  an  Honorary  33°  Membership  Jewel  was  presented  to 
Ill.*.Bro.*.J.  A.  Saunders,  one  of  the  1965  class  at  Montreal,  by  the 
Moncton  brethren. 

Honorary  membership  in  the  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  was 
conferred  on  Ill.*. Bros.*. Luke  S.  Morrison,  33°  and  Arthur  W.  Mclnnis,  32° 
due  to  their  long  term  of  membership  in  the  Rite. 

On  March  10th,  1966,  Ill.’.Bro.'.A.  C.  Lennon  and  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  attending  a  Banquet  and  Craft  Lodge  meeting  in  Amherst,  N.S.  marking 
the  80th  birthday  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Norman  T.  Avard,  33°  of  Amherst  who  is 
also  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia.  Both 
events  were  largely  attended  and  were  very  successful  and  a  complete  sur¬ 
prise  to  our  good  friend  and  brother. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  splendid  support 
given  to  me  by  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  my  jurisdiction  and 
also  in  Hamilton.

The  A.  &  A.S.R.  was  officially  represented  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  B.  Dickey, 
33°  at  the  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Nova  Scotia  held  in  Kentville,  N.S.  on  14th  May,  1966.

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FINANCIAL 

The  financial  structure  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a 
firm  position. 

The  investment  portfolio  of  the  3  Halifax  bodies  stands  at  $118,849.00. 
All  investments  are  limited  to  Trustee  Securities. 

Our  Grand  Treasurer,  Ill. \Bro.\ Arch  Crease,  33°,  has  been  keeper  of 
the  purse  for  43  years. 

Ill. '.Bro.'. Harvey  R.  Doane,  33°,  Active  Member  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  has  been  asked  to  study  the  operative  cost  of  our  3  Halifax  bodies. 
This  covered  a  period  of  5  years  and  has  revealed  the  fact  that  the  total 
operatife  cost,  which  is  $22.00  per  member,  is  greater  than  the  annual 
dues  of  $15.00.  The  balance  has  come  from  entrance  fees.  This  matter  is 
now  receiving  attention  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  question  of  entrance  fees  is  also  now  being  studied. 


THE  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

I  feel  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  our  Valleys  is  very  good  even  though 
interest  in  fraternal  organizations  is  lagging. 

The  overall  picture  from  the  standpoint  of  membership  shows  progres¬ 
sive  growth  in  every  constituent  body  except  one  and  it  showed  a  loss  foi 
the  year  of  only  one. 

The  enthusiasm  and  the  zeal  displayed  by  our  Scottish  Rite  Clubs  is 
very  encouraging. 

I  think  that  there  will  be  improvement  in  the  attendance  at  the  Obliga¬ 
tory  Easter  Services. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Clubs  are  interested  in  holding  Informal  Easter 
Services  in  smaller  centres  of  Scottish  Rite  population.  Thus  there  will  be 
a  tendency  to  decentralize. 

The  new  Lodge  of  Perfection,  U.D.  is  making  satisfactory  progress. 
At  their  Reunion  last  year  they  put  on  the  4°  and  7°,  and  this  year  they 
will  do  the  5°  and  13°. 

The  new  Scottish  Rite  Club  in  St.  Johns,  Nfld.,  with  9  members  in  St. 
Johns  out  of  a  total  of  18  in  Nfld.,  has  asked  for  a  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Reunion  to  be  held  in  St.  Johns  on  October  28th,  and  29th.  Prospects  for 
a  large  class  of  candidates  are  very  good.  The  cost  of  this  very  necessary 
venture,  however,  is  a  cause  of  concern. 

The  Valley  of  Summerside  is  planning  for  a  Reunion  for  the  first  time. 
It  is  to  be  put  on  by  the  Chapter  and  has  requested  the  Chapter  in  Halifax 
to  come  over  and  put  on  the  17°. 
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All  of  these  prospective  events  denote  good  health  and  strength  of 
the  Rite  in  the  Maritimes.  It  shows  the  spirit,  loyalty  and  fellowship  of  our 
membership  to  be  on  a  high  level. 

I  should  be  remiss  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  refer  to  a  survey  of  our 
membership,  just  completed,  by  our  newly  elected  Grand  Secretary,  Ill.*. 
Bro.'.E.  A.  Cook,  32°.  We  are  now  prepared  to  send  all  Deputies  a  list  of 
our  Scottish  Rite  members  residing  in  their  jurisdictions. 

For  instance  there  are  54  of  our  members  residing  in  Ontario.  Are 
they  attending  Blue  Lodge  and  Scottish  Rite  meetings?  Much  good  should 
be  the  result  of  exchanging  information. 

The  good  health  and  the  strength  of  our  Scottish  Rite  is  due  to  the 
leadership  of  our  Masters  and  Officers  of  all  bodies.  On  the  other  hand, 
every  member  of  the  Rite  must  be  acutely  conscious  of  his  responsibility 
to  Craft  Masonry  and  do  what  we  can  to  reverse  the  trend.

I  wish  now  to  pay  well-earned  tributes  to  the  Presiding  Officers,  to  all 
Officers,  degree  workers  and  personnel  of  all  committees  of  all  constituent 
bodies.

33°.

Clyde  S.  Clancy,  33°,  Past  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  to 
Ill.'.Bro. ‘.Harvey  R.  Doane,  33°,  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council. 

We  thank  Ill.*.Bro.*.D.  R.  Arklie,  32°  for  his  services  to  the  Rite  as 
Grand  Secretary  and  we  sincerely  regret  that  his  health  would  not  permit 
him  to  carry  on.

We  are  trying  hard  to  get  a  change  of 
accommodation,  but  until  we  do  we  shall  have  to  do  the  best  we  can  where 
we  are.  We  are  working  along  with  Grand  Lodge  on  a  new  Masonic 
Temple,  but  so  far  have  not  been  able  to  agree  on  what  we  would  like, 
and  what  some  feel  we  can  afford.  It  is  a  slow  tough  road.  Grand  Lodge 
has  purchased  a  fine  piece  of  property,  and  any  day  may  spring  the  news 
that  the  building  is  under  way.  A  great  deal  depends  upon  the  space  which 
will  be  allotted  to  us,  this  will  be  the  deciding  factor  as  to  whether  we  go 
into  the  new  building  or  not. 

All  of  the  routine  duties  pertaining  to  the  Rite  in  Manitoba  were 
carried  out  as  required.  Dispensations  were  granted,  installations  carried 
out,  and  all  requests  for  services  from  other  Valleys  outside  our  jurisdiction 
were  dealt  with  cheerfully.  We  also  had  to  depend  on  help  from  other 
Valleys  in  the  matter  of  conferring  degrees  on  our  candidates,  this  was 
greatly  appreciated  by  us. 

We  had  a  serious  flood  threat  this  Spring,  so  transferred  our  Reunion 
Degree  meetings  of  April  27th  and  28th  to  Fort  Garry  Hotel.  It  was  a  fine 
class,  the  degree  work  good,  however  our  attendance  was  held  down 
because  of  a  terrific  blizzard  which  tied  up  City  traffic  and  made  it  an 
impossibility  for  the  Country  members  to  come.  Those  Brethren  who  were 
able  to  make  it  liked  the  new  arrangements,  and  felt  it  might  be  a  good 
idea  to  repeat  it  next  year.  Incidentally,  the  flood  only  came  close,  but  we 
did  not  like  to  take  a  chance  at  529  Wellington  Crescent  for  it  certainly 
looked  as  if  we  might  run  into  trouble  there. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  histories  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  both 
Brandon  and  Winnipeg  will  be  completed  in  time  for  our  1967  Anniversary 
year.  Both  records  are  in  good  hands  and  well  on  the  way.  We  have  not 
accomplished  a  great  deal  on  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation  program  so  far. 
We  have  been  so  involved  with  setting  up  our  new  finance  structure  and  in 
getting  our  general  reorganization  program  running  smoothly,  then  of 
course  the  building  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple  has  been  uppermost  in  our 
minds.  We  did  publicize  the  Foundation  in  our  notices  though,  so  our 
members  are  all  aware  of  it. 

An  outstanding  event  in  our  year  was  a  trip  to  Indiana.  A  number  of 
Brethren  took  the  trip  to  check  over  buildings  and  Scottish  Rite  operations 
in  general.  We  toured  Fort  Wayne,  South  Bend  and  Indianapolis  with 
Ill.’.Bro.’.W.  Henry  Roberts,  33°,  Deputy  for  Indiana;  Ill.*. Bro.'. Albert 
N.  Hepler  Jr.,  33°,  Active  Member;  Ill.".Bro.*.Byard  H.  Smith,  33°,  Active 
Member;  and  a  number  of  the  officers  and  Brethren  of  the  three  Valleys 
we  visited.  Words  cannot  express  our  gratitude  and  thanks  for  the  wonder¬ 
ful  treatment  we  received,  all  at  no  expense  to  ourselves  after  our  arrival  in 
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Indiana.  We  came  home  really  enthused  and  full  of  admiration  for  the 
tremendously  complete  and  well  run  operation  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in 
Indiana.  The  buildings  and  all  their  accommodations  are  really  beautiful. 
Every  aspect  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Indiana  made  our  trip  most  worthwhile, 
and  one  we  shall  remember  for  years  to  come.  We  are  extremely  indebted 
to  our  Scottish  Rite  Brothers  in  Indiana  and  thank  them  most  sincerely  for 
their  wonderful  fellowship,  hospitality  and  co-operation,  but  most  of  all 
for  the  three  wonderful  degrees  we  were  privileged  to  witness. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  re-organizing  our  Scottish  Rite  operations  here 
in  Winnipeg.  We  picked  up  several  ideas  on  our  visit  to  Indiana,  and  have 
been  discussing  other  angles  of  our  own,  so  we  hope  before  long  to  come 
up  with  a  complete  program.  In  order  not  to  get  “off  the  beam”  we  invited 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  come  to  Winnipeg,  and  suggested  he 
bring  with  him  a  couple  of  advisors,  so  that  we  could  have  a  full  discussion 
of  our  projected  changes.  We  wanted  to  be  sure  we  kept  within  the  bounds 
of  our  Constitution  and  by-laws.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
arrange  a  date,  Saturday,  April  30th,  just  between  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  visits  in  the  East  and  one  in  Alberta.  He  persuaded  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
W.G.  Welby,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General,  H.’.E.’.,  and  Ill.’.Bro. ’.Ralph 
H.  Rutherford,  33°,  (Hon.)  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  to  accom¬ 
pany  him,  and  we  had  a  very  fine  meeting.  We  are  endeavoring  to  stream¬ 
line  our  operations  by  having  much  fuller  co-operation  between  our  Bodies, 
and  by  having  several  main  committees  handling  all  three  Bodies,  instead 
of  one  committee  for  the  same  work  in  each.  However  each  Body  would 
have  to  carry  on  the  necessary  work  as  outlined  in  our  Constitution.  We 
believe  we  can  have  one  character  committee,  composed  of  32°  members, 
one  program  committee,  one  entertainment  committee  and  so  on. 

We  are  now  inviting  our  candidates  into  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  as  a 
whole.  We  expect  to  charge  $150.00  fee,  which  will  include  cost  of  collar 
and  ring.  Our  dues  at  present  are  $20.00  per  year  for  the  three  Bodies. 
This  program  may  sound  contrary  to  our  Constitution,  but  after  a  full  and 
comprehensive  discussion  with  the  Officers  of  Supreme  Council,  previously 
referred  to,  we  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  could  be  worked  out  if  the 
applications,  dues  and  balloting  were  properly  handled. 

Once  again  we  were  most  happy  to  accept  the  invitation  extended  by 
Ill.’.Bro.’ John  B.  Tomhave,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in 
Minnesota,  last  November,  to  witness  the  conferral  of  the  33°,  and  the 
Investiture  of  the  K.C.C.H.  Ill.’.Bro. ’.Tomhave  and  his  associates  gave  us 
a  truly  wonderful  week-end,  as  always.  The  high  calibre  of  their  work  and 
their  gracious  hospitality  left  nothing  to  be  desired.  We  certainly  do  treasure 
this  fine  fellowship,  and  are  most  grateful  to  our  Brethren  across  the 
Border  for  sharing  these  memorable  occasions  with  us. 
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We  are  also  indebted  to  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Edward  J.  Franta,  33°,  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspector-General  in  North  Dakota,  for  his  kind  invitation  of 
February  5th,  and  sincerely  regret  some  of  our  members  were  unable  to 
attend.  We  are  indeed  pleased  to  see  Ill.*. Bro. '.Edward  J.  Franta,  33°,  is 
now  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General,  having  had  this  honor  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  last  fall  in  Washington,  D.C. 

We  record  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  three  of  our  Honorary  33° 
members,  Ill.'.Bro.’.J.  R.  Reid  of  Brandon;  Ill.'.Bro.’.J.  D.  McKinlay  and 
Ill. ‘.Bro.* .J.  W.  Sanger,  both  of  Winnipeg.  I  have  already  made  reference 
to  the  passing  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. George  E.  Bushnell,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  We  also  note  losses  in  other 
Jurisdictions  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  around  the  world.  We  would  like 
to  express  our  deepest  sympathy  in  all  these  situations,  particularly  includ¬ 
ing  all  members  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  Canada.  All  will  be  sorely 
missed,  and  may  the  Most  High  comfort  and  bless  their  loved  ones  left 
behind. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Robert  L.  Jex,  33°,  general  chairman  of  the  Supreme 
Council  Sessions  to  be  held  in  Winnipeg  in  1967,  has  assured  us  he  will  have 
everything  ready  and  waiting  a  year  from  now.  Committees  will  soon  be 
completed  and  hard  at  work.  Headquarters  have  been  confirmed  at  the 
Fort  Garry  Hotel,  where  we  believe  all  events  can  be  held.  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander’s  Dinner  may  have  to  be  held  elsewhere  if  we  allow 
total  attendance  beyond  the  500  mark.  This  will  depend  on  our  total  regis¬ 
tration  figure,  and  the  number  of  tickets  we  decide  to  sell  to  local  members. 

This  completes  our  report  for  1966.  Once  again  I  must  say  a  very 
sincere  “thank  you”  to  all  those  who  have  helped  us  in  any  way  to  accom¬ 
plish  our  aims  and  objects.  A  very  special  “thank  you”  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  the  officers  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  staff  at 
Hamilton.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia. 

My  first  year  as  Deputy  has  not  only  been  a  new  and  interesting 
experience,  but  a  rich  and  rewarding  one  as  well.  It  is  rather  difficult  to 
express  adequately  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  Supreme  Council,  the 
Officers  and  members  of  all  the  bodies  for  their  kindness,  co-operation  and 
loyalty.  To  our  beloved  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.’. 
Bro.’. George  C.  Derby,  33°,  whom  I  succeeded  as  Deputy,  I  extend  my 
grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  friendship,  counsel  and  advice. 
His  wisdom  and  experience  has  been  most  valuable  to  me. 

The  past  year  in  British  Columbia  has  been  one  of  satisfaction  result^ 
ing  from  steady  progress,  largely  because  of  the  conscientious  leadership 
combined  with  the  unwavering  support  of  officers  and  members  alike. 

It  is  with  regret  I  have  to  report  the  passing  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above, 
of  forty-one  of  our  members.  We  recall  their  long  years  of  devoted  service 
to  Freemasonry.  The  passing  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Earle  Megaw,  33°,  Honorary,  on 
November  21st,  1965,  cast  a  shadow  over  our  whole  community.  Ill. '.Bro.'. 
Megaw  was  a  beloved  figure  in  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  Valley  of 
Vernon.  He  was  a  sincere  and  earnest  worker  in  our  ranks  and  will  be 
greatly  missed.  Our  deepest  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  families  of  all  our 
departed  brethren. 

During  the  year  I  visited  the  various  Valleys  under  my  charge,  both 
officially  and  unofficially.  The  degree  work  as  exemplified  by  the  various 
Bodies  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  convey  in  a  very  impressive  manner  the 
lessons  taught.  I  think  it  is  indeed  fortunate  that  we  have  so  many  capable 
brethren  who  are  willing  and  eager  to  give  of  their  time  and  talents  to 
carry  on  this  very  important  work. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  membership  in  the  Lodges  of 
Perfection,  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  and  the  Consistory.  While  our  increase 
is  not  large,  when  we  consider  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia 
for  the  second  year  has  shown  a  decrease,  I  believe  this  reflects  a  growing 
desire  on  the  part  of  interested  brethren  to  seek  for  more  light  and  know¬ 
ledge  in  Freemasonry. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  that  attendance  at  Maundy  Thursday 
and  Easter  Day  services  was  above  that  of  last  year.  Special  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  good  increase  in  attendance  at  Maundy  Thursday  in  Van¬ 
couver.  I  feel  it  was  the  direct  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Officers  and  those 
members  of  the  Chapter  who  telephoned  every  member  residing  in  the 
Greater  Vancouver  area  to  request  their  attendance  on  this  important 
occasion.  The  result  was  most  gratifying,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  continue 
this  practice  in  the  future.  To  all  those  members  who  took  part  in  this 
good  work  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation. 

While  I  paid  no  official  visit  to  the  Vancouver  Bodies,  I  did  attend 
practically  all  the  meetings.  It  was  my  privilege  to  install  the  Officers  of 
the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Vancouver  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix.  On  both  of  these  occasions,  I  was  accompanied  and  assisted  by  the 
Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  who  have  been  most  attentive  to 
their  duties. 

My  first  official  visit  was  to  the  Fraser  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
Langley  on  October  23rd,  1965,  where  I  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the 
12°  by  members  of  the  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  from  Kamloops.

There  is  a  very  fine  spirit  of  friendship  and 
harmony  between  the  two  Lodges  of  Perfection  on  Vancouver  Island.  The 
Victoria  brethren  have  been  most  helpful  to  Colville  Lodge  and  are  only 
too  willing  to  assist  wherever  possible. 

I  arranged  my  visits  to  Prince  George,  Vernon,  Nelson  and  Trail  to 
be  with  them  on  the  occasion  of  their  Reunions,  which  were  held  on  May 
31st,  June  2nd  and  June  4th  respectively.  I  travelled  by  car  and  I  would 
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like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Ill.'. Bro. ‘.W.  McRae,  32°,  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.S. 
Turkington,  32°,  two  very  dear  friends  of  mine  who  were  my  travelling 
companions. 

The  meeting  of  Cariboo  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Prince  George  was  a 
very  successful  one.  The  14°  was  conferred  on  nine  candidates  in  a  very 
able  and  excellent  manner.  The  work  compares  favourably  with  those  of 
the  older  lodges  and  the  Officers  and  Brethren  are  to  be  congratulated. 

Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  an  outstanding  Reunion.  A  very 
large  attendance  including  several  brethren  from  Wenatchee,  Washington, 
headed  by  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Frank  Sontag,  33°.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  Ill.'.Bro.’.W.  Tyre,  33°,  and  Ill. '.Bro. '.Alex  Eastwood,  33°, 
who  journeyed  from  Vancouver  to  be  present  on  this  occasion.  The  con¬ 
ferring  of  the  14°  by  the  Officers  of  the  lodge  on  a  large  class  of  24  candi¬ 
dates  was  extremely  well  done. 

Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Nelson,  and  Boundary  Lodge  of 
Perfection  in  Trail  had  a  combined  Reunion  which  was  held  in  Nelson.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  that  season  of  the  year  when  the  Deputy  for  the  Province  must 
put  on  paper  an  account  of  his  year  of  service  to  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  to 
summarize  for  the  Supreme  Council  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  his 
province.  The  past  year,  ending  May  31st,  1966,  was  one  of  progress  and 
prosperity  for  the  people  of  Alberta.  There  was  a  good  crop,  and  although 
slightly  damaged  by  frost,  it  still  produced  a  very  good  income.  There  were 
no  calamities  or  tragedies,  and  the  people  were  happy.  These  conditions 
were  reflected  in  the  Scottish  Rite. 

The  outstanding  event  in  the  Scottish  Rite  world  was  the  visit  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill. \Bro.\ George  C.  Derby,  33°,  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  who  spent  the  first  week  of  the  month  of  May  with  us.  It  Was 
a  week  of  beautiful  weather,  real  western  sunlight,  and  quite  warm,  but 
just  the  week  before,  a  large  area  surrounding  Calgary  had  received  18 
inches  of  beautiful,  soft,  white  snow,  which  brought  travelling  to  a  stand¬ 
still. 


On  their  arrival  in  Alberta,  they  were  received  and  entertained  most 
delightfully  at  a  reception  given  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.Roy  Austin,  33°,  Active,  and 
Mrs.  Austin,  in  their  beautiful  home  overlooking  the  city  of  Calgary.  There 
were  present  many  33°  members  and  officers  of  the  various  Calgary 
Bodies,  with  their  wives. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  visited  all  five  Valleys  in  the 
Province  and  left  a  splendid,  inspiring  message  for  the  brethren,  who 
thoroughly  enjoyed  his  visit  and  the  privilege  of  meeting  so  distinguished  a 
leader.  I  expect  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  will  report  on  his  visit 
to  the  various  Bodies  in  more  detail. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  must  report  the  death  of  Ill.'.Bro.'. 
Samuel  Harris,  33°,  on  December  23rd,  1965.  This  well  known  and 
respected  Freemason  passed  away  in  the  High  Prairie  hospital  after  many 
months  of  illness.  We  also  suffered  the  loss  of  43  of  our  brethren  through¬ 
out  the  province.  We  extend  our  condolence  and  sympathy  to  the  families 
and  relatives. 

The  number  one  problem,  of  course,  is  the  small  attendance  at  lodge 
meetings,  and  the  scarcity  of  candidates  for  initiation.  It  is  all  very  com- 
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forting  to  say  that  quality  is  more  important  than  quantity,  but  I  would 
point  out  that  quality  must  be  discovered  and  developed  after  we  receive 
the  candidate,  and  that  new  members  are  necessary  for  growth  and  well 
being.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  in  the  future  our  losses  by  death  shall 
probably  increase,  making  necessary  a  greater  effort  to  obtain  new  mem¬ 
bers,  if  we  are  to  remain  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

All  five  Lodges  of  Perfection  have  active  and  enthusiastic  member¬ 
ship  committees.  The  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Calgary  has  a  two-fold 
program,  a  class  receiving  the  degrees  monthly  and  a  reunion  or  field  day 
early  in  January,  1967. 

Central  Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection  has  been  very  successful  under 
the  Junior  Warden,  Ul.'.Bro.’.Ron  Martin,  32°,  in  getting  more  members 
out,  and  securing  a  very  fine  class  of  ten  candidates  for  this  year.  His 
committee  consists  of  a  key  man  in  each  town,  and  he  phones  the  members 
of  that  area  on  request  from  the  Junior  Warden.  The  attendance  has  in¬ 
creased  but  we  are  still  seeking  methods  to  bring  out  those  members  who 
seldom  attend. 

The  attendance  in  Edmonton  this  year  showed  a  marked  improvement. 

We  had  a  meeting  of  the  officers  and  33°  Masons  in  Edmonton  during 
the  early  fall,  at  which  time  plans  for  increasing  membership  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  general  conditions  were  discussed.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there 
could  be  much  improvement  in  the  social  meeting  after  lodge,  especially 
if  the  Junior  Warden  would  formulate  a  plan  some  months  previous  to 
the  meeting.  It  is  believed  that  members  prefer  a  short,  prepared  address 
on  some  Scottish  Rite  subject  rather  than  a  long  speech  on  some  non- 
Masonic  subject.  It  is  noted  that  many  of  our  members,  especially  the 
younger  men,  are  asking  for  information  about  Scottish  Rite  history  and 
philosophy. 

The  Benevolent  Foundation  has  received  an  appropriate  amount  of 
attention  and  all  Bodies  have  had  informative  talks.  In  all  Valleys  a 
member  has  been  selected  to  represent  the  Foundation  Fund  in  that  Valley. 
Contributions  this  year  seem  to  have  come  from  the  lodge  funds.  It  now 
remains  to  arouse  more  interest  in  the  individual  member,  that  we  may 
have  more  personal  contributions  from  a  much  larger  number. 

I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the  officers  in  all  Valleys  are  enthusiastic, 
devoted  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons,  and  have  the  welfare  of  their  brethren 
at  heart,  and  to  that  end  are  working  at  their  duties  with  commendable 
zeal  and  dedication.  The  results  of  their  labors  are  seen  in  the  hospitable 
and  friendly  atmosphere  of  the  well  attended  Bodies. 
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The  Edmonton  brethren  had  the  great  joy  and  pleasure  of  celebrating 
their  60th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry 
in  that  Valley,  on  Saturday  night,  November  6th,  1965.  Ill.'.Bro.’.W.  A. 
Milligan,  32°,  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.,  was  chairman  at  a  very  fine,  well  attended 
banquet,  which  was  followed  by  entertainment  and  a  dance.  The  Edmonton 
Valley  is  justly  proud  of  the  progress  they  have  made  and  the  position  they 
now  occupy  in  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  Ill. ’.Bro.* John  Booth,  33°, 
Hon.,  is  a  most  cordial  and  efficient  Secretary,  which  means  much  to 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Edmonton. 

Visitations  of  the  various  Valleys  in  Alberta  are  not  difficult  from 
Lacombe.  All  highways  are  first  class,  and  the  most  distant  Valley  is 
Medicine  Hat,  290  miles  away.  I  have  visited  all  Valleys  at  least  once, 
Calgary  and  Edmonton  several  times  each.  On  all  occasions  I  was  received 
with  due  respect  and  hospitality,  as  should  be  given  the  representative  of 
the  Supreme  Council.  I  endeavor  to  visit  all  Bodies  on  the  occasion  of 
their  reunion,  at  which  time  the  14th  degree  is  conferred  on  the  class  for 
the  year.  There  was  usually  a  good  attendance  and  of  course  the  ladies 
were  present  for  the  evening. 

A  very  serious  look  has  been  given  the  province  with  the  idea  of 
forming  new  Lodges  of  Perfection,  but  at  present  time  it  does  not  appear 
feasible  to  make  any  move  in  that  direction.  Grande  Prairie  should  be  in 
a  position  to  support  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  near  future.  I  have  often 
thought  and  spoken  of  Edmonton  as  being  the  site  for  a  second  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  One  great  difficulty  seems  to  be  the  securing  of  a  suitable 
meeting  place. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Central  Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection 
has  made  gigantic  strides  in  improving  its  condition  and  overcoming  almost 
insurmountable  difficulties.  Owing  to  excessive  high  rent  charges,  it  was 
necessary  to  move  from  Red  Deer  to  Lacombe,  where  very  much  better 
accommodation  was  secured  at  half  the  rental.  Dues  were  raised  to  $10.00, 
which  had  been  recommended  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  past  two 
years.  The  spirit  of  friendship  and  happiness  has  increased  among  the 
brethren  as  they  have  worked  incessantly  to  further  the  welfare  of  their 
lodge.  Competition  among  the  degree  teams  has  increased,  resulting  in 
much  better  work  and  the  officers  feeling  much  happier  in  their  positions. 
Ten  candidates  have  been  secured  this  year  and  attendance  has  markedly 
increased.  Throughout  all  the  difficulties,  the  reserve  fund  has  been  kept 
intact  and  the  Almoner’s  Fund  is  in  a  very  healthy  condition. 

In  my  opinion  the  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Alberta 
is  very  satisfactory  to  officers  and  members.  I  have  found  great  enthusiasm 
among  the  officers  for  the  work  and  welfare  of  their  lodge.  They  all  seem 
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quite  happy  with  their  brethren.  All  incoming  officers  are  planning  for  a 
better  year  during  their  term  of  office,  which  is  as  it  should  be. 

There  has  been  a  modest  gain  of  31,  this  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  170 
suffered  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  There  were  initiated  95,  against  which 
number  we  lost  44  by  death,  17  by  withdrawal,  and  3  by  suspension,  which 
appears  to  me  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Not  as  great  a  gain  as  we  would 
like  but  still  a  gain. 

The  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  engendered  a  new  wave 
of  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  towards  the  Supreme  Council.  Not  that  there 
was  no  respect  or  fealty  before,  but  they  have  been  increased. 

All  Bodies  throughout  the  province  are  in  sound  financial  condition, 
situated  in  comfortable  lodge  rooms,  in  which  peace  and  harmony  prevail. 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Roy  Austin,  33°,  Active,  is  working  on  plans  to  issue  a  Scottish 
Rite  Bulletin  for  September  1st,  1966,  and  from  this  experience  he  hopes 
to  make  possible  such  a  publication  three  or  four  times  a  year. 

There  have  been  very  few  requests  for  dispensation.  Usually  for 
change  of  day  of  meeting  due  to  lack  of  space  in  the  Masonic  Temple. 

It  is  only  proper  that  I  should  inform  you  of  the  great  help  I  received 
from  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  They  have  given  of  their  time  and 
experience  most  generously,  and  their  know-how  is  very  helpful  to  their 
brethren.  I  wish  especially  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Ill.'. 
Bro.'.Roy  Austin,  33°,  Active.  He  has  been  most  helpful  with  his  advice 
and  assistance  throughout  the  year.  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Harry  Howard,  33°,  Past 
Active,  is  also  a  great  help  at  all  times  and  assists  greatly  in  the  Valley  of 
Calgary.  It  would  be  very  thoughtless  of  me  too  if  I  did  not  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Secretaries  for  their  very  efficient  work  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council,  33°,  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 

of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  three  Valleys  have  been  generally  active  individually  but  they  have 
failed  in  a  united  effort  towards  combined  activities.  Provincial  member¬ 
ship  shows  a  gain  of  30  over  loss  by  death,  withdrawal  and  suspension  and 
both  Chapters  and  Consistory  show  numerical  improvement. 

Last  year  because  of  permissible  reduction  in  time  between  degrees 
14°  and  15°  the  Chapters  planned  to  hold  a  joint  Rose  Croix  class  in 
January  1966,  to  permit  those  who  desired  to  secure  Consistory  degrees 
in  February.  This  joint  proposal  failed  but,  the  Regina  Chapter  carried 
out  the  meeting  without  the  assistance  of  the  other  Valleys  and  had  a 
worthwhile  class.  The  other  Chapters  held  their  candidates  for  their  usual 
Maundy  Thursday  Rose  Croix  degrees  and  at  Easter  all  Chapters  had 
degree  work  which  they  consider  the  appropriate  time  to  confer  the  18°. 

Further  effort  was  made  by  Regina  Valley  to  take  the  Lodge  to  an 
outside  area  and  a  very  successful  event  was  the  conferring  of  the  4°  on 
three  brethren  at  Estevan.  A  bus  load  of  brethren  from  Regina  and  inter¬ 
mediate  points  enjoyed  a  dinner  and  companionship  with  the  local  brethren 
prior  to  the  conferring  of  the  degree. 

The  two  bodies  in  Saskatoon  and  Moose  Jaw  are  now  holding  informal 
committee  meetings  of  senior  officers  and  Supreme  Council  members  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  practice  in  Regina  to  discuss  general  matters  concerning  the 
welfare  of  the  Rite  in  their  areas.  The  Consistory  did  propose  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  officers  and  Supreme  Council  members  at  a  central  location 
for  discussion  of  matters  pertaining  to  all  but  the  date  failed  to  be  accept¬ 
able  and  to  date  no  further  action  has  been  taken. 

Saskatoon  Valley  has  had  different  brethren  as  Secretary  and  Registrar 
for  many  years.  Brother  J.  Tait,  32°,  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his  work  as 
Secretary  at  election  time  and  his  request  was  granted  and  the  Spring 
Reunion  was  named  the  “James  Tait  Reunion”  and  was  well  attended  and 
successful.  With  the  death  of  Registrar  Leroy  Holmes,  33°  in  January,  the 
two  bodies  selected  Ill.’.Bro.'.H.  H.  Simpson,  32°,  to  serve  both  bodies  in 
the  future  as  Secretary  and  Registrar. 

We  have  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  recent  sudden  passing  of  Ill.’. 
Bro.’.Al  Hume,  32°,  Chairman  of  our  Rite  News  Committee.  He  was  an 
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experienced  newspaper  man  who  personally  did  most  of  the  work.  This 
periodic  publication  was  appreciated  by  many  distant  brethren  as  well  as 
those  too,  who  failed  to  attend  lodge.  He  had  the  necessary  material  com¬ 
piled  for  another  addition  and  had  appealed  to  the  officers  for  help  in 
publication  at  the  time  of  his  passing.  An  endeavour  is  being  made  to 
secure  the  necessary  help  to  carry  on  the  work. 

A  highlight  of  our  year’s  activities  was  the  hurried  visit  of  our  esteemed 
Sov./Gr. ‘.Commander  Geo.  C.  Derby,  33°  and  Mrs.  Derby.  They  flew 
into  Saskatoon  on  the  afternoon  of  April  20th.  He  attended  an  officers’ 
dinner  with  Supreme  Council  brethren  before  visiting  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  lodge.  The  next  morning  accompanied  by  Ill.\Bro.\Hodsman,  33° 
and  Mrs.  Hodsman,  we  drove  to  Moose  Jaw  for  a  luncheon  gathering  with 
Moose  Jaw  brethren  and  their  ladies.  Following  a  further  drive  to  Regina, 
there  was  a  dinner  for  officers  and  Supreme  Council  brethren  followed  by 
attendance  at  the  regular  lodge  meeting.  The  officers’  wives  at  both 
Saskatoon  and  Regina  were  happy  to  care  for  Mrs.  Derby  while  the  men 
were  engaged.  At  each  Valley,  Ill. \Bro.\ Derby,  33°,  favoured  us  with  an 
instructive  and  inspiring  address.  The  following  morning  they  had  to 
leave  for  Hamilton  and  while  their  visit  was  extremely  short  it  afforded 
our  guest  an  opportunity  to  meet  groups  in  all  Valleys. 

Regarding  our  Charitable  Foundation,  Ill.'.Bro.’.F.  E.  McKeown,  33°, 
of  Regina  has  been  selected  as  the  Provincial  Representative  and  as  further 
information  is  available,  if  necessary,  assistants  will  be  selected  for  the 
other  Valleys. 

At  Easter  the  three  Chapters  were  visited  between  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Hodsman, 
33°  and  myself  and  good  work  was  performed  in  all  Chapters.  In  similar 
manner  either  one  or  both  of  us  have  attended  special  meetings  in  all 
Valleys  and  have  been  most  heartily  received. 

We  are  indebted  to  other  Consistories  for  their  ready  assistance  in 
having  degrees  conferred  on  our  candidates  who  had  been  moved  before 
receiving  the  degrees  in  Saskatchewan.  We  extend  sincere  thanks  for  their 
assistance. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Consistory  conferred  degrees  19°/29°  in 
Moose  Jaw  and  Saskatoon  last  Fall  with  the  Annual  Reunion  in  Regina, 
February  23/24  conferring  degrees  19°/32°.  This  permits  the  candidates 
in  the  Fall  meetings  to  be  able  to  complete  their  degrees  in  one  day  at  the 
Regina  Reunion.  For  1967  it  is  proposed  to  hold  the  Reunion  in  late  April 
to  permit  those  joining  the  Chapter  at  Easter  to  complete  the  course  at 
that  time. 
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NECROLOGY: 

Our  Order  and  its  membership  suffered  a  most  severe  shock  in  the 
sudden  passing  of  our  esteemed  Active  Member  and  officer  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Charles  Joseph  Boyle,  33°,  of  Ft.  William,  Ontario,  he  had  visited  Saskat¬ 
chewan  and  called  me  for  an  enjoyable  chat  on  Rite  matters  a  short  time 
before  his  accident.  In  Saskatchewan  we  lost  two  dearly  beloved  brethren, 
Ill.’.Bro. ’.Leroy  Holmes,  33°,  on  January  7th,  our  most  efficient  Registrar 
of  Saskatoon  Chapter  for  28  years  and  looked  upon  as  leader  in  Rite  work 
for  Northern  Saskatchewan.  Also  Ill.'.Bro.’. Alexander  Jones  Irving,  33°, 
January  16th,  while  visiting  a  daughter  in  Montreal,  a  valuable  ritualist 
and  active  in  community  life.  We  revere  their  memory  and  deplore  their 
loss.
